Ford no surprise in GOP primary 





Newton, predictably, departed from 
the pack Tuesday and Rave a whopping 
vote to Morris lldall, making him the 
clear victor in the Newton Democratic 
Primary. 

The Arizona congressman received 
5,939 votes of 15,981 votes cast In the 
Democratic Primary, a solid 33 percent 
of the vote. 

Sen. Henry "Scoop" Jackson, the 
winner in Massachusetts, ran second to 
Udall here, tallying 3,778. 

Third in Newton was Fred Harris with 
1459 votes, last week’s New Hampshire 
Primary winner, Jimmy Carter, got an 
even 1000 votes in Newton. 


Democratic Primary and 4 in the 
Republican . 

The final 11 of the 15.981 votes cast went 
to parliamentary candidate Kelleher (7) 
and early casualities Uoyd BenLsen (3) 
and Terry Sanford (1). 

The GOP 

In the Republican Primary, there were 
3,336 votes cast and President Gerald 
Ford got 2288 of them. 

Challenger Ronald Reagan received 
877 votes in Newton and 85 people had no 
preference. 

Neither Republican candidate cam¬ 
paigned in the Bay State. 


Maudyea Campbell if Newton was 
elected Republican State Com¬ 
mittee woman. 

Cochrane, chairman of the Brookline 
Board of Selectmen, got 2653 votes, 1308 
in Newton and 1345 in Brookline. His 
opponent, Joseph Weinrebe of Newton got 
1302 votes, 981 in Newton and 321 in 
Brookline. 

Mrs. Campbell's winning total was 
2173. The breakdown was 1423 Newton 
votes and 750 votes in Brookline. 

Her opponent, Charlotte ^tiombury, 
got 915 votes in Newton and 465 in 
Brookline for a total of 1380.

Mayor, 
Rufo 
to meet 

The president of the Street Department 
union and the mayor will lock horns 
Friday morning over the elimination of 91 
jobs. 

Neither Louis Rufo, president of Local 
800. and Mayor Theodore Mann 
will say what one might offer the other in 
their efforts to come to some un¬ 
derstanding. 

Backing up Rufo at the confrontation in 
the mayor's office will be Mike Botelho, 
area director of the parent council of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees. 

One source has suggested that the 
mayor may offer not to implement the job 
cut now if the employees would agree to 
go without any salary increase for the 
next year. 

Preliminary talks have begun on the 
local 800 contract, which is up for 
renewal in May. 

Rufo last week threatened to strike if 
necessary, claiming that close to 1000 city 
employees from all unions would join his 
union m a walkout. 

Mann has said many times since his 
announcement that in the new budget he 
lias cut a total of 133 city jobs that he will 
stand by his cuts in the Street Depart¬ 
ment, which will be accompanied by 
giving the rubbish collection job to a 
private contractor 

Mann claims that the city will be able to 
save more than *1 million the first year 
and 1775,000 in subsequent years by the 
use of a private collector 

Rufo contends that there will be no 
saving and has promised to provide 
figures that will prove his contention. 


Trailing behind the four top votegetters 
here were Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
Shapp with 927 votes, followed by 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace (873), 
Indiana Sen. Birch Bayh (755) and 
Sargent Shriver (660). 

Wallace also got one vote on the 
American Party ballot, so his total in 
Newton is 874. 

Ellen McCormack, the anti-abortion 
candidate, beat "no preference" by more 
than 100 votes. She got 360. A total of 121 
people had no preference. 

Hubert Humphrey got a total of 56 
write-in votes in the city, 52 in the

Kowal's 3059 votes in Newton were 
nowhere near enough to offset the 5590 
votes Brookline gave to Its local can¬ 
didate Businger. 

Kowal received 600 votes in Brookline 
for a grand total of 3659. 

Businger received 1965 votes in 
Newton. HLs winning total was 7555. 

Alan Korman got 2138 votes in Newton 
and 581 votes in Brookline and l<ec White 
got 2391 votes in Newton and 365 votes in 
Brookline. 

Betty Taymor of Newton will be the 
Democratic State Commlttcewoman. 
Mrs. Taymor received a total of 9721 
votes, 6496 in Newton and 3225 in 
Brookline. She is an incumbent. 

Her opponent I«Utia Angelone of 
Newton received 1622 votes In Newton 
and 899 in Brookline; and opponent 
Constance Montana of Newton got 1,110 
votes in Newton and 661 in Brookline.

Judge Flaschner 

Newton mourns 
sudden death of 
Judge Flaschner 

Services at Temple Shalom Monday 
drew more than 1000 mourners for Judge 
Franklin Flaschner, chief justice of the 
district courts and former Newton 
alderman. 

Judge Flaschner died unexpectedly 
Saturday shortly after arriving in Florida 
for a vacation. He was 54. 

Both Governor Michael Dukakis and 
former Governor Francis Sargent, who 
appointed Judge Flaschner to the bench 
in 1970, attended the rites in West 
Newton, as did the mayor, members of 
the Board of Aldermen, members of the 
Supreme Judicial Court und former 
Newton mayors, Judge Monte Basbas 
and Donald Gibbs. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann, a childhood 
friend of the judge’s described him as " a 
rare human being...the kind of person he 
was is irreplaceable." 

"This was a real personal loss to me," 
the mayor said. "He was a leader, he was 
articulate, he was fair.” 

Both Mayor Mann and Judge 
Flashchner were elected Newton 
aldermen in 1957. 

Current Board President Joseph 
McDonnell commented, “those of us who 
served with him know in depth that he 
was outstanding in every way." 

Judge Flaschner was the first president 
of the Oak Hill Park Association and also 
headed the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association and Memorial School PTA. 


Beginning in 1957 with his election to 
the Board of Aldermen from Ward 5, the 
judge undertook a career of public ser¬ 
vice that lasted almost 20 years. 

While an alderman, Judge Flaschner 
concentrated on land use and city 
planning and was the chairman of the 
land Use Committee of the Board. In 
1967, he was elected vice president of the 
Board.

The $66,884,377 combined municipal 
and school budgets have been put into the 
month-long process of review by the 
Finance Committee and the full Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Finance Committee holds its first 
budget hearing tonight (Thursday), 
beginning at 5:15 p.m. 

The 1976-77 budget shows a gross 
municipal appropriation request of 
$36,513,964 and a gross school budget of 
$32,450,057. 

Revenue sharing and parking meter 
receipts have not been deducted from the 
municipal side of the ledger. 

In the wake of the taxpayer suit last 
year, the school budget has been 
prepared to show the net amount needed 
by the School Committee — $30,370,413. 
The difference is made up by state and 
federal reimbursements. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said this week 
that the budget "is just about the same as 
last year," even though the city is faced 
with a known increase for its employees' 


medical insurance and a $900,000 in¬ 
crease in retirement funds. 

With the exception of the Law 
Department and citizens' assistance the 
mayor has allowed no increases in 
salary. The law Department still has to

convince the pinchpenny Finance 
Committee that raises are justified. 

"I expect each department including 
the library (which lost all its part-time 
employees), to gain in productivity what 
it's lost in people," Mayor Mann said at a 
news conference this week. 

"It’s the department heads' job — 
that's what they’re hired for. They’ll have 
to report to me. They're appointed to 
manage," he said. 

"I expect essential services not only to 
be maintained but even improved," the 


mayor emphasized. 

The mayor has allowed only two new 
positions (in the Human Services 
Department), while cutting 133, 91 of 
them from the Street Department. - 
mayor plans . 

These jobs will not be needed because 
the mayor plans to discontinue municipal 
rubbish collection and is already seeking 
bids from private contractors. 

The cut in the Street Department will 
not set well with many aldermen, who 
may try to block the mayor’s plan by not 
approving the money for a collection 
contract 

The Board may cut items in the budget 
but may not increase any amounts or 
initiate new appropriation requests. 

The budget is presented in a new for¬ 
mat, a continuation of the changeover 
from a line-item budget that prevailed for 
many years, to a program budget. 

In the new-style budget, for example, 
all money needed for care of grounds will 
be lumped together, instead of being 


listed under the Recreation Department, 
schools, and various municipal facilities. 

The new arrangement will fit right in 
with the reorganization of the public 
works and buildings departments that 
will be resubmitted shortly after present 
Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson 
takes office in April os the new public 
works commissioner. 

The reorganization is designed to group 
all similar functions into one department, 
so that the public works department 
will have the responsibility for all care of 
all municipal property. 

The new format is difficult to use, and 
requires more knowledge of the func¬ 
tioning of the government und more 
arithmetic to isolate a particular cost. 

Personnel are no longer listed along 
with their positions and salaries. Their 
names can be found in a separate volume. 

The absence of names will, however, 
tend to discourage the making of 
decisions on the basis of personalities, as 
the aldermen go through the budget. 


Angier school pairing with Boston school 
stalled until School Committee approves

The participation of Angier School 
children in a voluntary 
metropolitanization program that would 
involve busing children to a Boston school 
was postponed last week until after the 
School Committee meets Monday night. 

Angier Principal Roland S. Barth 
declared all previous permission slips 
signed by parents void at a meeting at his 
school last Thursday. 

ExtrememJy tense Waban parents 
discovered during the meeting that a 
Harvard University graduate student 
was taping the meeting. Students Bill 
Bickley tore up the tapes in hia hands 
when the majority of parents voted to 
have the tapes stopped. They objected to 
tiie secretive manner of the taping. 

The meeting at Angier was called by 
Prmcipal Barth after several parenta had 
inquiries about the program which they 
had already signed permission slips for. 

The exchange program is part of the 
Metroplilan Planning Project's 
•MetroPairways program, for which a 


boston elementary school would be 
paired with a suburban school. 

Principal Barth and his faculty agreed 
to plan an exchange with the David Ellis 
School In Roxbury that would involve 
grades 1 and 2, 3, and 5. 

At the meeting Thursday Audrey 
Melicfc, MetroPairways coordinator, said 
the state funding of $14,500 for this 
program is only for one year. 

Although Barth read a letter from State 
Education Commissioner Gregory Anrig 
stating there are "no strings attached" to 
the money, some parents were afraid thia 
program would be the first step into a 
mandatory busuig program paid for by 
the state. 

Accusations of racism passed back and 
forth in the Angier librury where about 60 
adults, not all parents, gathered to hear 
the explanation of the program 
curriculum, developed jointly by Angier 
and Ellis teachers. 

The curriculum for grades 1 and 2 
taught by Sandra Porter-Englehart and 
John Roche of Angier School is called

Meetings have been scheduled 
for every Tuesday evening at 
City Hall. 

A set of questions different 
from those in the question¬ 
naire, but designed to elicit 
more or less the same type of 
information, will be presented 
at the first public hearing for 
members of the public at¬ 
tending to answer.

Conservation Commission 
still has no place for records 


The public will be denied 
access to records of the Newton 
Conservation Commission for 
at least another month, its 
members learned at their 
regular meeting Feb 25. The 
records remain stored at the 
home of Commission Secretary 
Helen Hcyn, because the dty 
provides no office space for the 
Conservation Commission at 
City Hall. Mayoral Assistant 
James Salter's latest effort to 
arrange for Commission space 
in the Veterans' Affairs office 
failed. Salter was told, in a Feb 
6 memo from Building Com¬ 
missioner Gene I arson, that 
Veterans' Affairs has already 
given up space for the 
Assessing Department files 
and can't lake the Commission 
records. However, according 
to Heyn, I-arsen told Salter to 
try again in 60 days, by which 
time he may have created 
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room by moving the Street 
Department and Building 
Maintenance over to Eliot 
Street. The Commission’s 
response was to write Iarsen 
telling him it will be ready to 
move on April 1 and asking him 
when he will provide a city 
truck to transfer the records. 

Commissioner Heyn 
reported that high water at 
Auburndale Playground and 
Flowed Meadow during the 
Feb 3 flooding of the Charles 
River were the highest ever 
recorded in that area. The 
river backed up all the way to 
Auburndale after ice jammed 
at the Moody Street Dam in 
Waltham because the dam's 
flashboards had frozen in place 
and could not be pulled to 
release swollen waters behind 
it 

In Auburndale, water levels 
were reportedly at elevations 
, of 44 to 45 feet, inundating 
much of the land between 
Stamford Street and the river 
where developers John and 
Joseph Mclsaac want to build 
housing. Their case is now 
before the Housing Appeals 
Committee of the Slate 
Department of Community 
Affairs for a special permit 
allowed by the Anti-Snob 
Zoning 1-aw. The Commission' 
which favors city acquisition of 
the land, has transmitted the 
flood mark figures to HAC, 
which has yet to act on the 
year-old case. Meanwhile’ 
Frank Columbo of the State 


Division of Conservation 
Services examined the 
Mclsaac land in February in 
connection with the city’s 
application for funds to take it 
for open space and 20 units of 
low-income housing. Colom¬ 
bo's report was filed on Feb 23, 
Commissioner Heyn said. 

The State Department of 
Environmental Management 
has informed the Commission 
that it expects to start hearings 
this spring on implementation 
of the Wetlands Restriction Act 
(Ch. 121, Sect. 40a) in Newton. 

This law, passed in 1968, is a 
more permanent form of 
protection than the Wetlands 
Protection Act under which 
local Conservation Com¬ 
missions regulate development 
of wetlands. , 

The process requires 
detailed mapping of wetland 
areas, now completed for 
Newton, and restrictions that 
go into the deeds of all affected 
properties. All persons in¬ 
volved must be contacted and 
have to agree on the restric¬ 
tions that go into the deed, 
according to Commissioner 
Deborah Howard. In addition, 
public hearings must be held. 

In other business, Com¬ 
missioners drafted a position 
paper regarding their role in 
the Newton Local Growth 
Policy Committee. Although 
only Chairman Dennis 
Ditelberg sits on the LG PC, 
other Commissioners have 
been attending workshops on 
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School Budget Director 
Harry W. Vienneau handed in 
his resignation this week to 
Superintendent of Schoools 
Aaron Fink, but neither man 
had anything to say about the 
unexpected notice. 

Vienneau was hired by Fink 
about three and one half years 
ago’ the superintendent said 
Tuesday. 

His departure was forecast 
some citizens in Newton after 
his testimony at the ten tax¬ 
payers' suit filed when the 
Board of Aldermen cut 1500,000 
from the school budget last 
year. 

Vienneau, being cross- 
examined by City Solicitor 
Howard Irvine representing 
the aldermen, admitted that 
there were different versions of 
last year's budget set up in 
different ways, but said the 
total figure was the same. 

Bill filed to 
delay 100% 
valuation 

A bill to delay up to three 
years the Implementation of 
100 percent valuation of real 
estate was heard by the state 
Committee on Taxation 
Tuesday. 

The bill, H. 2752, was filed by 
Newton Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

The bill has an emergency 
preamble, which would let it go 
into effect immediately if 
passed. 

The intent of the bill is to give 
all communities time to 
comply with the law requiring 
full and fair market value in 
the assessment of real estate. 

Newton Is under court order 
to complete and implement 
revaluation by July, 1976. 

Mayor Mann feels that 
communities that have so far 
not complied with the law are 
at an advantage over those that 
have, especially in the area of 
exemptions for the elderly. 

If Newton’s revaluation 
program goes into effect, the 
value of most houses will so 
high as to wipe out exemptions. 

Mann said Monday that the 
bill is an attempt' "whether it 
passes or not, to focus the 
minds of the legislature on the 
problems." 

At the Tuesday hearing at 
the State House, several 
representatives from com¬ 
munities that have already 
revalued objected to the bill, 
feeling that any delay will 
harm their communities 
financially.

The PTA Council will discuss 
current state legeslation ef¬ 
fecting education when it 
meets tonight, Thursday, in 
Franklin School, 125 Derby St., 
West Newton. 

Rep. Ann Gannett of 
Wayland and Sudbury, a 
member of the state legislative 
Joint Education Committee, 
will speak at 8 p.m. on "What’s 
Happening on Beacon Hill?"

Athans 

announces 

resignation 

John Athans, M.D., has 
announced his resignation as 
health commissioner effective 
on or about May 1, Mayor 
Mann said at a news con¬ 
ference this week. 

Athans’ resignation, less 
than two months away, will 
bring renewed efforts to 
replace him with a full-time 
commissioner who is a 
physician with experience in 
public health administration. 
Athans is a surgeon. 

Mayor Mann commented 
that Athans thinks a non¬ 
physician with a master of 
public health degree would be 
best for the city, but many 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen, which must ap¬ 
prove not only a mayoral 
appointment to the post but 
also the salary that goes with 
it, want a physician. 

A nonphysician health 
director would mean a return 
the board of health system, in 
which there would be one or 
more physicians on a board 
composed primarily of unpaid 
laymen. 

A health commissioner must 
by law be a physician. There 
has been considerable 
argument for the past two 
years about other 
qualifications and whether Dr. 
Athans met them. 

The wording of the law calls 
for the health commissioner to 
spend his "entire time" 
carrying out his city duties. 
This has never been clarified 
as to whether the intent is to 
have a physician on the job 
during regular business hours, 
which Athans was not, and to 
forbid a private practice. 

Athans will also resign from 
his position as city physician 
when he is no longer health 
commissioner. At one time he 
had considered remaining as 
city physician. 

The city physician conducts 
examinations of city em¬ 
ployees. 

For both jobs Athans is paid 
a total of $20,000. The two jobs 
combined do not amount to one 
full-time (40 hours per week) 
job. Several 

years ago the Board of 
Aldermen advertised for a 
physician to head up the Health 
Department and found that 
most applicants were asking a 
salary around $35,000. 

Mayor Mann said Monday 
that there a only $20,000 in the 
budget for 1976-77 now being 
studied by the Board. The 
Personnel Department has 
begun advertising for a 
physician, the mayor said.

Legislators take a dim view of state financial picture 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 
of the Graphic staff 
State Rep. Richard McGrath 
of Newton last week told 
members of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce that . contrary to what 
was being said, the message he 
has heard recently from the 
state is that Massachusetts is 
"in great shape." 

Moody’s and Standard & 
Poor's financial assessments 
of the state are "encouraging," 
McGrath said, and he Is im¬ 


pressed with the •’experts" 
who say the state is dealing 
with its problems. 

The only trouble is. McGrath 
continued, is that they are all 
wrong. 

McGrath's statement came 
at the end of the 26th Govern¬ 
ment and Business Forum held 
by the chamber, at which 
representatives and 
businessmen spoke on topics 
arising from the chamber's 
poll on legislative issues. 

Chamber executive vice 


president lewis Songer asked 
a series of questions that must 
be answered by the state' such 
as, "Why are there teacher 
training programs funded by 
the state, when there are 6000 
teachers out of work?" and 
"Who will control spending by 
the MBTA if the state takes it 
over?" 

Songer noted that nine out 
every ten businessmen polled 
feel that a ceiling must be set 
on the state budget "to keep the 
beacon on the Hill from

Underwood study approved 


Aid. Sidney Small cautioned 
the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night, "Don't think for a 
minute that if you vote this, 
you're not voting a long series 
of commitments," and then 
himself voted for $ 10,000 for 
architects’ study of the 
feasibility of upgrading the 
Underwood School in Newton 
Comer. 

The School Committee more 
or less scrapped plans to build 
an addition to the school, which 
was approved two years ago, in 
the face of declining 
enrollment in the schools 
citywide. Now the plan is to 
improve the interior of the 
school. 

Small said he couldn't ex¬ 
plain the "politics" that made 
the Underwood addition came 
after other projects that were 
put into the mill later, but 
commented that he holds the 
School Department “solely 
responsible for the extension 
not being built." 

"The extension could have 
been built for $1.8 million," 
Small said, and there is no 
reason why the Newton South 
automotive center could have 
received School Building 
Assistance Bureau money"' 
Small said. Current estimates 
of improvement of the existing 
building are around $1.3 
million. 

Numerous requests from 
SBAB for a long-range plan for 


the Newton schools went 
unanswered by the School 
Department over the past two 
years. Small said. SBAB will 
not approve any assistance 
without such a plan. 

The 22-1 vote of the Board in 
favor of starting the im¬ 
provement process for 
Underwood School was ac¬ 
companied by a resolution 
proposed by Aid. Ernest Dietz 
urging the School Department 
to proceed "with all diligen¬ 
ces" to prepare the plan 
required by the SBAB. 

Opposed to voting the $10,000 
was Aid. Joan Saklad. 

Among land use matters, the 
Board approved development 
of the Scipione land at 146 
Walnut St., Newtonville, for 
nine townhouses, one of which 
will be leased to the Housing 
Authority for its subsidized 
housing program. 

The Scipione family had 
asked for 13 units at first, but 
when it became apparent that 
the Board would never go along 
with that it agreed to request 
for the slightly more than one 
acre property' revise the plan 
downward. 

Aid. Terry Morris had been 
meeting with neighbors for 
some time before he convinced 
them that the townhouses 
would be a less intense use of 
the land than would be the four 
two-family houses that could 
be built as a matter of right in 
the zoning district.

Newton-based Mutual Bank for

Paperwork and red tape 
connected with equal- 
opportunity employment, the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act and other such 
regulations are "over¬ 
burdening," Stevens said. 

Real estate settlement laws 
have "damped the mortgage 
market," Stevens said, and the 
tax escrow law requiring banks 
to pay interest on taxes 
collected has resulted in many 
banks' refusal to collect and 
lias thrown the Job back to the 
city. 

"The economy can be ruined 
by excess regulation. I-et's not 
carry regulation to the ex¬ 
treme," Stevens said. 

Rep. Ixiis Pines commented 
that she is a consumer ad¬ 
vocate and in favor of greater 
regulation in many areas, such 
as greater disclosure in con¬ 
dominium purchase, a 
warranty for homebuyers, 
school bus safety, the banning 
of nonreturnable bottles, and a 
patients’ bill of rights. 

"A balance can be struck 
between excessive control and 
protection of the consumer.” 
she said. 

Oscar Wasserman, a Newton 
lawyer and land developer 
speaking on metropolitan 


concerns expressed in the 
questionnaire, remarked that 
the 58 percent support of ter¬ 
minating school budget 
autonomy probably was 
misleading. 

Wasserman feels that most

More sense 

In his reorganization of the intelligence 
services of this country. President Ford has 
placed the final responsibility for their 
supervision on the only person who can 
possibly do this job — the President of the 
United States. And this is not because, at the 
moment, the job is held by Gerald Ford. It’s 
because he is the chief executive officer and 
this is an executive function. 

His plan to place immediate supervision 
in the hands of the National Security Council 
also makes sense, since he heads that coun¬ 
cil. •* 

But what was needed most were the kind 
of guidelines he issued the next day. as to 
how the CIA and the National Security 
Agency shall function in the future. A 
similar set of guidelines for the FBI is 
promised soon. 

The CIA did not get into trouble over its 
intelligence gathering function. Certainly, 
every American understands that in today's 
kind of world the United States must protect 
itself as well as it possibly can against any 
potential enemy. It was extracurricular 
activities which brought the CIA into public 
disrepute: like dealing with the Mafia for 
the assassination of Fidel Castro, its part in 
bringing down the regime of Diem in the 
early days of the Vietnamese war. taking 
sides in political disputes in Italy and Chile 
and many other countries. These activities 
have nothing to do with gathering in¬ 
telligence. 

The President may run into more trouble 
with his proposal for stiff legislation to 
punish government employes who leak 
secret information and for legislation giving 
the government power to prevent publica¬ 
tion of such material. We deplore the in¬ 
cidents of Congressional sources making 
public secret material they had received on 
the strict promise of secrecy, with the leaks 
coming even after the House voted to keep 
the material secret. We recognize the 
necessity for secrecy in some matters of 
national security. But we are always skep¬ 
tical of legislation which is so broadly 
conceived that it enables the government 
bureaucracy to label as secret, matters 
which really are important to the public 
e- interest. 


Their plight 

The Second World Conference on Soviet 
Jewry was held in Brussels for the purpose 
of ensuring that “the plight of Soviet Jewry 
is kept before the conscience of the world 
until the justice of their cause prevails.'' 
And why in the world doesn't the Soviet 
Union permit more Jews to emigrate? 

After the first conference five years ago. 
the Russians did issue more exit visas. The 
largest number recorded in one year, 35,000, 
was in 1973. But in 1974 the Russians began 
denying visas and once again began to make 
life miserable for the Jews they wouldn't 
allow to leave. 

Meetings are called in factories and of¬ 
fices to denounce Judaism. Jews who apply 
for exit visas often lose their jobs and are 
otherwise harassed by cutting off telephone 
and mail service. Fewer are admitted to the 
universities. Protests or demonstrations 
result in imprisonment. 

One reason for the Russian attitude is that 
the number of Jews seeking to emigrate is 
embarrassing to the government. But it 
seems likely that the Russian wooing of the 
Arab side in the Middle East conflict has 
also become of prime importance in the last 
two years.

Ready to roll again for Wilbur Mills

IJTTIuE ROCK, Ark. (UPI) - The big money is ready to 
roll again for Wilbur Mills should he seek re-election. And 
most all of the down home movers and shakers want to 
forgive and forget about Fanne and the drinking if their 
man is still game. 

Even against the strongest field of Democratic primary 
opponents in a quarter century, the veteran congressman, 
humbled by his fall from power and involvement with a 
burlesque dancer, would not be on easy man to beat. 

Mills' political career appeared destroyed in the Wash¬ 
ington Tidal Basin incident in October, 1974, when he had 
his early morning run-in with police. He obviously was 
intoxicated and in the company of Mrs. Annabel Battlstella, 
who stripped under the name of Fanne Foxe. 




Wilbur Mills ... still undecided 


It was a well documented riches to rags tailspln unparal¬ 
leled in American politics. 

After Tidal Basin and his subsequent appearance on 
stage with Fanne at a Boston strip joint, Mills was forced 
out of his powerful position as chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, a post he had held since 1958 and 
from which he became the confidant of presidents. 

He publicly admitted he was an alcoholic, joined 
Alcoholics Anonymous and retreated to a Florida clinic. 

Where he had once wielded massive power, in 
Washington he was little better than a pariah, at best 
deserving pity if not outright ostracism. 

A year ago Mills would not have had a chance in Arkansas 
2nd Congressional District, which Includes Little Rock, and 
where he had not had a serious primary opponent since 
1940. So far, the May 25 primary has five candidates, with 
possibly more and stronger opponents to file. 

Mills, who says he has not had a drink In a year, is ex¬ 
pected to make up his mind soon, possibly within a week or 
two, on whether to seek reelection. 

"I have not said anything to anyone on my chances 
because I am not to that point in my thinking, 1 ' Mills said in 
a telephone interview from his Washington office. "I must 
make up my mind on whether I want the job. Once I decide, 
then the next step would be to seriously consider my 
chances. And I simply have not reached this point yet." 

There is the feeling among many that Mills, despite Ids 
lapses, is still pretty much MilLs — long on brains and 
savvy, after all an able man very much experienced and 
very successful over the years in representing the majority 
of interests in the 2nd District. 

A man of more than 35 years in Congress has a lot of 
favors he can call home should he want them. 

“I will do everything I can to get him re-elected,” said a 
long-time Mills supporter, one of the state’s wealthiest men, 
"and that includes money, marbles and chalk." 

There is an informal group of monied and public spirited 
men numbering from 25-40 that have been part of a mutual 
admiration society with Mills over the years and on whom 
he can still count almost to a man. 

"I feel he wants to run,” said one. "He's sure got a lot of 
friends. He's still got them." 

Did this man think Mills had lost any of the Inner 40 over 
what had happened'’ 

"Not a one," he said. "Oh, maybe some wives." 

And that would be a factor. The wives. And others who 
feel their trust was betrayed, who voted for Mills routinely 
for years and who never will again. 


It would not appear to be a Mills cakewalk for sure. 
Should Mills win or lead the primary, he would no doubt be 
scratched and bleeding and gulping for breath at the end. 

The point, it seems now, is does Mills, who will be 67 the 
day before the primary, want the job that badly? 

"It's my gut feeling that he will run," said one of his 
closest Little Rock associates and supporters. 

Did he think Mills could overcome Tidal Basin and all 
that followed? 

"If he gets up on his own two feet and says I am back and 
I am over it and you won't see it happen again, yes, I think 
he'll win." 

Mills, vulnerable and seriously wounded from the Tidal 
Basin fallout, is by no means a dead politician in his home 
state.

The Charles River Water¬ 
shed Association, under the 
terms of a contract with the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council ' MAPC i has begun to 
carry out a program of public 
participation . in 20 com¬ 
munities in the Charles River 
valley for the MAPC's 208 
Water Quality Study. 

The study, being executed 
under the provisions of Section 
208 of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act (as 
amended in 1972), will develop 
a regional management plan 
for the control of water 
pollutants from all sources. 
Toward this end, the 208 stud) 
will examine non-structural 
solutions to water quality 
problems such as landuse 
regulation, as well as con¬ 
sidering the more traditional 
solutions like sewers and 
treatment plants. 

The association's 208 
assignment is in recognition of 
its relationship with watershed 


decline in enrollment in our 
schools, the Impending 
revaluation with its affect on 
our low and middle income 
residents, and the uncertainty 
ot MBTA, county and state 
assessments, were just not 
being considered.

Chief Perkins urges 
use of smoke detectors 


Chief Frederick A. Perkins, 
Jr,, of the Newton Fire 
Department, Is very concerned 
with the great loss of life by fire 
In the country, also the un¬ 
necessary loss of life due to 
people being asphyxiated by 
heated gas and smoke while 
they are asleep. He therefore 
strongly recommends the 
installation of smoke detectors 
In the home. 

When purchasing a' smoke 
detector make sure that lt has 
been approved by either the 
Underwriters Laboratory, 
Factory Mutual Testing 
laboratory, or a recognized 
testing laboratory. 

Many smoke detectors are 
being sold that are Imported 
from foreign contries and do 
not meet the test criteriu 
required for safe and efficient 
operation. 

There is no bargain price on 
a life saving unit such as smoke 
detectors. They must meet the 
established standard. 

Once purchase these units 
must be properly located 
within the home to alert all 
occupants of the presence of 
products of combustion. The 
following locations have been 
proven by test to be the most 
efficient. 

On the ceiling at the base of 
all stairwells, but not In the 
stairwell, l.c. stairway from 
basement to first floor, first 
floor to second floor, and 
second floor to attic area. 

A smoke detector should also 


be installed In the immediate 
vicinity of the sleeping area. 

There arc various types of 
smoke detectors on the 
market-plug-ln and battery 
operated, full wired-in electric 
whatever type is purchased 
must be tested periodically. 

These detectors will give 
early warning in case of fire 
but Chief Perkins warns that 
they are not a cure all for 
people smoking In bed, faulty 
electric equipment and not 
abiding by the common sense 
rules of fire prevention and 
home fire drills.

In his reorganization of the intelligence 
services of this country. President Ford has 
placed the final responsibility for their 
supervision on the only person who can 
possibly do this job — the President of the 
United States. And this is not because, at the 
moment, the job is held by Gerald Ford. It's 
because he is the chief executive officer and 
this is an executive function. 

His plan to place immediate supervision 
in the hands of the National Security Council 
also makes sense, since he heads that coun¬ 
cil. 

But what was needed most were the kind 
of guidelines he issued the next day. as to 
how the CIA and the National Security 
Agency shall function in the future. A 
similar set of guidelines for the FBI is 
promised soon. 

The CIA did not get into trouble over its 
intelligence gathering function. Certainly, 
every American understands that in today’s 
kind of world the United States must protect 
itself as well as it possibly can against any 
potential enemy. It was extracurricular 
activities which brought the CIA into public 
disrepute; like dealing with the Mafia for 
the assassination of Fidel Castro, its part in 
bringing down the regime of Diem in the 
early days of the Vietnamese war. taking 
sides in political disputes in Italy and Chile 
and many other countries. These activities 
have nothing to do with gathering in¬ 
telligence. 

The President may run into more trouble 
with his proposal for stiff legislation to 
punish government employes who leak 
secret information and for legislation giving 
the government power to prevent publica¬ 
tion of such material. We deplore the in¬ 
cidents of Congressional sources making 
public secret material they had received on 
the strict promise of secrecy, with the leaks 
coming even after the House voted to keep 
the material secret. We recognize the 
necessity for secrecy in some matters of 
national security. But we are always skep¬ 
tical of legislation which is so broadly 
conceived that it enables the government 
bureaucracy to label as secret, matters 
which really are important to the public 
interest. 

— Their plight 

The Second World Conference on Soviet 
Jewry was held in Brussels for the purpose 
of ensuring that “the plight of Soviet Jewry 
is kept before the conscience of the world 
until the justice of their cause prevails." 
And why in the world doesn't the Soviet 
Union permit more Jews to emigrate? 

After the first conference five years ago, 
the Russians did issue more exit visas. The 
largest number recorded in one year. 35.000, 
was in 1973. But in 1974 the Russians began 
denying visas and once again began to make 
life miserable for the Jews they wouldn't 
allow to leave. 

Meetings are called in factories and of¬ 
fices to denounce Judaism. Jews who apply 
for exit visas often lose their jobs and are 
otherwise harassed by cutting off telephone 
and mail service. Fewer are admitted to the 
universities; Protests or demonstrations 
result in imprisonment. 

One reason for the Russian attitude is that 
the number of Jews seeking to emigrate is 
embarrassing to the government. But it 
seems likely that the Russian wooing of the 
Arab side in the Middle East conflict has 
also become of prime importance in the last 
two years.

It was a well documented riches to rags tailspln unparal¬ 
leled In American politics. 

After Tidal Basin and his subsequent appearance on 
stage with Fanne at a Boston strip joint, Mills was forced 
out of his powerful position as chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, a post he had held since 1958 and 
from which he became the confidant of presidents. 

He publicly admitted he was an alcoholic, joined 
Alcoholics Anonymous and retreated to a Florida clinic. 

Where he had once wielded massive power, in 
Washington he was little better than a pariah, at best 
deserving pity if not outright ostracism. 

A year ago Mills would not have had a chance in Arkansas 
2nd Congressional District, which Includes Little Rock, and 
where he had not had a serious primary opponent since 
1940. So far, the May 25 primary has five candidates, with 
possibly more and stronger opponents to file. 

Mills, who says he has not had a drink in a year, ls ex¬ 
pected to make up his mind soon, possibly within a week or 
two, on whether to seek reelection. 

"I have not said anything to anyone on my chances 
because I am not to that point in my thinking,” Mills said in 
a telephone interview from his Washington office. "I must 
make up my mind on whether I want the job. Once I decide, 
then the next step would be to seriously consider my 
chances. And 1 simply have not reached this point yet." 

There Is the feeling among many that Mills, despite his 
lapses, is still pretty much Mills — long on brains and 
savvy, after all an able man very much experienced and 
very successful over the years in representing the majority 
of interests in the 2nd District. 

A man of more than 35 years in Congress has a lot of 
favors he can call home should he want them. 

"I will do everything I can to get him re-elected,” said a 
long-time Mills supporter, one of the state’s wealthiest men, 
"and that includes money, marbles and chalk." 

There is an informal group of monied and public spirited 
men numbering from 25-40 that have been part of a mutual 
admiration society with Mills over the years and on whom 
he can still count almost to a man. 

"I feel he wants to run," said one. “He's sure got a lot of 
friends. He’s still got them." 

Did this man think Mills had lost any of the inner 40 over 
what had happened 9 

"Not a one," he said. "Oh, maybe some wives." 

And that would be a factor. The wives. And others who 
feel their trust was betrayed, who voted for Mills routinely 
for years and who never will again. 


It would not appear to be a Mills cakewalk for sure. 
Should Mills win or lead the primary, he would no doubt be 
scratched and bleeding and gulping for breath at the end. 

The point, it seems now, is does Mills, who will be 67 the 
day before the primary, want the job that badly? 

"It's my gut feeling that he will run," said one of his 
closest Little Rock associates and supporters. 

Did he think Mills could overcome Tidal Basin and all 
that followed? 

"If he gets up on his own two feet and says I am back and 
I am over it and you won't see it happen again, yes, I think 
he’ll win.” 

Mills, vulnerable and seriously wounded from the Tidal 
Basin fallout, is by no means a dead politician in his home 
state.

Water Quality Study. 

The study, being executed 
under the provisions of Section 
208 of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act (as 
amended in 1972), will develop 
a regional management plan 
for the control of water 
pollutants from all sources. 
Toward this end, the 208 stud) 
will examine non-structural 
solutions to water quality 
problems such as landuse 
regulation, as well as con¬ 
sidering the more traditional 
solutions like sewers and 
treatment plants. 

The association's 208 
_ assignment is in recognition of 
“ its relationship with watershed 


decline in enrollment in our

Chief Perkins urges 
use of smoke detectors 


Chief Frederick A. Perkins, 
Jr., of the Newton Fire 
Department, Is very concerned 
with the great loss of life by fire 
In the country, also the un¬ 
necessary loss of life due to 
people being asphyxiated by 
heated gas and smoke while 
they are asleep. He therefore 
strongly recommends the 
installation of smoke detectors 
In the home. 

When purchasing a' smoke 
detector make sure that it has 
been approved by either the 
Underwriters Laboratory, 
Factory Mutual Testing 
laboratory, or a recognized 
testing laboratory. 

Many smoke detectors are 
being sold that arc imported 
from foreign contries and do 
not meet the test criteria 
required for safe and efficient 
operation. 

There is no bargain price on 
a life saving unit such as smoke 
detectors. They must meet the 
established standard. 

Once purchase these units 
must be properly located 
within the home to alert all 
occupants of the presence of 
products of combustion. The 
following locations liavc been 
proven by test to be the most 
efficient. 

On the ceiling at the base of 
all stairwells, but not in the 
stairwell, i.e. stairway from 
basement to first floor, first 
floor to second floor, and 
second floor to attic area. 

A smoke detector should also 


be installed in the immediate 
vicinity of the sleeping area. 

There arc various types of 
smoke detectors on the 
market-plug-in and battery 
operated, full wircd-ln electric 
whatever type is purchased 
must be tested periodically. 

These detectors will give 
early warning in case of fire 
but Chief Perkins warns that 
they are not a cure all for 
people smoking in bed, faulty 
electric equipment and not 
abiding by the common sense 
rules of fire prevention and 
home fire drills.

Elderly housing, 
library use voted 
for surplus buildings 


Committee debates article 
in Warren PTA 'Bridges' 


The mayor's committee to 
study surplus buildings voted 
to convert the old Peirce School 
into housing for the elderly 
Tuesday night, reserving some 
of the land for playground 
space. 

The committee also 
’ amended its vote to turn over 
the Newton Junior College site 
to I lie library. 

The recommendation now is 
that the Junior College 
Administration Hall be turned 
■■ver to the city to rent out for 
commercial or noncommercial 
use. 

Die library will have the use 
f Claflin Hall as a book 
depository. City Librarian 
Virginia Tashjian said she has 
a plans for the use of the 
Administration Hall, but wants 
Claflin Hall for interim use 
before a new library is built for 
storage of excess books and art 
objects. 

The 26-member advisory 
committee, with 12 members 
present, recommended to the 
■ ore committee composed of 
city officials that further study 
be done of Aid. Terry Morris' 
plan to build two townhouses on 
land at the end of Claflin Place. 

Aid. Morris criticized Mrs. 
Tashjian's plan for 110 parking 
spaces for the library, noting 
the houses would only take up 
about half of the planned 
parking, leaving enough for the 
•ibrary. 

The committee didn't make a 
strong endorsement of Morris' 
plan because no formal ar¬ 
chitectural plans have been 
made for library use of the site. 

At tiie request of Historical 
Commission Chairman Elsie 
H usher the committee added 
ne acre to the Bigelow House 
site near Peabody School. 

The committee earlier 
recommended that the 22 -room 
home be converted into four 
condominiums with four acres 
set aside for its use. 

Mrs. Husher said the site was 
just approver! by the federal 
government as a historic 
home, and funds may be 
pvailablo for restoring the 
structure to make up for 


damage done by vandals. 

The committee also voted to 
turn over the Bigelow house to 
Ihe nonprofit Newton 
Historical Preservation 
Association headed by John N. 
Howard, a resident who has 
taken great interest in 
preserving the home. 

He explain new ed to the 
committee that hisnonprofit 
group will be able to get 
restoration funds for the 
building that would not be 
given to a municipality, and 
will be able to place ar¬ 
chitectural restrictions into the 
deed of the land before it is 
resold for condominium use. 

In case his nonprofit group 
dissolves, the building will 
revert to the city, according to 
the committee's recom¬ 
mendation. 

The next meeting of the 
committee is set for March 11

The last page of the Warren 
Junior High School PTA 
publication with an article on 
the new school budget was 
criticized by members of the 
School Committee last week. 

Dr. Edward Prince and 
Michael LoConti objected to 
the article, "Who Pays the 
Final Price?" in the Bridges 
publication, but Com¬ 
mitteeman Robert Cohen 
defended the right of the 
publication to run the article. 

The article contained a long 
explanation of how the Warren 
Faculty Senate perceived the 
effects of reducing the school's 
faculty by four teachers. 

LeConti objected to the 
opening paragraph which 
states, "There comes a point 
after which the cuts begin to 
destroy a school’s program. 
The four teacher cuts and 
elimination of one assistant 
principal... for Warren next 
year have reached the point 
where that destruction has 
begun at our school." 

I^Conti objected to the 
publication telling parents that 
the School Committee is 
destroying the school system. 

LeConti also objected to 
using the publication to ex¬ 


press political views' but said 
he wanted to sit down and talk 
with the faculty that wrote the 
article. 

After a list of 18 possible 
results the cuts will have, the 
article states that students, not 
the teachers, administration, 
nor School Committee, will pay 
the price of the cuts. 

Posing the question of “Who 
pays the final price of the these 
cuts at Warren?" the article 
states, "Not the School 
Committee. It just carries out 
the mandate of the voters." 

Dr. Prince objected to "the 
prophecy” in the next sentence 
Hint stated, "By the time the 
full cost of moving backward is 
felt in the future, a new School 
Committee will have been 
seated.” 

Cohen secs noting wrong 


with teachers expressing 
opinions in the the newsletter, 
saying this case he did not view 
in the same light as past 
examples in other school 
journals.

Elderly housing plan unpopular 
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THE DAILY TRANSCRIPT

A Newton Housing Authority 
plan to build a 60-unit, six-story 
apartment building for the 
elderly at Paul and Centre 
streets met firm and somewhat 
stormy opposition from area 
residents last week. 

The architectural design 
itself drew praise from the 35 
neighbors attending NHA's 
presentation, but members of 
the Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association' two 
aldermen, and even occupants 
of NHA’s elderly housing 
project Parker House, which 
hosted the February 25 
presentation, termed the plan 
too high and too dense. NHA 
Chairman James Miller 
directed the architects to scale 
the project down, while NHA 
assesses costs of site 
acquisition to see how many 
units are required for a 
financially feasible project. 

The 18 people remaining at 
the end of the meeting 
unanimously approved of using 
the site for housing but 
strenuously objected to the 
specific plan for a 60-foot 
building and 500 sq. ft per unit 
density. Miller would not 
commit NHA to a specific 
number of units, but he did 
agree to meet again with 
neighbors before bringing any 
proposal to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Business B rone for the 
site permits housing no denser 
than 1,200 sq. ft. per unit, or 
about 30 apartments. To ex¬ 
ceed this, NHA needs per¬ 
missive use of the Board of 
Aldermen which requires a 
two-thirds majority. When 
residents askedOwhat nearby 
Newton Centre buildings 
compare in height , the ar- 
chitectOsaid he did not know. 
City Planner Charles Thomas 
said the Mutual Bank for 
Savings comes closest. 

"Why do you have to come in 


with such an extreme intensity 
above whnt is allowed as a 
matter of right?” queried Aid. 
Ernest Dietz. 

Miller replied that NHA must 
satisfy federal government 
guidelines and costs. However, 
he said he doesn’t yet know 
what land costs will be as there 
is no appraisal. "I am an¬ 
ticipating that the land cost is 
going to be high,” he ex¬ 
plained, to justify the proposed 
density. 

Fears that units will be 
rented to non-Newton residents 
also surfaced. Neighbors were 
not mollified by Miller's 
reminder that "there is 
currently a demand for low- 
income housing in Newton and 
there is a waiting list." "If you 
are poor and you come from 
outside Newton, you get in 
first," asserted Mrs. Louise 
Taglienti, who claims she has 
proof of this. 

"We are delighted to live in 
this community and raise our 
children across the street from 
Parker House. We are proud of 
Parker House, but we don't 
want to set a precedent for 
high-rise buildings," stated one 
resident. 

Aid. Dietz concurred. "We 
have worked our heads off 
trying to keep a Coolidge 
Corner out of Newton Cen¬ 
tre. ... You are going to upset 
the whole character of Newton 
Centre, and we just can't 
stomach it," he told Miller. 

"If.25 (units) can be built as 
a matter of right, why are we 
building 60?" asked another 
neighbor. 

Miller reiterated that land 
costs were expected to be high, 
but said he was open to sen¬ 
timents of the residents. "If 
you, as a neighborhood, tell us 
you will not support more than 


X number of units, we will 
come to the Board with that," 
he promised. The consensus of 
those present was that the 
Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Assn, will not go with the 
height and density proposed 
but wants a low-rise building 
similar to other NHA housing 
(1,200 to 1,500 sq. ft. per unit). 

Air rights over the MBTA 
tracks, another suggested 
means of cutting density, had 
not been considered, Miller 
said. Thomas, however, felt 
any such scheme would en¬ 
counter complications at the 
nearby Centre St. bridge. 
Construction problems will 
arise because the site is a 
wetland, warned Jason Kir- 
shen of NCNA. His claim that 
tlie site lies right at the former 
headwaters of Paul Brook was 
disputed by Thomas. If Kir- 
shen is correct, NHA must 
have a Hatch Act hearing 
before the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission and be 
guided by their order of con¬ 
ditions before building. 

Funding for site acquisition 
is to come partly from federal 
funds allotted to the City under 
the housing assistance section 
of the federal Community 
Development Program.. The 
Board of Aldermen approved 
spending up to $30,000 for land 
for 50 units of elderly housing 
on Paul St. in January, 1975, 
according to Frank Quinn, 
Executive Director of NHA. 

The site was selected, 
Thomas said' because of its 
physical characteristics and 
proximity to the shopping area, 
and because it has been the 
target of several other housing 
proposals. A plan by Senior 
Living , Inc. for 6-story 
apartments passed the Board 
in 1965 but failed to win Zoning 


Board approval to exceed 
parking requirements, ac¬ 
cording to Thomas. A later 
proposal by Frank Donato for a 
48-unit 6-story building never 
passed the Board, Thomas 
said. 

NHA had hoped to build three 
2-bedroom units, six units for 
handicapped persons, and 51 1- 
bedroom units. The Housing 
Authority offices, now in 
rented space at 2000 Com¬ 
monwealth Av., would occupy 
much of the first floor. A 
laundry and a public meeting 
room would take up the rest. 
Tarking, at the north end 
(rear) of the building allows 
five spaces for NHA employees 
and 15 for tenants.

The grade 3 program will explore 
different ethnic cultures on Friday 
mornings, meeting with representatives 
from each culture and travelling to some 
cultural locations. 


The grade 5 physical education 
program will include bowling, track and 
field, and other outdoor skills, em¬ 
phasizing group participation, 
cooperation, and success. 

If the School Committee decides to 
table the plan when it meets March 8, the 
program may still go on at a later date as 
long as the classes from both schoools 
meet ten times before the end of the 
school year. 

School Committeemen Robert Cohen 
and Alvin Mandell grilled Ms. Mellck 
about the state regulations for the 
program. 

She explained it was set up as a plan to 
"reduce racial, socio-economic, and 
ethnic isolation in the metropolitan area 
by voluntary programs." 

Since it was formed in 1973, 56 school 
districts have agreed to the principles of 
the program. 

Mandell and Cohen were upset that the 
state regulations do not require local 
School Committee approval before a 
program begias in a school system. 

Mandell read March 12, 1973 School 
Committee minutes that approved of 
joining in the planning of the projects but 
"nothing implied the superintendent 
could engage carte blanche” in 
programs, he said, 

Ellis School Principal Edith Simons 
supported statements made by parents 
who have visited the Ellis School by 
saying it was in a safe, stable, black 


residential area. 

She said all parents of the children in 
her school had agreed to participate in 
the program. Some of the students would 
be among the two busloads of children 
bused from West Roxbury and Roslindale 
to Ellis School as part of the Phase 2 
desegregation plan in Boston. . 

The parents of 53 Angier children had 
signed the permission slips which 
Principal Barth declared void, with 10 
parents not signing from the two classes 
whose curriculum was explained. 

Barth assured parents that children 
who do not participate in MetroPairways 
will be given regular classroom in¬ 
struction with the students' regular 
teacher whenever possible. 

At the end of the meeting Barth said, 
"This hasn’t been a comfortable, easy 
evening for me,” and he doubted it had 
been for many people in the room. 

He said it was the first time in five 
years "the community has confronted 
something with so many raw nerve en¬ 
dings." 

Based on the discussion during the 
evening Barth said he would make some 
changes in the program that will be 
presented to the School Committee 
Monday. 

Emotional appeals form the parents 
and others attending ranged from "We 
need programs like this" to portrayals of 
racism and ignorance caused by fear 
among citizens there.

Newton mourns death 


More than 200 persons at¬ 
tended a meeting Saturday in 
Newton sponsored by 
Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D.-Mass. i to initiate 
the campaign for ratification of 
the state Equal Rights 
Amendment 

The question of ratification 
of the amendment to the 
Massachusetts constitution 
will be the first one on the 
ballot in the November elec¬ 
tion. Drinan is assisting in the 
intense educational program 
necessary to asssure passage. 

"There is a great deal of 
misinformation and innuendo 
circulating with regard to what 
the ERA will and won't mean 
for Massachusetts citizens," 
Drinan observed. "Saturday's 
meeting was important 
because it served as a kick-off 
to the strong educational 
campaign which will present 
the facts not the fiction of the 
ERA." 

"Defeat of the state ERA 
would have an important 
impact on federal legislation 
and regulations as well as the 
passage of the Equal federal 
Rights Amendment. 

“With an open and fair ex¬ 


planation of all aspects of the 
ERA, I am certain this most 
significant civil rights 
legislation will be over¬ 
whelmingly accepted by 
Massachusettsvoters In 
November," Drinan con¬ 
cluded. 

Serving as panelists at the 
meeting were Ann Kendall. 
Chairwoman of the Committee 
to Ratify the Massachusetts 
State Equal Rights Amend- 
manet; Roberta Benjamin, 
candidate for Juris Doctor at 
Harvard Law School and Sonya 
Hamlin, TV personality and 
now a lecturer in the Depart¬ 
ment of Broadcasting and 
Films at Boston University. 

Cosponsors of the meeting 
were CPPAX, the Committee 
to Ratify the Massachusetts 
State Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment, Boston College Women’s 
law Center and the Program 
for Women in Political and 
Governmental Careers at 
Boston College. 

Drinan plans to continue to 
take an active role durinq the 
coming months to inform his 
constituency of the November 
ballot question on the Equal 
Rights Amendment, he said.

The high cost of energy to 
business and industry is

1. Dissolving gelatine in custard 
mixture: Mix gelatine, 4 cup sugar, salt 
and cocoa in top of double boiler. Beat 
together egg yolks and milk; stir into 
gelatine mixture. Have boiling water 2- 
inches deep in bottom of the double 
boiler. Place gelatine mixture over 
boiling water and cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until gelatine dissolves and the 
mixture thickens slightly, about 10 
minutes. Gelatine is dissolved when there 
are no visible granules. 

2. Chilling the mixture: When the 
gelatine is dissolved and the custard 
mixture slightly thickened, remove the 
top of the double boiler from the bottom 
and stir in vanilla. Chill, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until mixture mounds slightly 
when dropped from a spoon. (Stirring 
insures that the mixture will cool evenly 
and that it will not gel around the edge 
before the center begins to thicken. If 
gelatine mixture has chilled too long and 
gets too thick, sunply place pan over 
boiling water again and stir until mixture 
becomes thin, then chill to proper con¬ 
sistency. i 

3. Folding m egg whites; Combine egg 
whites with cream of tartar in the large 
howl of electric mixer. Beat till soft peaks 
form; gradually add the remaining 4 
cups sugar while continuing to beat the 
egg whites, and teat until very stiff peaks 
from when the beaters are raised Pour 
thickened chocolate gelatine mixture 


over egg whites and fold it in, gently, until 
blended. 

4. Chill for at least 4 hour; spoon into 
pastry' shell. Chill several hours and if 
you wish, garnish with whipped cream 
and chocolate curls. Serves 8 

THREE LAYER SPICE CAKE 
4 cup butter or margarine, softened 
1-4 cups firmly packed light brown 
sugar 
3 eggs 

3 cups enriched flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 

2 teaspoons baking soda 
1-4 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon ground allspice 
4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

1 cup apple cider 
4 cup milk 
Butter Rum Frosting 
Cream together butter or margarine 
and sugar. Beat in eggs, one at a time. 
Stir together dry ingredients. Combine 
cider and milk. Thoroughly blend flour 
into creamed mixture alternately with 
cider mixture, beginning and ending with 
flour. Pour into 3 greased, wax paper 
lined 8-inch round cake pans. Bake in 
preheated 350 degree oven 25-30 minutes, 
or until done.

GREEK MOUSSAKA 

Peel 2 medium eggplants; cut into slices 4 inch thick. 
Sprinkle slices with a little salt and set aside. MEAT 
LAYER: In skillet, brown 1 pound ground beef with 1 cup 
chopped onion; drain. Add 4 cup red Burgundy, 4 cup 
water, 2 tablespoons snipped parsley, 1 tablespoon tomato 
paste, 1 teaspoon salt, and dash pepper. Simmer till liquid is 
nearly absorbed. Cool. Stir in one-third cup soft bread 
crumbs (4 slice), 2 beaten eggs, 4 cup shredded sharp 
process American cheese, and dash ground cinnamon. 
SAUCE: In saucepan melt 3 tablespoons butter. Stir in 3 
tablespoons all purpose flour; add 1-4 cups milk; cook and 
stir till bubbly. Add 4 teaspoon salt, dash pepper, and dash 
ground nutmeg. Add small amount of sauce to 1 beaten egg: | 
return to hot mixture. Cook and stir over low heat for two 
minutes. Brown eggplant slices on both sides in a little hot 
salad oil. Sprinkle bottom of 12x74 by 2-inch baking dish 
with one-third cup soft bread crumbs (4 slice). Cover with 
half of the eggplant slices. Spoon on all of meat mixture. 
Arrange remaining eggplant over meat mixture. Pour 
milk-egg sauce over all. Top with 4 cup shredded sharp 
process American cheese. Bake at 350 degrees for about 45 
minutes. Serve hot. Serves 6.

SOUR CREAM CHERRY PIE 
1 9-lnch unbaked pastry shell (below) 

1 can (21 oz.) cherry pie filling 
1 tablespoon cherry brandy or lemon juice 
1 teaspoon grated orange peel 

3 eggs 

one-third enp sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

4 teaspoon almond extract 
4 cop dairy sour cream 

In small bowl, stir together cherry pic filling, brandy and 
peel; spoon over nuts in unbaked pastry shell. Beat eggs, 
sugar, vanilla and almond extracts until thick and lemon- 
colored, about 10 minutes. Stir in sour cream. Pour cream 
mixture over cherries. Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 
on lowest rack, for about 45 minutes or until crust is 
browned. Serve chilled. 

PASTRY SHELL 
1 -4 cups all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon orange peel 
4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup shortening 

3 to 6 tablespoons cold water 

2 tablespoons ground almonds, toasted (optional) 

Stir together flour, orange peel and salt. Cut in shortening 
until pieces are size of small peas.

HAMANTASCHEN 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

4 cup luke warm water 
1 teaspoon sugar 

4 cup margarine 
1-4 teaspoons salt 
4 cup sugar 

1 cup scalded mJlk 

2 eggs, well beaten 

4-4 to 5 cups all purpose flour 
Sprinkle yeast in lukewarm water, in small bowl. Add 1 
teaspoon sugar and mix well. I.*t stand until yeast is 
dissolved, 5 minutes. Put margarine, salt, 4 cup sugar in 
large bowl; add scalded milk and stir until margarine has 
melted. Cool mixture to lukewarm. Add eggs and dissolved 
yeast and mix well. Add flour gradually beating thoroughly 
after each addition until a soft dough is formed. Turn out on 
floured board and knead about 5 minutes. Place dough in 
slightly oiled bowl, turn dough once to oil top, cover and let 
rise in warm place until double in bulk, about 1-4 hours.

said that the poor drivers cost 
each good driver an average of 
$50 to $60 annually in additional 
insurance premiums. He said 
there is virtually no way for an 
insurance company to cancel a 
bad driver. 

Mofenson began the 
legislators portion of the 
program expressing his ap¬ 
preciation for the opportunity 
to hear the agents’ side of the 
problem. He sees the answer as 
presiding more money lo the 
insurance commissioner's 
office for more auditors and 
more attorneys. He said he 
wanted to give more power to 
the "progressive insurance 
commissioner." 

McGrath said he felt the 
insurance companies 
manufactured the crisis in 
1975. He resented the "timing" 
and die "orchestration" of the 
crisis. He said he rejected the 
thought of committing a 16 - 
year-old to prison for car theft. 

Backman said he was in 
“surface agreement" with the 
agents but expressed some 
reservations.

A controlled debate ensued 
between Backman and several 
agents after Kilmain stated 
that Massachusetts rates are 
die liighest in the nation.

A new MBTA wallet map is a 
compact "T" guide to any one 
of 29 theatre, dance, opera, 
Jazz and concert halls. 

The folded-over 24 Inch by 
34 inch card has a map of the 
Massachusetts Bay Tran¬ 
sportation Authority's rapid 
transit system (the Red, 
Orange, Green and Blue Lines) 
and a list of which 4re the best 
“T" stops to use to see per¬ 
formances by arts groups 
ranging from the Colonial 
Theatre to Jazz Celebrations 
and The Proposition. 

The map was printed by the 
MBTA's Community Affairs 
and Marketing Department in 
cooperation with Arts Ticket 
Service-Boston Inc., a non¬ 
profit organizattonwhich seeks 
to Increase attendance at the 
performing arts In the Greater 
Boston area. 

The MBTA had some 40,000 
of the wallet maps distributed 
in the downtown subway 
stations last week. 

The primary promotion of 
ATS-Boston at present is a 
voucher program to get tickets 
for five performances for J5. 
The "Five for $5" vouchers are 
available to the elderly, public 
high school students, union 
members and technical- 
clerical workers. 

The vouchers — obtainable 
by calling ATS at 742-6600 or by 
visiting their office at 73 
Tremont Street (across from 
the Parker House) — can be 
exchanged for tickets to events 
at approximately 50 places 
which give live performances 
of music, dance, theatre and 
opera in the Greater Boston 
area. 

ATS is now developing a 
program for low; cost 
promotional tickets for plays at 
the major theatres — the 
Colonial, the Shubert and the 
Wilbur — which ara not a part 
of the "Five for $5 promotion. 
That program is expected to go 
into effect in the late Summer 
of Fall, said Peter Kellogg of 
ATS. 

ATS-Boston also has a list of 
many performing groups 
which do not have a permanent 
home. The ATS calendar, 
Boston on Stage, gives 
locations, phone numbers and 
MBTA routes. The calendar 
also is aavailable at their of¬ 
fice. 

ATS-Boston's goal of In¬ 
creasing attendance at per¬ 
forming arts events Is aided by 
funds from the Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities and the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 

Car thieves like I 
convenience & 
of suburban 
centers 

BOSTON — The convenience 
of shopping at the suburban 
malls located around 
Massachusetts hasn’t been 
overlooked by the car thief, 
reports Paul W. Gilliland, 
eastern division manager, 
National Automobile Theft 
Bureau (NATB). With acres of 
cars to choose from and many 
left unlocked, the thief can take 
his lime about choosing a 
make, model and color style to 
suit his taste. 

The NATB investigator says 
many motorists who ordinarily 
would be inclined to lock their 
cars on a downtown street have 
a misplaced sense of security 
at shopping malls, sometimes 
leaving their cars unlocked and 
unattended for hours while 
making purchases. He warns 
that police reports from 
jurisdictions covering shop¬ 
ping centers show such areas 
to be prime targets for car 
theft or car break-ins. 

Commenting on the scope of 
the car theft problem in the 
Bay State, Gilliland notes an 
all-time high in auto theft was 
reached last year with 87,013 
thefts reported to the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. He said this 
figure equals the total private 
passenger car registrations for 
the cities of Sprtngfiel and New 
Bedford. 

"Leaving your car unlocked 
invites theft," said the NATB 
manager. "Thieves want to do 
their job as quickly as possible 
and get away. A locked car 
poses enough delay deterrent 
with risk of discovery that the 
average thief will pass it by." 

Calling on the public to unite 
in the battle against auto theft, 
lie said it is a civic respon¬ 
sibility to report to the 
authorities suspicious actions 
b) persons lingering about or 
tampering with parked 
vehicles.

Downstairs at The Roun¬ 
dhouse, a basement theater 
under a converted railway 
engine shed which the Royal 
Shakespeare has taken over for 
a season. The other Ls at its 
usual London theater, the 
Aldwych. Miss I.ambert played 
all three roles last year at 
Stratford. 

Before she took dead aim on 
the theater, Mikel's life was 
patterned like a Jigsaw puzzle. 

"I grew up all over the 
world,” she said. She trotted 
the globe with her father, Ix>s 
Angeles Times foreign corre¬ 
spondent Tom I-ambert, learn¬ 
ing Japanese and Russian and 
two other languages on the 
way. 

"It’s always nice when these 
things are useful," she said. "I 
was in a spy thriller on 
television the other day where 
half the part was in German. 

"Once I had to play the piano 
in a part, so I was able to write 
Daddy that all those lessons 
weren't wasted. He was 
delighted." 

1 -ambert was first assigned 
to london in 1962 and Mlkel. 
fresh from Radcliffe, made a 
bee-line for RADA. The Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art is 
the favorite hothouse for 
budding English actors and her 
classmates included Anthony 
Hopkins and Simon Ward. 

RADA led, as in British 
tradition it always does, to 
"rep." 

"I played all over England,” 
Mlkel said. "IJverpool, Lin¬ 
coln, Nottingham, Aberyst¬ 
wyth — you name it, I've 
worked there. I played literally 
everything — ladies of 60, 
Chekhov and Shaw, Just 
everything. 

“Hiere's a kind of magic 
about living in digs. They in¬ 
troduced me to things like cold 
bedrooms and black pudding. 
But it really was marvelous. I 
still write to some of my lan¬ 
dladies. 

"One thing I loved was 
dLscovering the differences in 
England. I've never been in a 
country where you go 50 miles 
and everything is different — 
different accent, different ar¬ 
chitecture, different character 
about the people." 

The call to Stratford came 
out of the blue. Mlkel chose 
words with slow care in 
describing her reaction. 

"I think every actor who is 
honest who has been invited to 
join the Royal Shakespeare 
will tell you it’s a summit, a 
dream. It was for me. 

"Stepping onto that Stratford 
stage — well, it was glorious. 
It's not just a theater like any 
other. There is something very 
special about that stage. So 
many famous names. So many 
great talents.” 

Surely that experience, plus 
her current I-ondon exposure, 
will lead to greater things? 

"Well, let's see,” Mikel said, 
digging out a diary. "Wc play 
here through March 19. I 
suppose on March 20 I'll be 
unemployed." The prospect 
did not seem to dismay her. 

"There will be something.

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The Newton Red Coach 
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North A.D. named to Coaches Hall of Fame

Athletic Director James Ronayne considers the tribute 
paid to him on Jan. 31 to be "the culmination of an active 
coaching career." 

Mr. Ronayne was inducted into the Massachusetts High 
School Coaches Hall of Fame, the only Newton coach ever 
to be so honored. 

The award ceremony took place at the Statler Hilton 
Hotel, in Boston, and was conducted by Bud Wilkinson, the 
ex-Oklahoma coach, now commentator for ABC sports. 

"This is the type of thing that you never really think 
about," commented the inductee. "It’s sort of a bonus for 
all the enjoyable moments that you've been coaching." 

Director Ronayne came to Newton High School in 1958, as 
an assistant coach and physical education teacher after 
spending three years as director of physical education at 
Fast Boston Higlj. where he was (he head coach of three 
sports. 

In 1960 Newton South opened and Mr. Ronayne became 
their golf, football, and hockey head coach. Two years later 
he returned to Newton North as a teacher of physical 
education and head football and golf coach. 

Mr. Ronayne became the head of the Physical Education 
and Athletic department in 1974, succeeding the late 
Reginald Smith. 

Mr. Ronayne retired from the army as a lieutenant 
colonial after serving in World War II and the Korean War 
He received his B.A. degree from Holy Cross. He also 
completed his M.F.d. and C.A.C.S. from Boston University 
at the postgraduate level. He Is currently working on his 
doctorate at B.U. 

Director Ronayne has been head football coach for 23 
seasons, 13 of those being at NNHS. He has also spent 10

track, three years coaching hockey, and two coaching 
basketball. 

"Sometimes you had to be able to do everything." 

Coach Ronayne has coached some of Newton's finest 
teams. In 1968 the Newton High football team was the Class 
"A" champion. In 1971 and 1972 it was the Division I champ, 
Newton gridders held the Suburban league crown from 
1968 through 1971. 

In golf, the Newton team under Coach Ronayne was 
Suburban League champ from 1967 to 1972, while winning 
the state championship in 1968 and 1969. 

His induction into the Hall of Fame was not Mr. 
Ronayne's first recognition as a coach. In 1970 he was the 
Massachusetts State Coaches Association Coach of the 
Year. In 1971 he was both the Boston Globe’s and the New 
England Football Officials Association's Coach of the Year. 
Mr. Ronayne was Newton High School's Meserve Award 
'Teacher of the Year) winner in 1972. 

Mr. Ronayne is a member of the Professional Golfer's 
Association and has competed in the PGA's Pocasset 
iMass.) golf tournament since 1953. 

Director Ronayne is currently the secretary-treasurer for 
the Suburban league athletic directors. He is also the 
director of the state interscholastic golf program. 

Among all the championships, titles, and awards, two 
moments stand out above the rest. 

"One was getting the team into Super Bowl 1 [1972). 
Although we lost the game to Brockton, it was an honor to 
be in the game. 

"The other one was the second time we won the state golf 
championship in Chicopee (19681. Wejiad come back after 
losing four seniors to win it again. 1 will never forget the 


moment when we won it." 

Reflecting on his career and coaching in general, "It is 
very rewarding to be a coach and to see young people 
develop over a period of time through a program that you 
have something to do with. 

"The main goal of athletics is to see that the young person 
develop into good student-athletes, that is achieving a 
balance between academics and athletics. 

"We hope that when students leave North that they have a 
positive attitude and that athletics was a part of devetoping 
it." 

Mr. Ronayne has several ideas about the role of a coach 
and athlete-coach relationship. 

"One disadvantage of being a teacher is that you only 
have a student for one year. A coach can have a young 
person for two or three years, allowing the coach to watch 
that person's progress and to develop a personal 
relationship with him or her. 

"Coaches sometimes like to look at themselves as 
counselors because of the relationship built up between the 
coach and the athlete. They like to think that they have had 
an effect of the future of young people." 

At the award ceremony each of the six coaches inducted 
was asked to give a short talk to the 1300 young coaches in 
attendance. 

"The mam point 1 stressed was for coaches to accept the 
responsibility of 'having' in effect, young people, and 
always to remember while coaching that personal 
relationships between coaches and coaches and between 
roaches and athletes should be the major emphasis in their 
programs."

Campbell calls it quits after 30 years

NEW YORK (UPI) - Every 
morning he goes to work. 
Clarence S, Campbell sets a 
record. For pure durability and 
sheer staying power at the top, 
nobody can touch him. 

Previous record-holder was 
the late Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis. He had the longest run 
as head man of a professional 
sport, serving as commissioner 
of baseball 24 years. The 70- 
> ear-old Campbell has him 
beat by six years. 

He's finishing his 30th year 
as National Hockey League 
president and giving up his job 
for a girl. 

Campbell, a lawyer, told the 
league's Board of Governors he 
has been grossly unfair to his 
wife over the years, not 
spending as much time with 
her as he should've because of 
his work, and now he'd like to 
try to make it up to her. He has 
told them to find a new 
president and he'll do every¬ 
thing he can to help them. 

It's not going to be easy 


coming up with another Clar¬ 
ence S. Campbell. 

"His honesty is frightening," 
says one NHL official, "and 
you don't find his kind of in¬ 
tegrity anymore." 

To get some idea listen to 
what happened 21 years ago 
when Campbell showed up at 
the Montreal Forum after 
suspending Canadiens’ super¬ 
star Maurice "Rocket" 
Richard for the balance of the 
season and the playoffs. 

When the fans spotted Camp¬ 
bell heading for his seat, they 
began muttering angrily. They 
threw debris and other objects 
at him. The crowd turned so 
ugly, police moved in to protect 
Campbell. Someone exploded a 
tear gas bomb and many fans 
panicked and rushed for the 
exits. 

A worried fire chief ordered 
the building cleared, and after 
the game was forfeited to the 
visiting Detroit Red Wings, 
hoodlums outside the arena 
began throwing bricks, setting 
fires, smashing the windows of 
neighboring stores and looting 
them. 


Clarence S. Campbell didn't 
have to go to the game in 
Montreal that night. He 
could've taken the easy way 
out, but he didn't. He never has 
since being named league boss 
in 1946, when he came to the job 
directly from the War Crimes 
Trials in Germany where he 
served as assistant prosecutor. 

If you ask him to what he 
attributes his job longevity, 
Campbell laughs and says the 
terms of his employment were 
well defined at the very start. 

"There were only six owners 
of clubs in those days and they 
were strong-willed people." he 
says. "I'm sure they had some 
misgivings about any new 
person who was going to run 
their business, or who was 
going to try to help them do so, 
but what they said to me was 
Mr. Campbell, you're coming 
in here without limitations of 
any kind. We want you to stay 
that way. It is unlikely we'll all 
agree with you in the decisions 
you make. That's the thing 
you'll have to live with. We 
don't care what your decisions 
are. but the thing you have to 


do is make sure when you do 
make a decision, you make the 
same one the next time.' 

A five-man search commit¬ 
tee, which includes Campbell, 
has been established to find his 
successor. Members of the 
committee are empowered to 
look either inside or outside the 
league. 

Among those under consider¬ 
ation are John Ziegler, Jr., 
Detroit's legal counselor; Jim 
Cullen, who performs the same 
function for the St. louis Blues, 
and Sam Pollock, vice presi¬ 
dent and general manager of

The stratosphere has become 
the new global garbage dump. 
And our lungs and lives are at 
stake, warns the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

The controversy Is still 
raging about ozone depletion 
and the effect of chemicals 
used as propellants in spray 
cans. The debate specifically 
centers on the use of 
chloroflurocarbons — com¬ 
pounds containing chlorine, 
fluorine, and carbon. These 
chemicals from spray cans can 
actually penetrate the 
protedtive layer of ozone, 
which is between 10 and 15 
miles high. 


Massachusetts veterans 
have been adlvsed by State 
Veterans' Services Com¬ 
missioner, Charles N. Collatos, 
that veterans' benefits are 
exarnpt from taxation and need 
not be reported as income on 
Federal and State returns. 

Commissioner Collatos 
pointed out that all monetary 
benefits paid by the Veterans 
Administration to veterans or 
their families or survivors for 
military service are exumpt 
from taxation. These include 
compensation and pensions 
payments, educational 
assistance allowances, sub¬ 
sistence payments to 
vocational rehabilitation 
trainees, as well as grants for 
specially adapted homes and 
autos for severely disabled 
veterans. 

The tax exemption also 
applies to dividends and 
proceeds from government life 
insurance policies, but Interest 
earned on such dividends left 
on deposit are taxable. 

In addition to exemption of 
Veterans Administration 
benefits, income from social 
security, unemployment 
compensation, workmen's 
compensation and veterans 
services, benefits are ulso tax 
exempt.

Ozone Is a bluish gas with a 
penetrating odor which is 
created by the breaking apart 
ofOoxygen molecules bom¬ 
barded by ultraviolet light. The 
combination of one atom with 
one molecule of oxygen (two 
atoms) produces ozone. This 
action takes place continuously 
above that side of the globe 
facing the sun. At night it stops. 

Ozone absorbs high-energy 
ultraviolet light from the sun 
and protects the earth from 
these rays. Most ozone is 
produced near the equator 
where the ultraviolet intensity 
is greatest. But it Is carried to 
both poles' whre it actually 
becomes more dense, by high 
altitude winds.

Nitric oxide, formed when an 
atom of nitrogen and one 
oxygen combine, is the 
dominant natural factor 
governing ozone levels. This 
gas can be produced by in¬ 
visible organisms In the ocean 
and in the soil. Oxides of 
nitrogen are also created by 
supersonic transport exhaust 
and by nitrates used In fer¬ 
tilizer. Dr. Michael B. McElroy 
of Harvard University believes 
these oxides are affecting the 
ozone level. Another threat, he 
says, is the amount of chlorine 
employed In chlorinating water 
supplies and by sewerage and 
power plant operations. This 
amount, he says, Is hundreds of 
times greater than the amount 
produced by spray cans.

The Veterans Administration 
and major veterans 
organizations have launched a 
joint effort to stamp out a hoax 
that has disappointed millions 
of veterans since it began in 
1948. 

VA is receiving thousands of 
telephone calls and letters 
weekly from World War II 
veterans who have been 
deceived into expecting 
dividends on GI insurance they 
allowed to lapse years ago. 

The hoax has been recurring 
irregularly since 1948, and with 
each wave of letters it 
stimulates, VA explains to 
each applicant that dividends 
are payable only on policies 
that are kept in force. But the 
hoax is fueled anew every few 
years by the mysterious 


distribution of official-looking 
application forms complete 
with an address where 
dividends are said to be 
available for the asking. The 
bogus application alleges that 
dividends are payable even 
though premiums haven't been 
paid since 1945. 

VA theorizes that the rumor 
may have its roots in a special 
dividend paid in 1950 and 1951. 
All payments on that program 
were ended in 1970 by a 
Congressional act stipulating 
"No claim by an insured for 
payment in case of a special 
dividend declared prior to Jan. 
1, 1952, shall be processed by 
the VA, unless such claim was 
recorded within six years after 
such dividend was declared."

Secretary Stevens addressed 
hunself to a general picture of 
the status of the state's human 
services currently and gave 
some insight into the future A 
stunulating question and an¬ 
swer period followed. 

A reception, coordinated by 
Arthur Martin, followed with a 
presentation on the Centers 
activities prepared by the 
staff. 


Cong. Robert F. Drinan (D- 
Mass) today introduced 
legislation to block the 
proposed sale of more than 
$1.24 billion worth of military 
equipment to Saudi Arabia. 

The proposed sales were 
disclosed in a series of formal 
transmittals by the Defense 
Department, which were sent 
to Congress on Feb. 17. Such 
notice is required by the 
Foreign Military Sales Act, 
which also gives Congress 20 
days in which to veto a 
proposed sale by adopting a 
resolution of disapproval. 

Although the details of the 
seven proposed sales are 
classified, the Defense 
Department reported that the 
two largest contracts, totaling 
$893 million, are for work to be 
performed by the Corps of 
Engineers in upgrading 
several Saudi naval bases and 
port facilities. 

“These latest proposals,” 
Drinan charged, "threaten to 
bring about a sharp escalation 
in the level of American arms 
sales to a pivotal nation in the 
world's most unstable region — 
the Middle East. In Saudi fiscal 
1974, we sold Arabia more than 
half a billion dollar's worth of 
military goods, last year, the 
figure climbed to $1.4 billion. If 
the proposals now pending 


before the Congress are ac¬ 
cepted, the military sales to 
Saudi Arabia will reach an 
incredible $3.8 billion, and may 
exceed$4.5 billion by the end of 
the fiscal 1976." 

"The magnitude of these 
proposals reflect the extent to 
which we’ve allowed our arms 
sales to get completely out of 
hand," Drinan continued. "The 
United States must stop ped¬ 
dling implements of 
destruction to anyone who can 
afford them. If we are going to 
provide vast amounts of 
military hardware to any 
foreign nation, surely we 
should not choose a country 
which has exhibited growing 
militancy toward Israel and 
which has the power to destroy 
the precarious peace in the 
Middle blast. If Saudi Arabia 
should ever join with Syria and 
l>ebanon in a war with Israel, 
American weapons would be 
foremost in the arsenals of both 
sides." 

“Moreover," Drinan 
said,"Saudi Arabia is the key 
to the perpetuation of the 
Arabboycott aimed against 
American firms which trade 
with Israel or which are 
otherwise considered to be 
supporters of the Israeli cause. 
The President claims he is 
opposed to the boycott at the 


same time he agrees to sell the 
Saudis all the weaponry they 
want. The fact that the Saudi 
government refuses to admit 
American Jews to deliver or 
install purchased American 
goods has not dampened the 
Administration's zeal to sell, 
sell, and sell." 

“This bankrupt policy," 
Drinan concluded, "can be 
changed if Congress has the 
courage to reject these 
proposed sales by approving 
the legislation I have filed. 
Such an action would signify 
the beginning of a new, rational 
arms sales policy aimed at 
advancing, rather than un¬ 
dermining, the possilibity of 
achieving arms control, 
regional stability, free trade, 
and religious non¬ 
discrimination in all nations."

Ward 8 zone change denied 


Angier pairing fails 
by a vote of 6-3 


Another petition for a change of zone 
was recommended for denial by a 7-0 vote 
of the Land Use Committee Monday 
night. 

Charles Nardone, builder, wants the 
Board of Aldermen to rezone a 2.4-acre 
parcel of land bounded by Route 9, Olde 
Field Road, Hagen Road and Hurley 
Place from single-residence district to 
private-residence district to allow the 
construction of 15 condominium 
townhouses on the property. 

The land is now zoned Residence B, and 
Nardone, represented by Attorney 
Robert Freeto, wants to skip one 
classification, Residence C, to allow 
greater density of building. 

At the public hearing that preceded the 
short working meeting, Aid. David Cohen 
. asked Freeto whether such a rezoning as 
he was requesting would not constitute

NEWTON — Can you imagine ex¬ 
ploring a river in Africa that no white 
man has ever gone the full length of? Or 
bartering for food and a place to stay with 
the chief in a tribe that speaks no 
English? 

Some students at the Fessenden School 
in Newton will no longer have to imagine 
when they reach Western Liberia on 
March 13 for a trip down the Lofa River. 

The expedition, which is officially 
called the Fessenden I-ofa Probe River 
Expedition, will take 14 children and 14 
adults down 60-80 miles of unmapped 
bush country, full of snakes and 
crocodiles. 

Many people might ask why anyone 
would want to go on such an expedition. 
Daniel Senecal, a teacher at the 


spot zoning, an illegal practice. Cohen 
pointed out that the parcel would be "an 
island" in the middle of single-family 
districts.

Fessenden School who will be going along 
on the trip, was there two years ago in an 
unsuccessful attempt to complete the 
trip.

The mayor, the Board of Aldermen und 
I-ocal 800 president are all circling each 
other warily about "the rubbish 
problem,” as the final decision time 
draws closer. 

Aid. David Cohen, chairman of the 
aldermanic Public Works Committee, is 
in the middle. Mayor Theodore Mann, 
who has announced that he will send 
rubbish collection out to bid, and Aid. 
Terry Morris, who says good 
management could make municipal 
collection feasible, each will have to 
prove himself. 

Local 800 president Louis Rufo and 
other officers of the union met with 
Mayor Mann late last week to try to get 
the mayor to change his mind about the 
elimination of 91 Street Department jobs. 

Rufo said a few weeks ago that he 
would present figures to prove that there 
will be no saving, certainly not the 
$700,000 per year the mayor claims can be 
saved by abolishing the city rubbish 
collection force. 

Rufo did not present figures at last 
Friday's meeting with the mayor, but 
offered to effect municipal collection with 
a cut of 30 or 40 men, provided the city 
buys larger packer trucks. 

Rufo said the rest of the 91 men to be 
discharged could be placed elsewhere in 
the city. 

He plans another meeting with the 
mayor tomorrow (Friday). 

Meanwhile, the union's cause has been 
taken up by Aid. Terry Morris, who 
presented a critique of the refuse 
operation at last Saturday's budget 
review meeting of the Public Works 
Committee. 

He criticized past administrations for 
their failure to implement the once- 
vaunted Booz-AUen-Hamilton report on 
the Street Department, which made an 
in-depth study and observations of the 
operation of the department, the gist of 
which was that Newton pays far too much 
for rubbish collection. 

Other studies by other firms have borne 
this out. 

Morris’ plan show that the absentee 
rate among rubbish workers is far too 
high and goes unchallenged, that larger 
trucks would cut down considerably on 
travel time, sick time is unverified, and 
that in Morris' opinion total labor cost 
could be kept to less that $600,000, 

The mayor has estimated that rubbish 
can be collected by a private contractor 
for $775,000 per year.

Cohen, who found several hundred 
thousand dollars in double-budgeting in 
last year's Public Works Department 
budget and is highly respected for his 
acumen, said this week that if the bids 
prove that the city can save $300,000- 
$400,000 he will vote for funding the 
contract with an outside rubbish 
collector. 

Meanwhile, the Public Works Com¬ 
mittee has decided not to make any 
recommendation to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee during budget review until Larson 
presents bid figures. 

One of the major problems, both Cohen 
and 1-arson agree, is the Civil Service 
status of the city workers. Cohen finds the 
problem more discouraging than does 
I-arson. 

Larson has been asked many times 
since the mayor's announcement that he 
will elimmate 91 positions from the Street 
Department why he agreed to the cut, 
when he is just taking over as com¬ 
missioner and could probably straighten 
out the department if anyone can. 

Larson answered this week that he can 
handle it either way — city collection of 
rubbish or contractor — but the decision 
had to be made tills year, 

Iarson said that with the prospect of 
building a new garage and public works 
facility, having to buy 10 new paokers, 
and the provision for having to give 
heated space to the trucks all worked 
toward making the decision this year. 

He agreed that absenteeism and 
equipment are the big problems. 

"The hardest way to do it will lie to 
keep the rubbish on the city side"’ Larson 
said, "but I can do it." 

One City Hall source said this week that 
Rufo seemed less interested in saving the 
jobs of his union members that in savmg 
the rubbish collection for the city, 
because rubbish collection is the main 
leverage the union has over the ad¬ 
ministration. 

The threat of uncollected rubbish has in 
the past struck terror into the heart of 
most mayors because it is the most 
visible sign of trouble in a city ad¬ 
ministration.

GUN CO NTRO L: are handguns for anything but killing?

“Handguns are made to kill people. 
There's nothing else they are used for. 
According to FBI statistics, 72 percent of 
all deaths by handguns involve people 
shooting friends or relatives, usually with 
a gun purchased to protect the home” - 
Judy Holmberg, Executive Director of 
People vs. Handguns in Massachusetts. 

"As far as I"m concerned handguns 
are all guns not mounted on wheels." - 
Marvin Mitchell, National Rifle 
Association member from Georgia. 

“Crimes are not committed by licensed 
citizens of Massachusetts. The only 
people attacked by it (banning handguns) 
would lie the poor, the aged and women. 
Remember, if you outlaw guns, only 
outlaws will have guns.” - Gun Owners" 
Action League of Massachusetts. 

Such are the ideological stands around 
which lines are drawn in many states for 
a bicentennial battle on liandgun control 
legislation Judy Holmberg of Newton¬ 
vllle, director of the Massachusetts 
citizen group seeking a ban on private 


ownership of handguns here, has 
emerged as a nationally recognized 
spokeswoman in the newest grassroots 
movement sweeping the country. 

The initial skirmish in Massachusetts 
opens next week with predictable results. 
At dawn on March 22 busloads of 
dedicated opponents will descend on the 
State House and puck Gardner 
Auditorium, By 10:30 a.m. when Chair¬ 
man William Hogan (D-Everett) starts 
heurings on 20 gun control bills before the 
Public Safety Committee, proponents will 
be heavily outnumbered. 

Sen. Jack Backman (B-Brookline) , 
Rep. Peter Harrington (D-Newton), 
Middlesex County Sheriff John Buckley 
(H-Arlington) and other advocates will be 
battered to death by the pro-gun lobby. 
The same scenario will play in 
Springfield three daya later for an 
evening performance, with Sen. Stanley 
Zarod (D-Springfield) in command. 

The Committee and the legislature, 
largely unsympathetic to gun control, an* 
expected to cite the 1975 Bartley-Fox law. 
mandating a one-year prison sentence for 
illegally carrying a firearm, as sufficient 
regulation. 


The decisive battle will be joined if 
there Is no legislative action by May 5 on 
one of the 20 bills, the initiative petition 
signed by 102,146 voters last fall. A 
Coalition of People vs. Handguns, the 
League of Women Voters, the 
Massachusetts Council on Crime and 
Corrections, the Massachusetts 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
Citizens for Participation in Political 
Action will return to the streets and force 
a binding referendum in November. 

Their proposed law, with several ex¬ 
ceptions, would ban private ownership of 
the handgun, defined as any weapon from 
which a shot or bullet can be discluirged 
and which has a barrel length of 16 inches 
or less. 

At the other end of the country, 
Californians are busy collecting 
signatures for a similar November 
referendum. The coalition for Handgun 
Control needs 312,000 certified signers to 
put it on the ballot. 

"I have been involved in politics for 15 
years," says Judy Holmberg, “and I have 
never been involved in an issue for which 
1 have felt such overwhelming support. 
People who are so disillusioned with 


government these days really feel they 
can do something about this," she says. 
Ms. Holmberg just returned from an all¬ 
day workshop in Atlanta co-sponsored by 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors that 
launched Georgians for Handgun Control. 

The Georgia citizen group, 
spearheaded by Mayor Maynard 
Jackson, emerged in alarm at crime 
statistics that name Atlanta the murder 
capital of the USA. Even as the workshop 
opened, a man was shot and killed inside 
downtown Atlanta’s posh Regency Hiatt 
Hotel. 

The Mayors Conference has a control 
project, and gun undertaken several 
years ago with strong backing from 
Chicago's Mayor Richard J. Daley. It 
acts as a clearinghouse for information 
and a cohesive force in the movement, 
cosponsoring conferences that pull ac¬ 
tivists together.

Unemployment for 30 days or 
more is also a requisite as is 
economically disadvantaged 
status. Technically, 
economically disadvantaged 
families fall below the 
federally-determined poverty 
level.

About 20 members of the 
Newton PTA Council heard 
Thursday night a Wayland 
representive on the state 
education committee sketch 
the future of various new 
education laws. 

Rep. Ann Gannett shared her 
feelings on the need for better 
funding of Chapter 766, 
possible changes in the sports 
equity law, and the future of 
state funding for school 
buildings. 

She opened her talk with an 
overview of the busing in 
Boston and the negative at¬ 
titudes from suburbs she has 
seen in response to voluntary 
busing programs. 

Speaking as one of 
thousands. of suburban 
dwellers who work in Boston, 
she said, "With all the unrest 
and disturbance, I still sense 
that this city, (Boston) is going 
to survive." 

But in the suburbs, she said, 
"We're scared, retrenching, 
and not so nice to our 
neighbors anymore. 

"We're so used to the 
government taking respon¬ 
sibilities, we’re forgetting to 
take them ourselves" she said. 

The four-term member of the 
House serving on the Joint 
Education Committee said that 
a judge won’t order the 
suburbs to participate in forced 
busing unless the suburbs 
deliberately segregate 
themselves. 

Sensing that fears of in¬ 
tegration may be statewide, 
she said she knew of one 
community that closed schools 
because residents feared 
blacks would be sent in to fill 
empty classrooms. 

Chapter 766 

Rep. Gannett cited the 
special education law, Chapter 
766, as the piece of legislation 
that has caused the most 
turmoil on Beacon Hill. 

The appeal process by which 


parents can protest the 
planned program for their 
children has pitted parents 
against teachers, she said. 


Newton has lost 11 appeals 
which result in placements to 
outside specialized schools, 
according to the office of Dr. 
John Cullinane, director of 
special education in Newton. 

The placements cost as much 
as $18,000 per pupil plus 
transportation costs. The total 
budget for next year's tuition 
account is nearly $400,000. 

Currently Newton spends 
$265,000 for 59 youngsters in 
day and residential programs, 
plus $82,000 for 
children. 

Rep. Gannett hopes that 
decisions by the new members 
of the state appeals board that 
Education Commissioner 
Gregory Anrig has sworn in 
will make the appeals porcess 


guarantee children the host 
possible program available. 

"I’m the first to admit that a 
private school may do a better 
job than a public school if the 
private school is specialized"’ 
she said. 

According to the introduction 
to the Chapter 766 regulations, 
the law is designed to aid 
children "by requiring that a 
program which holds the 
promise of being 'special' 
actually benefits children 
assigned thereto." 

In the original regulations 
for the law, parents whose 
children were placed in private 
schools were to pay for the 
tuition according to a sliding 
preschool scale based on their ability to 
pay. 

That clause was cut from the 
regulations, as was the funding 
that was suppposed to help 
towns implement the rest of the 
law.

Chapter 622 is the state law 
prohibiting discrimination in 
schools. 

The law went into effect in 
September, 1975, and had its 
main impact in the area of 
equal opportunity for boys and 
girls in sports, 

The law states, "no person 
shall be discriminated ex¬ 
cluded from . . . obtaining the 
advantages, privileges, and 
courses of (a) public school on 
account of race, color, sex, 
religion, or national origin." 

At a recent State House 
hearing on the effect of the law, 
Rep. Gannett reported that 
several girls and coaches 
testified for the bill. 

Two female hockey team 
players said they had no 
problem playing, and no op¬ 
ponent knew they were girls 
until they took off their helmets 
at the end of the games. 


No one testified to have the 
law changed to prohibit girls 
participating in contact sports, 
but Senate Chairman of the 
Joint Education Committee 
Walter Boverini of Lynn 
submitted letters of protest 
later. 

Tenure 

Rep. Gannett claimed she 
was the only legislator who 
voted for her bill to reevaluate 
tenured teachers every five 
years. 

Every good teacher she has 
talked to doesn't did not object 
to changing the tenure law, and 
she said William Hebert, 
executive secretary of the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association, admits in private 
that teachers should not have 
both tenure and collective 
bargaining. 

She has received more 
support this year than ever for 
changing the tenure law, but 
doubts the bill she has in¬ 
troduced again will pass. 

It calls for an evaluation by a 
panel of three people, one 
chosen by the School Com¬ 
mittee, one chosen by the 
teacher, and a third chosen by 
the two previously selected. 

A similar committee will 
review new teachers before 
they arc given state cer¬ 
tification under a law that was 
passed last year by the 
legislature. Regulations for the 


law are still being drawn up, 
but the law allows a city to 
review a teacher for two years 
before allowing certification in 
the state, and an additional two 
years if the teacher doesn't 
pass the first time. 

Rep. Gannett is optimistic 
about state funding to assist in 
the building of 20 schools 
needed badly in the state, but 
renovations of Newton schools 
were not included on a list of 
urgent projects that she made

The School Committee decision Monday 
night to reject pairing Angier School with 
Ellis School in Roxbury represents an 
exercise of judgment with no basis in fact. 

By “no basis in fact” we mean we don’t 
recall the Newton School Committee con¬ 
sulting the citizens regarding their sen¬ 
timents on voluntary school programs with 
Boston. 

We therefore wonder why the School 
Committee felt it had any right to ar¬ 
bitrarily impdse the will of six people on a 
city of 87,000. 

Granted, majority rules in a democracy 
and that was a majority vote. But if one- 
third of the Angier parents opposed the 
Metro Pairways plan, two-thirds must 
have approved. 

Why didn't that majority rule? 

Newton has a longstanding record of 
voluntary participation in metropolitan 
programs. 

The city has 350 Metco students and was 
one of the first participants in the Metco 
program. It has a pre-school collaborative 
with Brookline. It participates in a Metro 
Pathways program at the secondary level 
with Boston and in a sharing program 
between Hyde School in Newton Highlands 
and Quincy-Dickerman School in 
Dorchester. 

We agree with observers here who feel 
Monday's action was one step toward isola¬ 
tion. And we consider isolation a grave 
matter. 

We do not feel the School Committee 
should adopt a stance that it has any 
mandate or right to make such serious 
decisions without consulting more people 
than each other.

The "troops' are marching on open meetings

BOSTON (UPI) — It’s hardly two months old, but already 
the “troops" have been before the state legislature seeking 
to modify and improve the "open meeting” law which was 
enacted into law just before the end of 1974. 

The "troops" are school officials, school boards and 
teacher groups who largely concentrated their plea last 
week for a change before the legislative committee of state 
administration. The change involves the issue of "profes¬ 
sional competence," which, under the revised open meeting 
law, is a matter that no longer may be examined in 
executive session, only in open meeting. 

George H. Hill, spokesman and executive secretary for 
the Mass. Association of School Superintendents, who was 
followed by others concerned with getting this provision 
revised, also launched an attack on the news media. Hill 
said that the consideration of a teacher's professional 
competence at a public meeting would be used by the press 


to generate "local gossip and sensationalism” and that the 
practice might destroy the reputation of a teacher. He saw 
the law creating "a field day for the press which thrives on 
local gossip and sensationalism," he said. 

Hill was Joined by teachers and school committee 
representatives in calling for a change in the law so school 
committees will have greater freedom in closing meetings 
when discussing the performance of teachers. 

Hill also said he believed in "public praise and private 
admonishment." 

Strong opposition to any current changes in the open 
meeting law was expressed from two sources: Carol 
Stewart of Mass. Common Cause, and the oversigned, who 
is executive vice president of the Mass. Newspaper 
Publishers Association, and the father of the original open 
meeting law adopted in 1958. 

Miss Stewart supported the position of Mr. Brickman. He 
told the committee the law should not be tinkered with, if at 
all, until such time as a body of experience had developed to 
prove or disprove the contentions offered by Hill. 

Brickman said the state administration committee had 
worked long and hard on the present revision and had done 
an outstanding job in improving the open meeting law. He 
charged that with the millions assessed against taxpayers 
for the support of the public school system, it was ap¬ 
propriate to be sure of the "professional competence" of 


school employes and that superintendents and school 
boards ought to have the courage to stand up for the 
procedures that assure the public that the vital job of 
teaching and the competence of instructors was not kept 
secret. 

He said the press was not, despite Hill's remarks, in¬ 
terested in gossip and sensationalism, and that was a smear 
to hide the shortcomings of school operations and the 
refusal of administrators to have their actions and 
decisions open to public scrutiny. Fortunately, he said, 
there are many school administrators who have the 
courage to do school business under public scrutiny. 

Further, he went on, if some school boards and 
superintendents had their way, all their meetings would be 
held behind closed doors and the public would never know 
what was going on. 

And, as for executive sessions discussing the ability of a 
school employe, Brickman warned the secret session in 
many cases has served to utterly destory the reputation of 
persons without their having any recourse. 

"The leaks and rumors flow soon after such secret 
sessions become public property and no valid source, such 
as open coverage of what goes on, exists to forestall the 
damage these rumors can do to an individual." 

The legislative committee took the proposals under ad¬ 
visement for further recommendation. 


Therefore, we call for a citywide public 
hearing on voluntary school programs with 
Boston. We ask the School Committee, 
before it establishes any policy, to hear 
what the citizens of Newton have to say.

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Able Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott (R. Pcnna.) is President Ford's 
absolute choice as U.S. Diplomatic 
KepresentaUve in Peking to succeed 
George Bush. 

Behind the scenes, the President 
properly regards the Pennsylvania 
Senator as a square peg in a square hole;

Virginia-born Sen. Scott became 
steeped in Chinese art and culture while a 
University of Virginia undergraduate. He 
is now on the Board of Visitors there. 

He is the author of two scholarly books 
on the subject, "The Golden Age of 
Chinese Art" and "The Lively T'ang 
Dynasty,” is active in The Oriental 
Ceramic Society and the Chinese Art 
Society, lectures widely among museums 
and knows today’s China like he knows 
the back of his hand. 

Scott served many terms in the House 
with President Ford and then was elected 
lo the Senate in 1958. He has been 
Majority leader since 1967. But Sen. Scott 
has announced that he will not run for 
reelection in 1976. And that’s the rub. 

By private arrangement with President 
Ford, Sen. Scott has agreed not to step 
down from the Senate in 1976 because that 
would give the Democrats an extra seat. 
With Sen. Scott’s concurrence, President 
Ford met this difficulty by selecting for 
Peking former Secretary of Defense 
Thomas S. Gates, Jr. 

There was a time when Peking was 
regarded throughout the diplomatic 
world as the most choice of all posts: the 
good living, the reasonable cost, the 
charm of the diplomatic colony, the home 
of the picturesque. 

For example, diplomats thronged to the 
Mountain of the Ming Tombs. Each Ming 
emperor had two Empresses. Thirteen 
emperors and 26 empresses are buried in 
temples nestling at the foot of a 
semicircle of high mountains. With the 
Great Wall, this was a chief magnet.

ORI.ANDO, Fla. — High noon is ap¬ 
proaching here in the Sunshine State and 
with the primary just a little more than 
days away, the Ford folks are beginning 
to panic. 

One tell-tale sign of this desperation is 
that the President’s No. 1 hired gun has 
engaged in a campaign of hysterical 
overkill against Ronald Reagan, a dead 
give-a-way that he thinks his man is 
behind.

wife of former U.S. Diplomatic 
Representative David K. E. Bruce, was 
an enthusiastic rose-grower and built a 
greenhouse behind the residence. 

Construction in Peking is appalling, 
haphazard and dreadfully slow. Peking's 
tallest structure is the still-incompleted 
new wing of the Peking Hotel. It is only 17 
stories high. But the Chinese government 
has constructed a new apartment block in 
one of Peking's diplomatic compounds 
for American staff officers and their 
wives. They live in 10 allocated apart¬ 
ments in this compound. 

Since Mao Tse-tung's illness, he has 
lived largely outside Peking, but when in 
Peking he lives in the Forbidden City. 
This is the reserve of China's former 
emperors. It is in the heart of Peking and 
was formerly called the Celestial 
Kingdom. , 

The area is a compound and covers a 
square mile. The high gray battlements 
of the ancient wall are surrounded by a 
willow-fringed medieval moat. Inside is 
an immense complex of palaces, 
pavilions and houses, many with golden- 
tiled rooftops. 

This complex opens onto Chung Nam 
Hsi I^ake, the South Lake, whert the loons 
call, the ducks settle gently, the otters 
dive with a timid pride. 

Only 19 million Communist party 
members — that’s all —control 800 
million Chinese. On so-called national 
days, the party assembles tens of 
thousands of marchers at the Gate of the 
Heavenly Peace. It equips them with 
Bamboo poles bearing the enormous red 
banners of Communism that blaze "Mao 
Chu Hsi Wan Sui” — "Long Live 
Chairman Mao." 

The Communists drill them to chant 
and push through the broad streets to 
where Mao himself ordinarily stands 
perched on a high platform in godlike 
silence. Dangerous Chiang Ching, Mao’s 
wife, her ambitious eyes as hot as the 
Gobi Desert, stands beside Mao in godlike 
silence, too.

Another thing that makes Mr. Roberts' 
allegations highly suspicious is the 
suddenness of his conversion In 1966 and 
in 1970, his campaign consulting firm 
worked very hard to both elect and re¬ 
elect Ronald Reagan governor of 
California.

Chipping away at the school system 


To the Editor: 

I would like to take this 
opportunity to express my 
admiration arid gratitude to the 
many hundreds of Newton 
parents taxpapers, students, 
teachers, and administrators 
who wrote letters to the School 
Committee and attended the 
recent Budget hearings to 
express their concerns over 
what appear to be destructive 
cutbacks in program and 
personnel. 

What many generations of 
Newtonites have proudly 
constructed into one of the 
outstanding public school 
systems in the United States is 
in danger of alarming 
retrogression. 


By statute, the School 
Committee sets policy, but it is 
the professional educators, of 
whom we have some of the 
nation’s best, that must con¬ 
tinue to guide and recommend 
curriculum development and 
changes This, unfortunately, is 
not the way in which the 
majority of the School Com¬ 
mittee perceive their job. 
Instead, they are barging forth 
and making educational 
decisions for which they have 
neither the data, background, 
nor experience. 

An example of a subtle 
regression from ad¬ 
ministrative practices was the 
disregard and the exclusion of 
the Superintendent during 


budget deliberations. The 
majority of the School Com¬ 
mittee imposed a straight- 
jacket on the Superintendent 
by requesting a zero increase 
budget, and then deliberately 
excluded him from the revision 
of the final budget. 

Another less visible threat to 
the school system has been the 
recent inquisitions made of the 
professionals by the School 
Committee. Although these 
sessions turned into a 
revelation of the obvious talent 
that we have among our 
educators, there still remains a 
danger of destroying the 
initiative among the staff that 
has made our schools great. 
Being able to attract and keep 
the kind of staff that has 
flourished in our educational 
climate and has contributed to 
the education of generations of 
Newton children will become 


an increasing problem. 

The community must stay 
alert and protest amputations 
of educational programs, but 
the community must also be 
aware of intrusions by School 
Committee members into 
areas that clearly belong to the 
professionals. 

The menace which I see 
threatening the Newton 
Schools (recognized as 
Newton’s greatest asset) calls 
for concerted action by civic 
groups such as the Chamber of 
Commerce, Rotary Club, 
Kiwanis, and the League of 
Women Voters to join with 
parents, students, taxpapers, 
and educators in guarding our 
prestigious Newton Schools.

It appears that the only in¬ 
formation which appears in the 
Newton papers is a record of 
bills either co-sponsored or 
filed. Nothing is mentioned 
about the relative merits of a 
particular bill, whether it's 
passage would truly benefit the 
Newton community or not. 

To cite an example, I in¬ 
vestigated the record of Rep, 
Lois Fines. As a far as 
children’s and womens' rights, 
smoking bans, returnable 
bottles, pollution, enviroment, 
and, now, aerosol cans are 
concerned, I failed to extract 
any originality. Her record 
regarding the speaks for itself, 
taxpayer 
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To cite just two examples, 
Rep, Pines voted against both 
the circuit breakerbill and a 
ceiling on state spending. 
These votes took place in June, 
1974. The passage of either bill 
could have meant (hopefully) 
some relief for the taxpapers 
and would have been a real 
tangible benefit for the Newton 
community and for 
Massachusetts. 

It is understandable that 
weekly newspapers cannot 
provide editorial comment on 
our lawmakers because of the 
constraints of finance and 
staff. This is all the more 
reason that we, the voters, 
must give more attention to 
what our elected officials are 
doing in order to measure their 
performance properly.

Every era produces its own 
politically modish ideas. The 
current scene is no different. 
We have such notions as "big 
government," another is “non- 
partisanship." in 

The latter is particularly 
mystifying, espec ially the 
claims of a group like VOICE 
to be "non-political." The 
founding fathers and guiding 
lights of this organization in¬ 
clude some of Newton’s most 
politically right-wing and 
conservative citizens and 
public officials. They have in 
politicizing succeeded the 
School Committee to a degree 
unprecedented In Newton's 
history. And given the nature 
of its political endorsements 
and its efforts to create a 
political constituency, 
VOICE'S mantle of non- 
partisanship hardly sits well. 
But its right to its views is 
unquestioned. 

After all. political con¬ 
servatism has a solid tradition 
in American history from 
Alexander Hamilton and 
Hamilton Fish to Barry 
Goldwater, Ronald Reagan, 
Joseph Coors and Robert 
Welch' founder of the John 
Birch Society. 


Surely, VOICE does not shy 
away from association with 
such a group of important 
Americans. The quest for 
power and influence in the 
name of ideas is universal and 
only human. 

And right-wing political 
conservatism is not illegal, it is 
perfectly respectable, it is as 
American as cherry pie and 
Rocky Mountain beer. So, one 
can only wonder why VOICE 
calls itself "non-partisan” and 
trepidates at acknowledging its 
own conservative birthrights, 
indeed its uniquely American 
political character. 

Political groups like VOICE 
should not have to disguise 
themselves as citizens 
organizations to gain public 
recognition. VOICE should 
identiy its political kinsmen 
and proudly proclaim its true 
political character loudly from 
every rooftop. It should not be 
content to cloak itself in mere 
“good citizenship." That noble 
ideal may be good enough for 
sociologists, political scientists 
and the League of Women 
Voters but surely not for 
VOICE.

Ice cream ingredients should be labeled 


Legislation designed to 
require labeling of ingredient 
in ice cream was presented to 
the Committee on Commerce 
and Labor by Sen. Jack H. 
Backman, chairman of the 
Committee on Human Services 
and Elderly Affairs. 

"Consumers are becoming 
increasingly aware of what 
foods they are buying, and 
what ingredients are in those 


foods. We have seen various 
additives, such as red dye, put 
into foods only to find out later 
that they are harmful. It is 
unfortunate that, a person 
cannot buy a simple product 
such as ice cream and be sure 
of what is in it,” said Backman. 

Backman cites a recent 
newspspaer articles which 
asked. "Is milk the chief 
ingredient in repared ice 
cream. Occasionally, hut the 


chances are better you’re 
getting a mouth a dextrose, 
lactose, fructose, calcium 
polysorhate 65, propylene 
glycol, gum acia and car- 1 
boxymethyleellulose, plus 
plastic cream, air, flavorings I 
and preservative. It all adds up ! 
to that 'flavor of the month’." | 
Backman said that he has < 
filed his bill, S.53 in an effort to 
let consumers know just what 
contents are in commercially 


prepared ice cream by 
requiring that each ingredient 
and its percentage by weight 
be listed. 

"I believe that people have a 
right to know what foods or 
chemicals are in the ice cream 
children are eating. As science 
continues to uncover 
dangerous ingredients, con¬ 
sumers will be able to avoid 
such harmful products,” said 
Backman.

Qualifications sought for occupational therapists 


Legislation regulating the 
practice of occupational 
therapy was endorsed by State 
Rep. Peter F. Harrington (D- 
Newton I in a statement before 
the Joint Committee on Health 
Care last week. 

Supporting Bill No. 3228, to 
establish a board of 
registration in occupational 
therapy and providing for the 
registration of occupational 
therapists, Harrington said, 
"Occupational therapy is a 
necessary health service and 
must be administered by

cupational therapy would be 
board-qualified.” 

"It is important to un¬ 
derstand the educational 
training that is required to 
become an occupational 
therapist in order to see why 
clients would receive better 
care from a qualified therapist 
than from someone without the 
proper qualifications,” 
Harrington said. 

Students in occupational 
therapy have a rigorous 
curriculum' according to 
Harrington. The courses are 
carefully designed to integrate 
occupational therapy theory 
with practical application for 
practice, and develop a 


therapeutic frame of mind, . 

Specific skills that the 
student learns are observation 
techniques, how to evaluate a 
client and assess a health 
problem, and how to approach 
the problem and devise a plan 
for treatment. Required field 
work enables the student to 
implement the treatment plan 
and further work on interaction 
skills with the client. 

In addition to these types of 
skills, the occupational therapy 
student receives a well- 
rounded medical education. 
For example, the curriculum 
at Boston University's Sargent 
College requires that the 
student take such courses as 
anatomy, physiology, 
kinesiology, orthopedics' 
neuroanatomy, and neurology. 


Harrington continued, "The 
psychological and medical 
background are necessary in 
order to understand the 
reasons for various problems 
and how to administer treat¬ 
ment within realistic 
limitations of specific diseases. 


It is therefore in the best in¬ 
terest of the client to have a 
registered occupational 
therapist administer treat¬ 
ment, since licensing would 
protect the client from 
receiving treatment from an 
unqualified person."

The figure of 8,695 is the 
number of meals delivered to 
our Newton elderly and ailing 
in 1975’ by 1 raveling Meals of 
Newton. 

Each day before noon, 
Monday through Friday, 
volunteers drive up either to 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
or the Newton Country Day 
School to receive boxes of hot 
meals which they in turn 
deliver to Newton shut-ins. 

The Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital provides the special 
diet needs for diabetics, 
coronary, or ulcer patients. 
This program enables the 
elderly to receive proper 
nourishment in the comfort of 
familiar surroundings. 

Each shut-in is charged $2.40 
per day. Last year this 


program, which is sponsored 
by the churches and temples of 
Newton, managed to meet (on 
a nonprofi) basisfood costs of 
more than $18,000 and ad¬ 
ministrative expense of more 
than $6,ooo. 

Mrs. Richard Wittrup, 
president of Traveling Meals of 
Newton, said of the 
program,"Our coordinators 
Dorothy Gordon and Barbara 
Lane have done excellent work 
in recruiting, scheduling, in¬ 
terviewing, keeping books, 
managing money and making 
the program an asset to the 
city of Newton. As treasurer, 
Rev. Carl Saunders has given 
many hours of work in keeping 
meticulous records. Traveling 
Meals program is a service 
project of which we are 
proud."

Helfgott, head of the California petition 
drive, is the wife of a pharmacist 
vicitimized by numerous holdups. 

In Michigan, engineer Dwite Walker 
tried initiative petition and failed. 
Despite threats, harrassment and loss of 
his job, he plans to broaden the base of 
Citizens United to Save Lives and try 
again. 

Illinois has two organizations, one 
headed by I aura Capon Fermi, widow of 
the Nobel laureate nuclear physicist. 
Tennesseeans for Handgun Control just 
appeared in Atlanta, and Colorado is 
organizing. 

And in Minnesota, Attorney General 
Warren Spannus just ran and won big on 
a gun control platform. 

Massachusetts is the focus of at¬ 
tention with other. "We can just sit as an 
island,” says Holmberg, states looking to 
us for help, speaking of her role in 
grassroots organizing. 

For six years bills were shot down by 
the opposition in the legislature, which 
Holmberg attributes largely to 
Massachusetts and Connecticut being the 
center of the gunmanufacturing industry. 
Then came People vs. Handguns. 

The impetus for its formation was the 
violent, senseless shooting of Dr. Gerald 
Wolberg, a Wayland psychiatrist, 
mortally wounded as he came to the aide 
of a colleague threatened by a gun- 
wielding patient at Boston City Hospital 
in December, 1973. 

Janet Wolberg reacted by speaking out 
for handgun control, and in March,1974 
she, Sheriff Buckley, Peter Nichols and 
Josiah Spaulding founded People vs. 
Handguns. 

They began an educational campaign 
but soon realized the need for other 
groups and a coalition if they were to 
succeed. Nichols, an aide to Sheriff 
Buckley, proposed using initiative 
petition. 

In May, Wolberg friends persuaded the 
LWV State Council to adopt a one-year 
study of handgun control Within a year, 


the League had strong consensus for 
elimination of private possession of 
handguns. 

As gun control bills met the same 
dismal fate in the 1974 legislative session, 
public opinion polLs showed heavy public 
support for banning handguns. Advisory 
referenda that fall in East Boston, 
Winthrop, Newton, Brookline and 
Wellesley came out 78 percent in favor of 
a ban. 

Judy Holmberg was hired as Executive 
Director of People vs. Handguns with a 
mandate to organize the petition drive. 
She put together a coalition that garnered 
150,000 raw signatures ranging from 
36,000 in Middlesex County to 1,000 on 
Martha's Vineyard. 

Workers and signers were over¬ 
whelmingly women. Also highly sup¬ 
portive were the elderly, and a third as 
yet unmobilized group, police officers. 

People react, just turn around, at the 
words "ban handguns, says Holmberg, 
Sometimes husbands and wives would 
disagree, she recalls. He’d order her not 
to sign. 

She’d be vehemently in favor and sign 
anyway, or return to do it without him. 

"It’s a macho thing. He’d want a gun to 
protect her and she didn’t want it. The 
gun is a phallic symbol," Holmberg says. 

The role of the police in the handgun 
controversy is debatable Boston Com¬ 
missioner Robert DiGrazia is a national 
leader of the handgun control movement, 
as is former New York City Com¬ 
missioner Patrick Murphy. Reginald 
Eaves, Atlanta's police chief, is a founder 
of Georgians for Handgun Control. 

According to Gun Owners' Action 
I-eague (GOAL), an opponent of firearms 
control, all the major police 
organizations in Massachusetts oppose 
firearms prohibition and confiscation. 
Yet, on election day when Holmberg 
collected signatures at polls in West 
Roxbury she says many police officers 
and their wives signed the People vs. 
Handguns petitions. 

"Here again, macho comes into play," 


says Holmberg, "Their organization 
says, ‘We don’t want guns taken away.' it 
seems unmanly to be for handgun con¬ 
trol. But many policemen are killed by 
handguns." 

"The most dangerous calls they get are 
for family squabbles, and this is when the 
handgun is often used," she continued.. 
“Privately, police officers know the 
handgun is a threat to them,” she added. 

Holmberg disputes the argument that 
handguns are needed to protect the home. 
99 percent of all break-ins occur while 
people aren't home, she says. The four 
common items stolen during burglaries 
are jewelry, credit cards, money and 
guns. So, you are unlikely to be around 
when burglars come, burglars will 
probably steal the gun you bought to 
protect you, and if you walk into your 
home during a burglary the gun is likely 
to be turned on you, she argues. 

GOAL supported the Bartley-Fox bill 
as a means of reducing gun crime. Now 
law, it requires a mandatory, one-year 
prison term for illegally carrying or 
having under your control in a vehicle 
any firearm. 

Bartley-Fox is not as strict as it ap¬ 
pears and it isn't working, Holmberg 
claims. Judges are reluctant to sentence 
people because of the mandatory sen¬ 
tence, she says, so defendants get let off 
on technicalities. 

The constitutionality of Bartley-Fox 
has been challenged in the case of 
Commonwealth vs. Angelo Jackson. Atty. 
Clyde Bergstresser, who argued the case 
before the Supreme Judicial Court last 
month, believes Bartley-Fox invades the 
separation of powers between legislative 
and judicial branches of government, 
violates due process, and is cruel and 
unusual punishment. 

Nor does Bergstresser agree with the 
argument that the severe sentence is a 
deterrent. "Most studies of harsh sen¬ 
tences have found little or no detejrent 
effect," he says, because motivations of 
persons committing crime rarely take 
into account the penalties.

public hearing that the city might be in 
for large financial compensation claims 
if the billboards are removed. 

A 1974 state law gives cities and towns 
the right to exercise home rule provisions 
in prohibiting billboards. A federal 
highway beautification act also controls 
billboards within 660 feet of major 
highways. 

Newton Highlands turned out in force to 
denounce the billboard that sits at the end 
of Lincoln Street. Businessmen on both 
Walnut and Lincoln Street complained 
that the sign obscures business 
cstablishmenLs and is detrimental to the 
upgrading of stores that is about to take 
place under the federal community 
develomcnt act. 

Others objected to the billboard on 
purely aesthetic grounds. 

Both attitudes were manifested by 
Auburndale residents about the rooftop 
billboards on Auburn Street, facing the 
Turnpike. 

But one woman spoke in favor of the 
billboard because, she said, "I raise my' 
mind above the signs, the Auburndale 
Cafe, and the street, which should lie 
cleared ol the broken glass . . . More 
signs of this nature should be put in 
Auburndale to block out the horrible 
conditions.” 

Those opposed to the billboards in 
Auburndale included former alderman 
David Jackson, John Densler, the 
Auburndale Garden Club, Aid. Carol Ann 
Shea who submitted the petition, and 
Betsy Lewenberg. 


Ms. lewenberg called the Donnelly 
tactics "deplorable," and said the 
Donnelly company had misrepresented ( 
the amount of taxes that would be lost by 
Newton and the amount of payment to 
Donnelly that would be incurred by the 
banning of billboards. 

Even though the Donnelly firm is ap¬ 
pealing to the U.S. Supreme Court, "the 
chances are the case will not be heard," 
she said. Donnelly is appealing the law 
that allows prohibition of billboards.

Celebrate SI. Pat’s day with a great tasting Lamb Stew Dublin Style 


Everybody knows you don't have to be 
Irish to enjoy the traditional foods from 
Erin. Since green is part of the tradition, 
why not begin the meal with a delightful 
Wilted Spinach Toss salad that contains 
the surprise of bite-size pieces of oranges. 

Along with the salad, a bubbling Lamb 
Stew Dublin is not only appropriate, it's 
also an effective way to combat the chilly 
winds of March. This delicious stew will 
probably win the favor of everyone at the 
dinner table. 

The preparation of the stew begins with 
simmering boneless cubes of lamb along 
with chopped onion, tomato paste, water 
and a packet of stew seasoning mix, 
When the lamb is tender, fresh turnips, 
green beans and peas are added and 
cooked only until tender. The only ac¬ 
companiment you’ll need to add is a 
crusty loaf of bread, perhaps Irish Soda 
Bread. Dessert could be a light-as-air 
Emerald Isle Mousse in honor of the day. 

WILTED SPINACH TOSS 

3 slices bacon 
‘i cup vinegar 

1 tablespoon salad oil 
14 teaspoons sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon dried tarragon leaves, 
crushed 

Dash freshly ground black pepper 
‘i cup chopped celery 

1 tablespoon sliced green onion 
6 cups tom fresh spinach 

1 about >2 lb) 

2 medium oranges, peeled and cut 
in bite size pieces 

In large skillet, cook bacon till crisp, 
reserving 2 tablespoons bacon drippings. 
Crumble bacon and set aside. Stir 
vinegar, oil, sugar, salt, tarragon, and 
pepper into reserved drippings; bring to 
boiling. Add chopped celery and sliced 
green onion. Gradually add spinach, 
tossing just till leaves are coated and 
wilted slightly. Add oranges and crumble 
bacon; toss lightly. Serves 6-6. 

LAMB STEW DL'BLLN STYLE 

2 pounds cubed boneless lamb 
(cut from shoulder or leg) 

1 union, chopped 
1 can (6 oz.) tomato paste 

1 pkg. (14 oz.) stew seasoning 
4 cups water 

2 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

3 cups turnips, cubed 

2 cups fresh green beans, 
cut in 1-inch pieces 
1 cup fresh peas, shelled (If not 
available, use frozen peas) 


Place lamb, onion, tomato paste, stew 
seasoning, water, salt and pepper in large 
Dutch oven or stew pot. Bring lamb 
mixture to a boil, reduce heat and sim¬ 
mer about 14 hours. Skim off any fat 
present on the surface of the stew mix¬ 
ture. Add the turnips, green beans and 
peas. Simmer stew another 30 minutes or 
until the vegetables are cooked and 
tender; serves 6. 

IRISH SODA BREAD 
4 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons baking powder 


1 teaspoon baking soda 
y« cup sugar 

14 cups raisins or currants 
4 cup (4 stick) butter or margarine 
1 egg, at room temperature 
4 teaspoon cardamom 
14 cupo buttermilk, at room tem¬ 
perature 

Grease two 8-inch cake or pie pans. In 
large bowl, combine flour, salt, baking 
powder, baking soda, sugar, cardamom. 
Add butter or margarine, and cut in with 
two knives or a pastry blender, or work it 
in with the fingers. In another bowl, beat 


the egg and mix with buttermilk. (It is 
important for these to be at room tem¬ 
perature.) Four the buttermilk mixture 
into the dry ingredients and stir until well 
blended. At this point add the fruit. Turn 
out on a floured surface and knead gently 
for 3 minutes, or until the dough is 
smooth. 

Divide dough into 2 pieces, shape each 
into a round loaf, and place each loaf in a 
pan. Press down until the dough fills the 
pan. With a sharp knife or razor blade, 
cut a cross about 4-inch deep on top of 
each loaf. Preheat oven to 375 degrees 
and bake for about 40 minutes. Thump the 
bottom of one to test for doneness. If it 
sounds hollow, it’s done. Turn out on wire 
rack to cool. Do not cut for about 4 hours; 
then cut in wedges to serve. Yield: 2 
round loaves. 

EMERALD ISLE MOUSSE 

1 pkg. (3 oz.) lime flavored gelatin 
1 cup boiling water 

1 can (84 oz.) crushed pineapple 
in syrup 

2 tablespoons green creme de mentbe 
or a few drops green food coloring 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. Add 
pineapple with syrup and creme de 
menthe. Chill until thickened, stirring 
often. Fold in whipped cream, Spoon into 
1 quart mold and chill until firm. Serves 
6 . 

GRASSHOPPER PIE 

1 cup chocolate wafer crumbs 
(about 19 wafers) 

4 cup sugar 

2 to 3 tablespoons butter or 
margarine, melted 

4 cup milk 

64 cups (12 oz.) miniature 
marshmallows 

4 cup green creme de menthe 

2 tablespoons white creme de cacao 
3 cups whipping cream, whipped 

For crust: Combine chocolate wafer 
crumbs, sugar, and melted butter; press 
mixture into bottom and sides of 9-inch 
pie plate; chill. For filling: Combine milk 
and marshmallows in top of double 
boiler. Heat and stir over hot, not boiling 
water till marshmallows are melted. 
Remove from heat; cool, stirring every 5 
minutes. Combine liqueurs; add to 
marshmallow mixture; blend well. Fold 
marshmallow mixture into whipped 
cream. Chill till mixture mounds. Fill 
cooled crust; freeze firm, 6 hours or 
overnight. Trim with additional whipped 
cream and fresh strawberries, if desired.

Answer: I asked one taker if he would break down his 
recipe for the corn bread you desire, and he shrugged and 
said, "What difference would it make, the yeast the con¬ 
sumer uses is not the same as ours and no matter how- hard 
she tried, it wouldn't be the same loaf!." But, Paula, don't 
give up - here's a very good recipe for a cornmeal bread - I 
hope your family rates it higher than the professional loaf! 

CORNMEAL IXJAVES 
6 to 64 cups all purpose (lour 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
24 cups milk 
One Third cup sugar 
One Third cup shortening 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 eggs 

1 cup yellow cornmeal 
Milk 

Yellow Cornmeal 

In large mixer bowl combine 3 cups of the flour and the 
yeast. In saucepan heat 24 cups milk, sugar, shortening, 
and salt just till warm (115 to 120 degrees) stirring con¬ 
stantly to melt shortening. Add to dry mixture in mixer 
bowl; add eggs. Beat at low speed with electric mixer for 4 
minute, scraping bowl. Beat for 3 minutes at high speed; by 
hand, stir in 1 cup cornmeal and enough remaining flour to 
make a soft dough. Turn out onto lightly floured surface and 
knead till smooth and elastic (5-8 minutes). Shape into a 
ball. Place in lightly oiled bowl turning once to grease top; 
cover and let rise in warm place till double (1 to 14 hours). 
Punch down; divide into two parts and shape each into 
loaves. Place in two greased 9x5x3-inch loaf pans. Cover; 
let rise in warm place till double in bulk (about 1 hour). 
Brush tops with milk; sprinkle lightly with cornmeal and 
bake in preheated 375 oven about 45 minutes, until loaves 
are golden brown. Remove from pans and cool on wire 
racks. Yield: 2 loaves 

Question: I’m looking fur a recipe for bran muffins which 
closely resemble the ones served in the Pewter Pot Muffin 
Houses. They are more cakey in texture and darker in color 
than most recipes available in cookbooks. Also, I have a 
friend who reminisces about a chocolate cake made with 
cocoa right in the baking pan. She calls it Wacky Chocolate 
Cake. Would anyone have this recipe? Thank you.

CHOCOIJVTE "WACKY” CAKE 
14 cups flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

3 tablespoons cocoa 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

5 tablespoons butter 
1 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup water 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

Sift all ingredients into ungreased 8x8-inch pan. Cover 
ingredients with 1 cup water; stir until smooth. Make 3 
holes with a spoon. Into first hole put 1 teaspoon vanilla. 
Into second hole put 1 tablespoon vinegar. Into third Hole 
put butter. Bake at 350 degrees for 35 minutes.

CHICKEN DELIGHT 

4 to 5 puurnl stewing chicken, Salt lu taste 
12 whole black peppers 
1 bay leal 

1 large onion, quartered 
1 stalk celery, sliced 
Boiling water 
1 large onion, thinly sliced 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 cup uncooked long-grain rice 
1 can 16 or 8 oz.) sliced mushrooms, drained 
1 cup whipping cream 

Put chicken in a large kettle; add salt, black peppers, bay 
leaf, quartered onion, and celery. Barely cover with bulling 
water; cover and simmer for 24 to 3 hours or until chicken 
is tender. Let cool in the broth. Remove chicken; strain 
broth, discarding seasonings; and reserve. Remove meat 
from bones (discard skin and bones), break or cut into large 
pieces, and lay meat in a shallow baking pan, about 9x12. 
Saute sliced onion in butter until tender; do not let it brown. 
Arrange onion over chicken, sprinkle rice evenly over the 
top and add enough strained chicken broth to cover i add 
more salt to the broth if necessary). Cover the pan witli foil 
and bake in 350 degree oven 1 hour. Add mushrooms and 
cream, cover again, and bake 30 minutes longer. Do not stir 
at any time. Serves 6-8.

4 tablespoons butter

4 garlic clove, minced 
4 teaspoon tarragon leaves 
4 teaspoon basil leuves 
1 teaspoon parsley flakes 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup uncooked long grain rice 

2 cups chicken stock (or bouillon) 

2 cans (104 oz. | whole baby dams, chopped or minced 
clams, drained 

1 pkg. (10 oz.) frozen peas, thawed 
Melt butter in heavy skillet. Add onion, celery, garlic and 
seasonings; cook a few minutes, stirring often. Reduce heat 
and stir in rice and cook for 3 additional minutes. Add 
chicken stock and bring to a boil; stir well with a fork. 
Cover and simmer gently 15 minutes. Add drained clams 
and peas; cover and cook 10 minutes or until rice is tender 
and liquid absorbed.

Former Graphic writer 
nominted for PUlitzer 


An investigative newspaper 
series exposing 
mismanagement of funds in 
the New York State Lottery- 
system has earned former 
Newton resident Lewis 
Freedman the New York State 
Publisher's Association Award 
for Distinguished State 
Government Reporting. 

Freedman, a former Newton 
Graphic sports writer, has 
been nominated for a Pulitzer 
Prize. 

Freedman, 25, is an in¬ 
vestigative reporter for the 
Syracuse, New York Herald- 
Journal. In October 1975, he 
first reported that the New 
York lottery had 
systematically short-changed 
winners of their rightful prize 
money, and that it had built up 
a surplus of $1.5 million. 

loiter stories showed that 
revenues marked for the state 
education fund never reached 


their destination. Other in¬ 
ternal problems of the $1 
million a week revenue 
producing lottery were also 
exposed. 

Subsequent government 
investigations confirmed 
Freedman's findings and 
resulted in the suspension of 
the lottery and the dismissal of 
its director, Gerald Bruno. 

The award was made to 
Freedman and to the Syracuse 
Herald-Journal at the New 
York State Publisher's 
Association convention in 
Albany recently.

Each year, the association 
honors newspapers and 
journalists across the state 
with awards for excellence in 
reporting’ editorial writing, 
community service, and state 
government coverage. 

Freedman, a graduate of the 
Boston University School of 
Public Communications, was 


editor in chief of the Boston 
University News while a 
student. 

I-ewis and his father, Joseph 
Freedman, a Boston public 
relations counselor, are the 
first second-generation family 
to graduate from the School of 
Public Communications. 
Joseph Freedman received his 
B.S, from the then School of 
Public REIations in 1950' and 
an M.S. in 1952. 

Freedman is married to the 
former Wendy Schrager, also a 
graduate of Boston University. 
In 1974, she received the 
Pennsylvania Newspaper 
Publisher's Award for a series 
on abortion. 

Before moving to Syracuse, 
Freedman was the assistant 
sports editor for the Newton 
Graphic, and also worked as a 
reporter and feature writer on 
both the Danvers Herald and 
the I^WTence Eagle-Tribune.

Don't 
blame the 
computer

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. 
iUPI) — What investigators 
say may have been a "colossal 
banking snafu" has sent more 
than $1 million in bad checks 
bouncing around Michigan, 

But they are having trouble 
finding out just what happened. 

The computer payroll firm 
which handled the checks was 
closed down and its officers 
unreachable. 

Computer Payroll & 
Accounting Services, which 
handles payrolls for hundreds 
of businesses throughout 
southwestern Michigan, locked 
its doors Friday and left clients 
and its own employes holding 
worthless pay checks. 

The president of the firm, 
Thomas Redican, could not be 
reached at home. Neighbors 
said they had not seen the 
Redican family for days. 
Russell Greavu, general 
manager of the firm, repor¬ 
tedly has dropped out of cir- 
culaton. 

Kent County assistant 
prosecutor Allen Johnson said 
his investigation has not un¬ 
covered a chargeable offense. 

But he added that some of the 
firm’s clients were threatening 
legal action if their checks 
were not made good. 

Johnson said he planned to 
meet today with law enforce¬ 
ment agencies to coordinate 
the investigation. 

"I have not completely ruled 
out the possibility of a colossal 
banking snafu," Johnson said. 
"Because of the magnitude of 
the investigation I am going to 
seek help.” 

Johnson said the firm had 
nearly 600 accounts, mostly 
with small businesses, in 
Grand Rapids and other 
Michigan cities. 

Customers hiring the compa¬ 
ny to handle their payrolls 
would pay enough to cover the 
checks, income and social 
security tax contributions and 
a fee for the service. 

- Some clients estimated the 
company handled as much as 
$5 million a week in payrolls. 

Checks Issued by the firm 
began bouncing two weeks ago, I 
investigators said. At that 
time, a company spokesman 
said it was due to a computer 1 
error and there was sufficient 
money in the firm’s accounts to 
cover the checks. 

But banks where the compa¬ 
ny had its accounts reported its 
funds had run dry. 

An attorney for a Wisconsin- 
based bonding company said 
the firm was covered under a 
$50,000 “blanket honesty” 
bond, which means the total 
amount recoverable is $50,000 
that would have to be divided 
among all the clients.

classroom where he thinks the same 
materials can be taught. 

Ash was the maker of the original 
motion to kill the program from taking 
place during school hours. 

Manuel Beckwith and Mayor Mann 
both originally fought for the program 
during the night, along with Honors 
Kaplan. The mayor stressed in an 
emotional plea that keeping the program 
is to say "I am my brother’s keeper." 

The mayor first moved reconsideration 
after the program was cut to hear if it 
could be taught after school. With that 
being ruled out by the staff of Newton, 
Delicata's later reconsideration passed. 

Admittedly persuaded by Mayor Mann 
who called hiitf before the meeting, 
Delicata broke his three-year record of 
rubber stamping the positions of 
Chairman Mandell. 

Voting to discontinue the plan next fall 
were Dr. Edward Prince, Paul Ash, and 
Mandell. Robert Cohen said afterward he 
also disapproved of the program, but 
believs there will be ample time to 
consider it again later. 

Currently 44 forth graders participate 
in the program. Each half year a class 
from a school in Boston goes with a class 
from here to spend 14 Thursdays from 9 
a.m to 1 p.m. at the reservation studying 
science, drama, and rope bridges. 

Michael LeConti, the only School 
Committee member who had visited Hale 
Reservation, favored the curriculum in 
the program as something that would 
never be available in Newton. 

When Ollivierre spoke to the crowd, he 
warned that there is "just the beginning 
of fear and mistrust" between blacks and 


whites in Newton. 

He told the Committee that voters 
vmeu me new members into office to 
keep schools open and to get more basic 
education in the schools. 

"The voters, I do not think, voted for 
racism." 

Ollivierre received a long standing 
ovation for his remarks, which was one of 
many times Mandell’s efforts to keep the 
audience quiet failed. 

Ollivierre read a statement that said 
BC'ON favored both programs. 

Angler pairing 

Angier Principal Roland Barth told the 
Committee he realized its legal authority 
to decide the fate of the program, and if it 
failed that night he would cancel the plan. 

The 6-3 vote which defeated the plan 
was opposed by Mayor Mann, Kaplan, 
and Beckwith. 

Beckwith and Kaplan argued that the 
decision of accepting the program should 
be left up to the prinical, staff, and 
parents. 

Although Kaplan thought School 
Committee consideration of the pairing 
was "improper and inappropriate," she 
saw the time was ripe and the Committee 
must decide. 

She favored the program on its 
educational, merit and, as a lawyer, 
disagreed with lawyer Cohen's statement 
that approval of the plan would be the 
first step to forced metropolitanization. 

Cohen had five concerns for the 
program, safety of children, curriculum, 
the curriculum of students who chose not 
to participate, the extent to which the 
program was voluntary, and the ultimate 


goal of the Metropolitan Planning 
Project, (MPP) in Roxbury. 

He felt that the David Ellis School was 
in many ways safer than Angier, Judging | 
by vandalism and discipline inside the 
school, 

He was not pleased with Barth’s 
response from the state magnet school 
director as to the implications of the four 
classes from both schools meeting only 24 
hours during the 10 or more days. 

Cohen felt the magnet school legislation 
called for the students to meet the 
equivalent of 10 school days, or 50 hours. 

Cohen and Mayor Mann criticized the 
MPP for planning the pairing for one 
year, but no plans for kids who chase not 
to take part. 

The voluntary aspect of the program is 
subject to community pressure, which 
make make some parents feel they must 
participate, he said. 

He also felt that since one-third of the 
parents disapprove of the program, 
according to Barth's poll, that was 
sufficient reason to veto the plan. 

Cohen said the ultimate goal of MPP is 
a merged metropolitan school district 
and this program is "a block on which 
such a program will be built." 

Supt. of Schools Aaron Fink said he did 
not think any of the 47 communtities 
involved in MPP want a regional 
school district. 

Fink has served as a sponsor of MPP 
since it was formed in 1973. 

Fink said he felt the Committee, as 
Cohen suggested, should decide its policy 
on all programs involving participation 
outside of Newton.

Hawaii, is going along as the medic. No 
doctors or medicine other than what they 
bring along will be available to them. 

Steve Antonelli and Carl Unsworth are 
hoping to pick up a few rough diamonds 
that can be found in the river, or trade 
with the tribesmen for wood carvings, 
"like Mr. Senecal got when he was there 
two years ago." 

Lee Alford finds it very important to be 
able to survive in different atmospheres. 
The weather will be very humid every 
day. and the boys will only be able to 
swim where fast running rapids clear the 
water of dangerous animals. He also 
hopes to compare the two different 
lifestyles. "Things we take for granted, 
they never heard of." 

John Froincr wants to be able to say 
that he has gone somewhere that no one 
has gone before. All the boys are looking 
_ for the secret of the athletic ability that 
they have seen displayed by Africans. 

But whatever the reason, the important 
aspect of the whole trip is the in¬ 
ternational relationship between 
children. A film crew will be on hand to 
record the adjustment the kids from such 


different cultures make to each other. An 
educational pilot may be made of this 
experience. 

The group will be leaving March 12. 
Harry Fisher, of Dedham, who made the 
travel arrangements for the group, and 
his son, will accompany them as far as 
Monrovia, the capital of Liberia. The 
group will stay there for two days, and 
make arrangements to leave their good 
clothes behind them. A jeep ride that 
lasts about one and a half days will take 
them to to the site of the expedition. They 
will meet with Peace Corps members 
there. Their journey will begin when a 
final check is made of all supplies. 

Three Liberians, who have been in the 
United States studying, will accompany 
the group and help them overcome the 
language barrier. One of them will travel 
five miles ahead to forewarn the chief 
and tell him that the group will need food 
and shelter. 

When the group arrives, they will give a 
gift to the leader and ask permission to 
share their food and pitch their tents. The 
tribes are situated as close as four or five 


miles apart, but can be as far as 25 miles 
apart. A log of the trip will be made, as 
well as a map, which will be refined when 
the group returns home. 

The meals that the tribesmen will be 
eating include highly peppered meat,rice, 
roasted bananas, and coconuts and 
oranges picked fresh from the trees. 

The boys are anxious to show the 
Liberians how different life is in 
America. To accomplish this, they are 
bringing picture books, frisbocs, magic 
tricks, cards, and waterguns, as well as 
peanut butter and jelly in tubes. 

An interesting aspect of the journey is 
that most of the upper class Liberians 
who live in the city are proud of the fact 
that they can trace their lineage to freed 
American slaves. One of the boys on the 
trip can trace his ancestors to Liberia. 

In about three weeks, when they have 
completed traveling the full length of the 
river, will return to Monrovia, where a 
feast will be waiting for them. The boys 
will be able to relax and spend some 
money there. Then, it’s home to a routine 
life after a trip they are not likely to 
forget.

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Proposed federal funds to 
study geothermal energy

Geothermal energy and solar 
energy will both take a step 
forward if the proposed budget 
for fiscal 1977, which President 
Ford sent to Congress on 
January 22, is not cut in these 
areas. 

Proposed federal spending 
on geothermal energy for 1977 
is $100 million—an increase of 
$69 million over the fiscal 1976 
budget of $31 million. The solar 
energy budget would spend 
$160 million in 1977—$45 million 
more than the current budget 
of $115 million. 

To put these figures into 
perspective, the 1977 budget 
still proposes a heavy em¬ 
phasis on nuclear power: $823 
million is planned for fission 
reactor development, $392 
million for fusion power, and 
$347 million for nuclear fuel 
cycle and safeguards research 
and development. Considering 
the dangers and uncertainties 
of nuclear power, many en¬ 
vironmentalists are protesting 
that the budget is still heavily 
weighed in the wrong direction. 

Geothermal power plants 
have the beauty of requiring no 
fuel whatsoever: the turbines 
are turned by steam or pr- 
ssured hot water which can be 
‘flashed" into steam, heated 


by magma in the earth's 
depths. 

In New England we hear 
more of solar energy than of 
geothermal energy, for the 
very good reason that the 
primary sources of geothermal 
energy are on the lines of the 
clashing plates of the earth's 
crust, and New England is near 
the center of a moving plate 
rather than on the edge. 

We should not feel neglected 
by nature in not having this 
energy source, however, since 
we also lack the volcanoes and 
major earthquakes found in the 
same areas. And whatever 
gives California more energy- 
leaves that much extra oil or 
other fuel for the rest of us. 

Estimates of the potential of 
geothermal energy in the 
western U.S. range from 
100,000 megawatts (million 
watts) to ten million 
megawatts. This can be 
compared to the total U.S. 
electric power capacity of 
about 400,000 megawatts in 
1972. One of the purposes of 
further research is to find out 
which estimate is nearer the 
truth. 

On a worldwide basis, 
geothermal energy may well 
turn out to be an important 
part of the answer to the in¬ 
ternational energy crisis. 
Geothermal resources are 


widespread and plentiful in 
many areas which have few- 
other energy resources, such 
as East Africa and Japan. 

In 1972, ten geothermal 
steam electric power plants 
were in operation, in Japan, 
Iceland, New Zealand. Italy, 
Mexico, and the United States, 
producting 790 megawatts of 
electricity. In addition, 
geothermal energy in many 
places is used directly for 
heating homes and providing 
hot water. 

Still, geothermal energy is 
not without its pollution 
problems. Although the 
geothermal springs of Iceland 
are pure enough to use un¬ 
treated for a hot cup of tea, 
most geothermal sources are 
contaminated with various 
salts and minerals. At its 
worst, a geothermal plant may 
exude a distinct rotten egg 
smell. Moreover, the roar of 
the steam which is oc¬ 
casionally vented in 
geothermal power plants had 
been compared to several jet 
planes taking off in formation. 

Many scientists, however, 
feel that these difficulties are 
in the long run easier to deal 
with than such problems as 
keeping radioactive wastes 
from poisoning the earth for 
the next hundred thousand 
years. 


Boston Bicentennial art 
exhibit at Prudential Center 


BOSTON - Prudential 
Center will host the Boston 
Bicentennial Art Exhibition, 
presented by Boston 200, at the 
Center's Tower Lobby now 
through March 28. The art 
exhibit presents the work of 15 
area painters and eight 
sculptors from noon until 4 
p.m. daily. 

The art docs not dwell on the 
city's past but rather 
celebrates its present and 
future. The artists represent 
and focus on the outstanding 
quality of art created in and 
around the City of Boston. 

The works, which form the 
Boston Bicentennial art 
collection, were commissioned 
by Boston 200 from a com¬ 
petition of 70 artists and juried 
. by a panel of artists, critics, 
and representatives from 
galleries, museums and art 
organizations in Boston. 

One of the sculptors, Mags 
Harries, has been awarded a 
$10,000 commission for a work 
of public art to be situated 
along the Freedom Trail in the 
city's center of activity, 
Haymarket Square. 

The works in this collection 
are for sale, and the proceeds 
from the sale will form the 
basis for a revolving loan fund 
for artists. This collection, 
which will travel to various 


locations throughout the city 
during 1976, forms a vital 
historic record of the tradition 
of artists working in Boston 
and of another facet of the style 
and character of our city. 

TTie 15 painters displaying 
work in the show are Natalie 
Alper, Gregory Amenoff, Dana 
Chandler, Jr., Toni Dove, Joel 
Jarowitz, Carl Palazzola, Jo

Carbon monoxide in 
cigarette smoke crosses into 
the fetal circulation and 
retard.4 the growth rate of the 
embryo. So, it seems, does 
aspirin. In one study in 
Australia, a group of pregnant 
women who took aspirin 
regularly during pregnancy - 
two to twelve aspirin a day - 
had an increased number of 
low-weight babies when 
compared with a group of non¬ 
aspirin-takers who were 
similar to the first group in 
every other way. The blood 
taken from the umbilical cords 
of the babies of the first group 
of mothers showed raised 
levels of salicylate, an aspirin 
substance. The results of the 
study were totally unexpected. 

In another study of a group of 


children with asthma, more 
than one-quarter were found to 
be intolerant of aspirin. 
According to some resear¬ 
chers, aspirin can actually 
induce asthma attacks. And 
aspirin, it is generally agreed, 
can cause gastric bleeding. 

There is no question that 
aspirin has beneficial effects 
for some, probably most, 
people. That's why the findings 
about its effects on the fetus 
are unnerving.

Eminent domain takings should 
pay for goodwill. Pines says 


LOST PASSBOOKS LEGAL NOTICES 


Thursday, March 11,197* 
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State Rep, Ix>is Pines (D- 
Newton) has introduced 
legislation which would 
guarantee compensation to 
businessmen for the loss of 
"goodwill.” 

"This measure is an attempt 
to minimize the extensive 
damage that results from 
eminent-domain takings," said 
Pines. It is unthinkable to 
cause people these hardships 
and not grant them adequate 
remuneration." she added. 

Rep. Pines said that 
payment for only, physical 
assets does not accurately 
reflect the loss sustained by a 
storeowner or businessman 
when he is forced to relocate 
his busines or cease his 
business operations. She said, 
"Many businesses depend on 
regular customers who 
patronize a business because of 
its convenient location, 
reputation, or a personal 
acquaintance with the owner. 
This patronage, which is vital 
to a small local business, will 
cease when any or all of these 
components are destroyed." 

Pines stated that many 
banks are reluctant to grant 
loans to these relocated 
businesses because they are 
considered a bad credit risk. 
"When a businessman is forced 
to establish himself in a new 
community, it takes a long 
period of time to build up a 


regular clientele again, and an 
even longer time to realize a 
profit," said Pines. She added, 
"if there is no financing 
available to help these crippled 
businesses, how long can they 
survive?" 

"The increased rate of ur¬ 
banization indicates that the 
rate of displacement will also 
increase," said Pines. 

Because of this accelerating 
pace, Pines emphasized that 
compensation in eminent- 
domain takings is a growing 
concern. "However," said 
Pines, "proper compensation 
cannot be obtained without 
accounting for the loss of 
goodwill'" Currently there are 
no provisions for the loss of 
goodwill in Massachusetts 
eminent-domain statutes. 

"Many people argue that 
compensation for loss of 
goodwill is not necessary, 
because goodwill is attached to 
the business name, not its 
location," said Pines. "This 
argument is unfounded. It is 
based on a narrow definition of 
goodwill," she said. 

The Uniform Eminent 
Domain Code defines goodwill 
as "benefits that accrue to a 
business as a result of its 
location, reputation for 
dependability, or any other 
circumstances resulting in the 
retention of old or the 
acquisition of new patronage," 


Pines says, and she proposes to 
use the same definition.-

Pines reminds taxpayers of 
new state income tax deduction 


Rep. Lois G, Pines (D- 
Newton) encouraged her 
constituents to consider tailing 
advantage of the new 
Massachusetts tax deduction 
now available to working 
families with dependents under 
15, disabled dependents, or 
both, when filing their 1975 
Massachusetts income tax 
returns. 

The child care and dependent 
care tax deduction sponsored 
by Pines is available for the 
first time to taxpapers in 
Massachusetts. Represen¬ 
tative Pines fought over a four 
year period to secure this 
deduction. 

Payments made by working 
families during 1975 for the 
care of dependents and 
children will be deductible 
against Massachusetts income 
within certain limits. A full 
deduction of up to $400 a month 
($4800 a year) will be available 
to working families whose 1975 
adjusted gross income does not 
exceed $18,000; for those whose 
income exceeds $ 18,000 but is 
less than $27,600, a limited 
deduction is available. If a 
working family expends less 
than the full deduction, only the 
amount actually paid is 
deductible. 

The child care and dependent 
care deduction is available to 
working families for household 
and child care expenses in¬ 
curred on behalf of children 
under fifteen; disabled 
dependents, including spouses; 
disabled children over four¬ 
teen; and disabled parents of 
the taxpapers living in the 
taxpaper’s household. 

Unlike Section 214 of the 
Internal Revenue Code which 


allows a similar deduction on 
one's federal tax return, it will 
not be necessary for families to 
itemize their deductions in 
order to take advantage of the 
Massachusetts child care and 
dependent care care deduction. 
The deduction is also available 
on a pro-rata basis to families 
where one spouse works full 
time and the other spouse 
worksparttime 
(Massachusetts is the first 
state to allow such deductions 
for part time work). 

Individuals claiming the 
deduction should file 

Massachusetts Form M-2441 

with either their Mass¬ 
achusetts Income Tax 

Form I or Form IA. If the 


taxpaper is entitled to deduct 
the identical amount on his or 
her federal tax return, then a 
copy of the Federal Form 2441 
may be filed with the 
Massachusetts tax return in 
lieu of the Massachusetts Form 
2441. 

There are approximately 
200,000 families in 
Massachusetts entitled to this 
deduction. 

Taxpapers needing 
assistance in filing this form 
may seek the assistance of the 
Department of Corporations 
and Taxation. The Boston 
office of the department at 100 
Cambridge St, Boston, will be 
open Saturdays for the next 
five weeks to assist taxpapers 
in completing their returns. 


Soliah wants to talk 
of Patty's missing year 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 

(UPI) — Steven Soliah, who 
shared a San Francisco 
apartment with Patricia 
Hearst at the time of her 
capture, wants to talk about 
their relationship and her 
"missing year" during his 
bank robbery trial. 

Soliah, 27, a Berkeley 
housepainter, is accused of 
taking part in a $15,000 robbery 
of a Carmichael, Calif., bank 
during which Myrna Opsahl, 

42, mother of four, was killed 
by a shotgun blast. 

US. District Judge Philip 
Wilkins ordered his trial to 
begin today with jury selection. 

Soliah says that if he takes 
the stand he wants to tell of his 


connection with Miss Hearst. 
His testimony would answer 
some questions about the 
"missing year” in her life as a 
fugitive. 

When asked about Miss 
Hearst in an interview, Soliah 
said: “My hope is that I will be 
able to testify in court, if my 
lawyers feel I should, and I will 
talk about what my part is in 
this whole thing." 

He admitted knowing Miss 
Hearst but refused to 
elaborate. His attorneys say 
they are not sure whether he 
will testify. 

Wilkins has ruled that evi¬ 
dence seized from the apart¬ 
ment Miss Hearst shared with 
Soliah may be used against 
him.

"Cross Cultural Influences 
and Accomodations in West 
Africa," a photography show 
by Reginald Jackson, assistant 
professor of photo com¬ 
munications at Simmons 
College and Ted Pontiflet of 
Mcdgar Evers College in New 
York, is on exhibit now through 
March 25 at the Newton Free 
Library 414 Centre St,, Newton 
Corner. 

For the past four summers 
Jackson and Pontiflet traveled 
extensively throughout West 
Africa. According to Jackson, 
many of their photographs 
reflect their efforts to 
"enhance the African culture 
througn its beauty rather than 
through its extremes." The 
photographs are a visual study 
of the American influences in 
Africa and demonstrate how 
some of these influences are 
accomodated and others, not so 
readily accepted. The results 
provide an absorbing ex¬ 
perience for the viewer.

The New England Chamber 
Opera Group will open its fifth 
season of opera in Boston with 
the presentation of a double¬ 
bill of new operas for the 
Bicentennial celebration. 

This production, which in¬ 
cluded the world premiere of \ 
the "Death of King Philip" by 
Paul Earls and the Boston 
premiere of "Chocorua" by 
Robert Selig, will oe presented 
March 26, 27 and April 1, at 8 
p.m., at the All Saints Church, 
1773 Beacon St., Brookline.

Needham during the Revolution 


What was Needham like at the 
time of the first battle of the 
Revolution? Rev. Smauel West, 
the minister of the First Church 
of Needham at the time of the 
uprising, recorded the events of 
those days. 

Here is his sensitive account, 
which relates the unrest of the 
day. 

"Clouds and thick darkness at 
this period threatened an im¬ 
pending story to these American 
Colonies. Every week and almost 
every day produced something 
new either to manifest or to in¬ 
crease the irritation of the 
people. Mobs were continually 
rising and some of our best men 
were dragged from their houses' 
arraigned before the basest and 
meanest members of Society and 
treated with every mark of in¬ 
dignity. 


"In the boiling chauldron the 
scum and filth naturally rose to 
top, while that which was most 
valuable as naturally sank to the 
bottom. The measures persued 
by the Government in Great 
Britain were precisely such as to 
keep up ferment without having 
any tendency to accomplish their 
purpose. 

"On the 19 April 1775 One 
thousand seven hundred and 
seventy five the storm burst upon 
us in such a manner as to produce 
the utmost consternation and 
distress both to the British and 
Americans who witnessed the 
scene. 

“I shall not detail the cir¬ 
cumstances which attended the 
tragical affair any further than 
as they are immediately con¬ 
nected with the object of these 
Memoirs; which is not to give a 


history of the times any further 
than as events related to or 
immediately affect myself and 
family. 

"In the night after the 
eighteenth of April a detachment 
of the British troops marched out 
of Boston for the purpose of 
securing to themselves or 
destroying the provision which 
had been deposited at Concord, 
by order of the Provincial 
Government. They in part ef¬ 
fected their purpose, but were 
soon attacked by our people and a 
continual skirmish was kept up 
during their march from Concord 
to Boston. 

"About one hundred on both 
sides were killed and many were 
wounded. The news reached us 
about nine o’clock a.m. The cast 
company in Needham met at my 
house, as part of the Military 
stores were deposited with me,

they there supplied themselves, 
and by ten o'clock all marched 
for the place of action with as 
much spirit and resolution as the 
most zealous friends of the cause 
could have wished for. 

Smoke tracings 

"We could easily trace the 
march of the troops from the 
smoke which arose over them, 
and could hear from my house 
the report of the cannon and the 
Platoons fired by the British. 

“The Needham company were 
soon on the ground, but unhappily 
being ignorant of what are called 
flank-guards they inserted 
themselves between them and 
the main body of British troops. 
In consequence of which they 
suffered more severely than their 
Neighbors who kept at a greater 
distance. 

"Never did 1 know a more 
anxious day than this. Not so 


much on account of what was 
then taking place i although that 
was solemn and deeply af¬ 
fecting). But I considered it as no 
more than the beginning of 
sorrows and a prelude to in¬ 
finitely more distressing scenes 
which we expected would follow. 

Anticipated horrors 

"We even anticipated the 
enemy enraged as they were at 
our doors and in our houses ac¬ 
ting over all the horrors which 
usually attend the progress of a 
victorious exasperated army 
especially in civil wars like this. 
Whatever I had read on the 
subject now came fresh to my 
mind and produced the most 
painful apprehensions. All this 
actually took place tho’ not as I 
expected with respect to my 
family and neighbours, yet in 
other and many parts of 
America. 

"But it was a happy cir¬ 


cumstance that the People in 
general and even our principal 
leaders had none of those gloomy 
apprehensions and flattered 
themselves that the contest 
would soon be over, that if we 
could but dispose of the British 
force already here that Govern¬ 
ment would never think of pur¬ 
suing the affair any further, but 
come to some compromise with 
the Colonies to mutual ad¬ 
vantage. 

Five slain 

"In the evening we had in¬ 
telligence that several of the 
Needham inhabitants were 
among the slain, and the next 
morning it was confirmed that 
five had fallen in the action, and 
that several others had been 
wounded. 

“It is remarkable that the five 
who fell all of them had families, 
and several of them very 
numerous families so that there

It is a rather strange fact, 
according to authorities here and 
abroad, that many of the three 
million Americans of Swedish 
origin are somewhat unaware of 
the scope of the contributions of 
their ancestors in the building of 
America which started with the 
colony established in 1G38 on the 
Delaware River. 

There will be some highlighting 
in April during the visit of the 
titular head of the "Old Coun¬ 
try," the young King Carl Gustaf. 
He will leave his palace in 
beautiful Stockholm, which is 700 
years old and with a delegation, 
travel from Washington and New 
York to Alaska. 

(Sweden, incidentally, in a 
peaceful revolution during the 
last 100 years has been re-made 
from a monarchy to a full 
parlimentary democracy with a 
king at its head. Having met the 
father of the present king as well 
as his adventurer uncle when he 
was in Boston, I can attest to the 
absence of the usual regal for¬ 
mality). 

Also in May, there will be a 
Swedish historical exposition 
traveling across the country from 
the Emigrant Institute in Vaxjo, 
Sweden. Headed by the attractive 
young Susan Olsson, who speaks 
fluent English, she will be telling 
young Americans about the land 
their ancestors left, struggles in 
the new land and how they 
developed to build America. 

In the Viking Age, 80-1050 
Norsemen, of course, were the 
leading sea power of Europe due 
to high standards of shipbuilding 
skills and daring seamanship 
which had them adventuring to 
the British Isles, Russia and 
Greece. But four to five hundred

chant ship. Kalman Wykel, 
escorted by a naval ship with 23 
soldiers aboard, set sail in 1637 
via the West Indies. 

In March 1638 these 
Mayflowers' arrived at our 
shores and cruised two miles up 
the Delaware River and 
established a colony. Thus the 
Swedes became, with the English 
and the Dutch, the three mother 
countries of the thirteen original 
states. 

On arrival there was a con¬ 
ference with five Indian chiefs 
which resulted in the purchase of 
land along the west bank of the 
river, and the colony, as planned, 
was named New Sweden. They 
built a little stronghold called 
Fort Christina in honor of the 
King's 11-year-old daughter. 


been called the first 
meteorologist in America. 

loiter ships brought horses, 
cattle, seeds, farm implements 
and merchandise for Indian 
trade. Meanwhile they continued 
to buy land as far north as 
present day Trenton, N.J. and 
southward on the Atlantic. 

They continued on good terms 
with the Indians, but Englishmen 
from the New England colonies 


and leaders of New Netherland 
regarded them as intruders. 

A new era for The colony came 
in 1643 when two Swedish ships 
reached Christina Harbor and 
New Sweden received its first full 
fledged Governor, LI.

Years War. He brought detailed 
instructions concerning the 
economy, legal, military and 
religious activities for the set¬ 
tlement, a document called the 


first constitution of both 
Delaware and Pennsylvania. 

He built a new fortress fifteen 
miles north, also the first church 
and eventually the first law court 
during his ten-year regime. 

Just north of the fortress, a 
village had l>oen founded two 
years earlier by a group of 
disaffected Puritans from New 
England who now took an oath of 
allegience to the Swedish Crown.

His two vital tasks, explains Margery R. Fenerty in "West 
Dedham and Westwood - 300 Years" were to drum "Yankee 
Doodle" as the troops marched up the hill and to round up rum and 
water to refresh them between British assaults. 

While the British were considered victors that day, they repor¬ 
tedly lost twice as many men as did the colonists. It was a 
memorable event for impressionable young Steele 

Steele and a young fifer named Leonard Parks of Cambridge 
were probably the first to make the British song "Yankee Doodle” 
a rebel battle tune. 

Steele lived to fight through the entire Revolution from 
Charlestown on. He retired as a Drum Major in 1783 and settled in 
what is now Westwood. He and his wife lived in a house near the 
comer of High and High Rock Streets. His home-town business was 
that of a pump and block maker. 

Bunker Hill Monumnet 

Major Steele was later honored in 1825 by drumming “Yankee 
Doodle" on the same hill in Charlestown when General Lafayette 
dedicated the cornerstone of the Bunker Hill monument. Steele was 
one of the few revolutionary war veterans to make the army a 
career.

Steele died on June 19, 1883 at the ripe old age of 74. He was 
luckier than many fellow countrymen stricken at an early age with 
such common fatal maladies as “consumption”, better known as 
tuberculosis, or a mortal battle wound. 

He is buried in Westwood Cemetary, where his gravestone is 
plainly seen near the Pond Street fence. 

Cemetarv 

The cemetary is clearly a historic monument in itself.- 
established in 1752 at the comer of the present Pond and Nahatan 
Streets. The first resident to be bured buried there was John 
Buckmaster. 

Much of the town’s history, and many of its genealogies, can be 
read there, on the graves of the many generations of the same 
families. 

The war effort 

In the struggle for American independence from Mother 
England, the Third Parish of Dedham bore an honorable part in 
furnishing men for the colonial militia and raising money. 

The town provided itself with firearms, but there is no account of 
its separate action at Lexington and Concord, as Westwood's men 
joined with those of the First and Second Districts of Dedham. 

Some Westwoodites in the 20th century now tongue in-cheek call 
Dedham by another name - "East Westwood". 

As opposition to British oppression built up in the early 1770’s, 
local residents of what was no more than a small village gathered 
together to plot the rebellion at local taverns built along the main 
roads. 

The taverns 

The Ellis Tavern, built in 1731, was one center of village life in the 
18th century. Rebuilt after it burned in 1887, it is now the Country 
Store on High Street. 

Another main thoroughfare, the current Washington Street, 
boasted Islington's earliest watering place near the East Street 
intersection. That section of town was called Springvale during the 
Revolutionary days. 

Located here was the Blue Hart Tavern, built in 1741. It was a 
favorite “truck-stop” for the rebel troops marching along the 
"Rhode Island Road" as Route 1A was then called. The building is 
now a real estate office. A number of the 18th century farmhouses it 
served can be found around Canton Street. 


Today residents can best ap¬ 
preciate what the town looked 
like at the time of the Revolution 
by visiting the conservation 
areas, uch as Baker Reservation, 
or the swampy open space areas 
along the present Gay Street. 

By 1765 Third Parish statistics 
showed 313 people evenly divided 
between adults and those under 
age 16. composing 54 families and 
living in 43 houses. This was the 
year of the Stamp Act and the 


Liberty Tree Incident in Boston. 

In the explosive years between 
1765 and 1775, Dedham built a 
powder house, encouraged use of 
domestically manufactured 
products only, although that 
meant austerity all around. The 
poeplo did without fancy new 
clothes and agreed not to sip that 
infamous British import, Bohea 
tea. 

Sons ot Liberty 

Area residents also organized a

an eating experience 


local Sons of Liberty group and a 
Committee of Correspondence. 

The Pillar of Liberty was 
constructed near the First Parish 
meeting house. West Dedham's 
Liberty Pole probably was raised 
where Hartford street intersects 
Route 109. This was the site of the 
town flagpole until town hall was 
built in 1911.

Although the 
chief's tribe is now extinct, every 
transfer of the land must still 
include a clause guaranteeing the 
original fish-drying rights 
granted to the Indians when John 
Clark of Brookline bought the 
property in 1688. 

The delightful location is now 
the site of The Mills Falls 
restaurant, which offers classical 
menu entrees such as roast duck, 
veal or chicken cordon blue, and 
veal Oscar. 

The Mills Falls is open Monday 


through Saturday and features 
function rooms for up to 80 , 
private parties for up to 200. The 
restaurant accepts all major 
charge cards.

Tensions continued to rise, and 
representatives from Suffolk 
County (Norfolk County was not 
formed until 1793) reportedly met 
at Woodward's Inn in Dedham, a 
local tavern. 

Suffolk Resolves 
The group met again three 
days later in Milton to write and 
approve the now famous "Suffolk 
Resolves" carried by Paul 
Revere to the Continental 
Congress in Philadelphia Sept. 
14, 1774. 

This past Sept, there was a 
local re-enactment of the Suffolk 
Resolves ride. The original event 
occurred only eight months 
before Revere’s more famous 


jaunt through the countryside 
warning "The British are 
coming". 

Revere had stopped briefly at 
West Dedham's Town Pound on 
the way from Milton before 
heading south on what is now 
Route 109. 

The Resolves led to the first 
Provincial Congress at Concord 
Oct. 26, 1774, where the 

revolutionary plot thickened. 

Mlnutemen 

West Dedham had its hare of 
willing volunteers for the 
Minutemen when duty called in 
1775. David Fairbanks, Daniel 
Draper and William Ellis were 
Captains of West Dedham's three 
companies. 


A total of 69 names appeared on 
the muster rolls. Mrs. Fenerty 
writes that military assignments 
were very casual., 

Some men returned home after 
1 -exmgton, while others joined 
another company and went on to 
Concord, Meanwhile, older men 
became military recruiters and 
helped finance draft quotas. Most 
of the people responded to 
emergencies as needed, then 
returned home to their families. 

Town Pound 

Men returning over Route 109 
from the eastern section of town 
passed the Town Pound, one of 
the oldest in New England. 

In 1700, Lt. Joseph Colburn was 
paid 40 shillings to build the 
enclosure for restraining stray 
animals until their owners paid a 
fine to reclaim them. 

A giant oak tree once stood in 
the center of the Pound, as 
commemorated on the Town 
Seal. The tree fell in the 1938 
hurricane. 

As was expected, the last years 
of the Revolutionary War were 
extremely difficult for West 
Dedham residents, who suffered 
from runaway inflation, scarcity 
of food and constant fear of in¬ 
vasion at Boston, Canada and 
Rhode Island. 

Medical care 

There was a smallpox epidemic 
in Dedham during the 
revolutionary period. 

West Dedham's Drum Major 
Robert Steele caught it and 
carried it with hirn to the Battle 
of Bunker Hill. He was fortunate 
to survive

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Television station WCVB is vigorous pacesetter 


NEEDHAM — In the short time 
it has been on the air, WCBV-TV 
clearly has established itself as a 
vigorous programming innovator 
and pacesetter among com¬ 
mercial television stations in this 
country. 

The genesis of this uncommon 
broadcasting enterprise was in 
1963, when Boston Broadcasters, 
Inc. accepted an FCC (Federal 
Communications Commission) 


invitation to apply for Boston's 
Channel 5 license. 

After an historic legal battle 
that reached the U.S. Supreme 
Court, the franchise was awarded 
to BBI, and WCVB-TV went on 
the air March 19, 1972. 

Among the principles on which 
WCVB-TV was founded are 
quality locally-produced 
programming, Tound-the-clock' 
operation, live telecasting, free 


political time, and outside the 
reabn of programming, local 
ownership and the integration of 
stockholders-management in the 
day-to-day operation of the 
station. 

As quoted in its charter, the 
station intends "to avoid the 
error so often associated with 
television — (that) of regarding 
the audience as simply an in¬ 
discriminate mass of viewers.” 

That expressed concern has led 
to unprecedented benchmarks in 
the past four years. They in¬ 
clude: 

More hours (52) of local 
programming per week than any 
network-affiliated station in the 
U.S. 

One of only seven stations 
providing program service 24 
hours a day, five days a week. 

Nearly 100 international, 
national, regional and local 
awards, including a national 
Emmy nomination award and 
other first place awards from the 
NATPE (National Association of 
Television Program Executives), 
Atlanta International Film 
Festival, Ohio State, ACT (Action 
for Children's Television), San 
Francisco State, Scripps- 
Howard, American Medical 
Association, United Press In¬ 
ternational, Hollywood World 
Festival, and Radio-TV News

Here comes Grossman's: a new 


fleet spreads the message 


Here comes Grossman’s . . . 

This phrase, familiar to five 
generations of New Englanders, 
and now known coast to coast, 
describes Grossman's 80 year old 
lumber and building materials 
company, a division of Evans 
Products since 1969. 



the help of his four sons, Reuben, 
Jacob, Joseph and Sidney, he 
established the business that by 
1929 had grown to the point where 
the Quincy store became the 
center of operations. 

In 1929, the second branch, 
forerunner of the present day 152- 
store chain, was opened In 
Billerica, followed shortly 
thereafter by branches in 
Taunton, Malden and Fitchburg. 

The horse and wagon that once 
served the company grew into a 
fleet of orange trucks that spread 
the message “Here comes 
Grossman’s . . . Everything to 
build with" as they rumbled over 
the highways and byways 
carrying merchandise to and 
from the branches that increased 
in number with each passing 
year. 

Mike Grossman, whose older 


brother, uncle, father and 
grandfather preceded him as 
president, points out that in the 80 
years the company has been in 
business, innovations have been a 
key to success. For instance, the 
firm introduced to home owners 
and contractors the concept of 
one-stop shopping for materials 
with which to build, remodel and 
repair. It was one of the first in 
the industry to extend credit to 
home owners. It originated ‘‘do- 
it-yourself’’ as a means of 
combatting the business 
depression of the 1930’s, and 
conducted the world’s first Do-It- 
Yourself Home Fix-up School 45 
years ago in the Quincy store.

SHARON — Sharon Box and 
I.umber at 216 North Main St.

The company is now a major 
wholesale industrial lumber 
distributor of eastern white pine, 


but when the company was 
established in 1856, wooden boxes 
were its big business. 

Sharon Box and Lumber has 
progressed from that first one- 
story water-powered grist and 
sawmill to a large plant which 


supplies lumber from the mills of 
New Hampshire. Forty workers 
are now there to serve you. 

Back in 1864, Morse Bros, of 
Canton was the company’s 
biggest account, depending on 
Sharon Box and Lumber to 


supply boxes for "Rising Sun 
Stove Polish." 

After a fire destroyed the mill 
in 1908 it was rebuilt and con¬ 
verted from water to steam 
power.

DEDHAM - Since 1896 four 
generations of the Geishecker 
family have served the clothing 
and fashion needs of Dedham 
residents. 

When East Dedham was called 
Mill Village before the turn of the 
century, J. Adam Geishecker 
opened his clothing store with the 
mill workers necessities in mind. 
At three separate locations, 
Geishecker's dealt in work 
clothes, piecegoods and shoes. 

Toward's the end of the 1920's, 
Frank J. Geishecker took over 
the family business and opened 
the Dedham Square store.

A place in history for 
Dedham Bike and Leather 


DEDHAM — When you walk 
into the Dedham Bike and 
leather Co. in Dedham Square, 
you're walking into a part of the 
town's history. 

The building at 403 Washington 
St., housing the bike shop run by 
Jim Donovan, is the oldest wood- 
frame structure still standing in 
the Square. 

The gasoline pumps outside are 
remnants of the first service 
station in the Square. The 
decaying brick ovens were used 
when the building was a bakery. 

Before ten-speed bicycles were 
even dreamed of, the shop made 
saddles and other leather goods 
for the U.S. Cavalry. Some of 


these artifacts still decorate the 
shop. 

Manager Jim Donovan is a 
health and physical education 
graduate of Boston University 
and carries on the business that 
began in 1902 and was run by his 
father-in-law since 1934. 

Donovan recently expanded the 
shop to twice its original size and 
specializes in the oldest and 
newest names in bicycles. The 
store is also the only one in the 
Dedham area that repairs 
luggage and other leather goods. 

Three full-time mechanics are 
on duty to help customers 
maintain their bikes in good 
working order, Donovan noted.

Dedham could expell 


1976 

'unworthies' 


Were you "fit’' to live in 
Dedham? In 1765, Dedham still 
maintained a century-old 
tradition of exclusiveness, Town 
by-laws gave selectmen the 
right to expell anyone deemed 
unfit, an authority it used in the 
darker days of the American 
Revolution. 

By the year 1765 Dedham was 
not a new or frontier town by any 
stretch of the imagination. In 
fact, any disruption, planned or 
otherwise, to its political, social 
or religious structures would 
have been disastrous. 

Dedham had been in existence 
as a political unit for at least 120 
years and its inhabitants, 
totalling almost 2000 persons, 
were comfortably entrenched in 
a close-knit society that was 


highlighted by an exclusion of 
anything not Anglo-Saxon and 
Congregationalist. 

Several negroes did reside in 
the town and town records of the 
period even mention that "some 
were free " 


"gave the selectmen the 
authority to expell 
anyone deemed unfit" 


On the whole, however, entry 
into the society of Dedham was 
extremely difficult, although not 
entirely impossible. Like its 
sister towns throughout the royal 
province of Massachusetts 
Dedham was set in its ways and 
thoroughly jealous of its ac¬ 
complishments. 


It did not suffer, however, from 
a lack of ideas though. Again, like 
the rest of Massachusetts, 
Dedham was alive with 
discussion and philosophy, 
especially within the confines of 
its taverns which served as 
waystations on the post roads 
between Boston and Providence 
and Hartford. 

In its position as waystation, 
Dedham was constantly in touch 
with its sister communities 
throughout the colony and that 
relationship "was sufficient to 
maintain a balance of ideas." 

Dedham was one of the largest 
inland towns of the colony and it 
was very much allied in interest, 
especially commercial, to the 
seaport of Boston 

Its populace was concerned 


mostly with farming wheat and 
corn which wa sold on the streets 
and in the markets of the capital 
only 12 miles away. 

The people were very much 
self-sufficient, in fact there was 
no need for a store in town until 
1777. Necessities were purchased 
in Boston by the farmers after 
they had sold their own crops to

the merchants of that bustling 
metropolis. 

After farming, the main oc¬ 
cupation, at least of the men, was 
tavern-going. The most popular 
inn in town was situated at what 
is now the intersection of High 
and Ames streets where the 
Registry of Deeds building now 
stands. 

This, the Ames Tavern, and 
later the Woodward Tavern, was 
the most popular in town and was 
the birthplace of Dedham's first 
congressman, Fisher Ames, 
namesake of the public school 
now situated on Washington 
street. 

There was a small hospital in 
town which was to become quite 
overtaxed by a smallpox 
epidemic during the Revolution. 

Several citizens were 
graduates of Harvard College in 
Cambridge and there were 
several teachers in town, mostly 
of the itinerant type. Dedham

William Carter Company 
began in a country kitchen 


NEEDHAM—William Carter 
irrived in New York on January 
!8,1857, after a wearisome 52-day 
[trip from his native England. He 
left his young wife behind to 
Establish himself in America. His 
fash assets included but a few 
shillings over and above his 
passage money. 

His most valuable asset was 
the experience he acquired in the 
intricate processes of knitting, 
which he learned as a schoolboy 
at his Grandfather’s knitting 
machine manufacturing shop in 
lEngland. 


The beginning of The William 
Carter Company was in the 
country kitchen of his Highland- 
ville home in 1865, now Needham 
Heights, where he made his first 
cardigan jacket. He received his 
asking price of $45,00 per dozen, 
netting a then handsome profit of 
$5.00 per dozen. 

In 1870, operations moved from 
his kitchen to the first shop built 
specifically for manufacturing. 
Two or three years later, en¬ 
tering into a partnership of short 
duration, a newer and larger 
plant was added on this site. 


But following the money panics 
of the times, Carter, with his 
house, factory and machines 
heavily mortgaged, retained his 
interest and enjoyed subtantial 
growth in both volume and 
diversification of products. 

In 1899, Carter's took a bold 
step. In an effort to increase sales 
and build up a brand loyalty, the 
decision was made to bypass 
jobbers and to sell directly to 
retailers. 

This move proved to be 
profitable, and Carter's entered a 
period of vigorous growth. In

1901, the Carter Company of 
Maine was established due to the 
necessity of increasing 
production. 

The new plant was managed by 
William Carter's two sons, 
William H., who became Vice 
President in the new corporate 
setup, and Horace A., who served 
as Treasurer and Clerk. Soon 
after, a greater production 
capacity was urgently needed, 
and in 1909, the Springfield 
Knitting Company, its assets and 
personnel were absorbed by the 
rapidly expanding William 
Carter Company. 

By 1915, all five sons were 
active in the business. 

The most recent two plants to 
become a part of the Carter 
complex are located in Harlingen 
and Raymondville, Texas. 

The 70,000-square-foot 
Harlingen plant opened in April, 
1974 and the Raymondville plant 
became operative in July, 1974.

was the site of the first public 
school in the United States and a 
•ablet to that effect still stands on 
the green in front of the First 
Church, Unitarian. The school 
was established in 16-14 and, 
although allowed to fall into 
disuse, by the time of the 
Revolution it had been restored 
and served as the educational 
foundation for most of the youth 
in town. 

Because of its location, 
Dedham also constantly received 
newspapers and a constant flo-.v 
Of news out of Boston and New 
York. It had a historical 
background Ihal gave its 
residents a unique understanding 
of the philosophical issues of the 


struggle which was about to take 
place. 

First of all, the town had sent 
many of its men to fight in the 
struggles of the colonies with the 
French and Indians. 

These men had had a chance to 
meet and in many cases actually 
live with French Catholics, a 
group the colonies would later 
ask for aid in their struggle with 
Britain. 

Secondly, the Church, in this 
case the Congregational Church, 
was losing its hold over the 
people. In fact, even civil 
marriages were being recorded 
in town records. 

The church's ministers were to 
become outspoken critics of 


Britain's policies in regard to the 
colonies, but their hold over the 
people had diminished to the 
point where, even if they wanted 
to. they could not have prevented 
Dedham's 337 men from mar¬ 
ching to I^xington and Concord 
when the alarm was sounded on 
April 19. 1775. 

The town had also developed, 
since its founding, along the 
traditional lines of the town 
meeting - selectmen 
arrangement, a situation which 
exists to this day. 

The town meeting met in 
January. March and May at the 
beckoning of the selectmen and 
at other special times as deemed 
necessary.

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Newton residents vowed not to pay

NEWTON — A quarter of the population fought in the American 
Revolution, and every person in the town signed an oath vowing not 
to pay a tax on tea. 

The revolutionary spirit in Newton, a community of 1400 then, was 
burning full flame 10 years before the first shots were fired. 

Newton was the home of the Jacksons. Fullers. Wards. Eliots. 
Parkers. Wiswalls. Woodwards, Hammonds. Halls and Hydes, 

Newton was the home of heroes at Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
compatriots of Sam Adams and Paul Rever, participants in the 
Boston Tea Party. Newton was the birthplace of a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence 

It had ceased to be a part of Cambridge almost 100 years before, 
becoming Newtowne in 1691. The first schoolhouse was in 1699; 
the first School Committee appointed in 1706. 

The town had a common in Newton Centre "bounded on the west 
by the Dedham road and containing three acres of land." 

The other training field, for the West Newton Company, was in 
Newtonville. 

The town's first meetinghouse ■ church i was near the middle of 
the old cemetery on Centre Street and Is marked by the marble 
column erected in memory of the first settlers. 

Newton was a community of sprawling "farms." The Hyde farm 
was Newton Centre; the Jackson farm stretched from the Newton- 
Brighton line to Newtonville. Newtonville was part of the Fuller 
farm. The Hammond farm was in Chestnut Hill, while the farms of 
the Wiswalls and Woodwards stretched from Newton Centre into 
Waban. John Pigeon's farm was Auburndale. 

Mills began operating in Newton Upper Falls beginning in 1666 
with John Clark. Business by water power began in Newton Lower 
Falls in 1704 with Jonathan Willard's iron works. 

Judge Fuller had a mill on his farm, and General Jackson had 
two, a grist mill and a chocolate mill. 

John Marean, who died in 1788, kept the hotel at the junction of 
Centre and Boylston streets. In Auburndale, patriots gathered at 
the Whitlemore Tavern Oakes Angier kept a public house in 
New ton Corner.

Town Meeting records show debates about the meetinghouse, 
including a lengthy one on abolishing the traditional, archaic 
seating arrangements in the church. 

In 1764, the West Newton meetinghouse was built. 

The people petitioned the Town Meeting for funding for years, but 
the stubborn town fathers refused to recognize the church. Finally, 
in 1778. the General Court, over the objections of the town, granted 
West Newton the right to be an independent parish. 

But in 1765, despite other disputes. Newton became a community 
of one mind. Collectively, attention turned to the "oppressive” acts 
of the British. 

The inexorable march to independence was underway.

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The Stamp Act 

On Oct. 21. 1765. Newton went on record by voting to instruct its 
representative to the General Court. Abraham Fuller, that the 
people of the town -'regarded the Stamp Act as an unconstitutional 
tax, laid upon the Colonies without their consent, in opposition to 
the standing maxim of English liberty: 'no taxation without 
representation.'" 

That was 10 days before the Stamp Act. which caused riots in 
Boston, was to go into effect. 

By the Town Meeting of 1767, the inhabitants were on record as 
being in favor of doing everything possible to use goods 
manufactured in the Colonies. They went so far as to vote 
unanimously not to wear any gloves at funerals unless they were 
made here. 

In January. 1772, they took another step and appointed a com¬ 
mittee consisting of Edwar Durnant, Charles Pelham, Alexander 
Shepard. William Phillips and Noah Hyde “to consider and report 
what it may be proper for the Town to do, relating to the present 
unhappy situation of the country." 

The committee returned with resolutions that abhorred taxation 
without representation, encouraged people to speak out against 
arbitrary measures, and recommended that no civil officer should 
be dependent on the Crown for support and suggested Rep. Fuller 
work to get judges off the Crown payroll. 

In March. 1773, another committee was appointed to draft "such 
measures as they think best for the Town to adopt in this 
emergency." 

An even bigger committee was appointed to deliberate and ad¬ 
vise the town on what it should do "as to the expediency of leaving 
off buying, seing or using any India tea." 

On Jan. 6, 1774, a strongly worded resolution was presented 
saying the duty voted by Parliament on tea “is a fresh attack on our 
rights, craftily planned by a few of our inveterate enemies in the 
ministry, in order to establish a tax on us, plainly contrary to the 
constitution of England itself . . ." 

It was then recommended the citizens of Newton sign an oath 
vowing "they will not buy, sell, nor use. and India tea until the 
duties are taken off ..." 

Everyone signed.

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Norwood struck for independance 


NORWOOD - The spirit of 
independence that stirred 
Norwood into becoming a town 
in 1872 was already apparent at 
the time of the Revolution. 

At that time of the war, 
"Norwood’’ was known as South 
Parish, a section of Dedham. 

The ten and a half square miles 
that make up this community 
were carved out of the towns of 
Dedham and Walpole in 1872. 
Norwood at that time numbered 
1,825 souls, better than four times 
the number of people who lived in 
the village of South Dedham 
when the nation was born. 

To go back to the beginning, 
when the sole occupants were 
Indians who found the territory 
good for hunting and fishing, the 
land lying between Dedham 
Center and East Walpole was 
fairly open wilderness. Its set¬ 
tlement by the white man 
probably would have come years 
later had not the Dedham 
inhabitants who tilled the soil for 
sustinence complained that Ezra 
Morse's grist mill was depriving 
them of much of the waters of 
Mother Brook that were needed 
for crops. So the Dedham town 
fathers dangled an offer of 40 
South Dedham acres in front of 
Ezra, which accounts for his 
relocating on Hawes Brook where 
he built a sawmill in 1678. History 
records that it was around this 
mill that the village that was to 
become Norwood sprang up. 

Ezra is credited with building 
the first dwelling in Norwood, a 
saltbox that stood atop Morse Hill 
in South Norwood, or Tiot, until 
1868. The sawmill attracted other 
settlers who created farms in the 
lush countryside. By 1730 some 50 
families were located in South 
Norwood, while the rest of 
present day Norwood remained 
virtually unpopulated for the next 
75 years. 

In those days it wasn't easy for 
those in the south sector to go into 
Dedham Village, which they 


were required to do once a week 
on Sunday to attend church 
services. Travel was limited to 
the old Pequot Trail which set¬ 
tlers called Sandy Valley Road, 
which was nothing more than a 
rough pathway. The community 
was pretty much self contained in 
those days and there was no need 
to travel abroad for things with 
which to carry on the simple life.

But there was one demand 
upon these people to hit the slow 
and sometimes dangerous trail to 
town and that was to attend 
Sunday services at Christ Church 
in Dedham. 

According to the town history 
published in connection with the 
centennial, the spirit of in¬ 
dependence was evident in South 
Dedham, as well as the other 
districts of Dedham, in the early 
1700’s. With opposition mounting 


to the long trip for church ser¬ 
vices. a proposition was put 
before the town of Dedham in 
1717 to free those living in the 
southerly sector from paying the 
church lax. In response to this 
request, the estates of those 
living near the old sawmill at 
what is now the junction of 
Washington and Clapboardtree 
streets, and those living five 
miles from the Dedham meeting 
house were freed from the 
ministerial tax, provided they 
paid their tax wherever they 
went to church. 

Religious services were held as 
early as 1722 in private houses in 
the southerly part of Dedham. 
For those living in what is now 
Norwood, services were initiated 
in 1726 at the home of Nathaniel 
Guild. 

Although they gained some 
privileges, the people in the 
outlying districts were still not 
content. There were various 
petitions submitted during this 
lime, including those for the 
establishment of separate 


parishes or precincts, the moving 
of meetinghouses to more central 
locations, and to have ministers 
supported by the town. There was 
even one suggestion that the 
southern half of Dedham be set 
up as a separate township. The 
answer to all these requests was 
in the negative for several years. 
But in 1728 Dedham officials 
expressed a willingness to 
cooperate and were backed up by 
a vote of the town.

In 1730, petitions were 
presented to the Massachusetts 
General Court requesting that a 
parish be formed out of the 
southerly part of Dedham, as 
well as that part of Stoughton 
west of the Neponset River. The 
General Court approved the 
petition on October 8, 1730. 

The first parish assembly was 
conducted at Ellis Tavern on 


Washington Street on October 22 
of 1730. The initial parish 
meetings and Sunday services 
were also held there. Two weeks 
later a gathering assembled at 
the home of Nathaniel Guild near 
the site of the present First 
Congregational Church. At that 
meeting it was voted to ap¬ 
propriate 50 pounds for preaching 
expenses, a committee was 
named to secure a minister for 
six months, with meetings to be 
held for three months at Ellis 
Tavern and three months at Mr. 
Guild’s home. It was also voted to 
start collecting materials for a 
meetinghouse. 

A controversy arose about this 
time as to the location for the 
meetinghouse. It was thought 
best to follow the recom¬ 
mendation of the General Court 
and let a committee from that 
body decide. The committee 
viewed four sites and then or¬ 
dered the inhabitants to hold a 
special meeting on June 21, 1731, 
to pick one of the four locations. It

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NORWOOD — from page 22 
was voted to build on the south 
end of the common land. But 
some had a change of heart and 
the wrangle started anew. It was 
finally decided to build on the 
common land and a committee 
was named to try to buy the frame 
of a meetinghouse that the 
inhabitants of Clapboardtree had 
already started in their district. 
But no deal could be made and 
after a year a church structure 
was started near the present-day 
intersection of Nahatan and 
Prospect Streets just half a mile 
from the Clapboardtree site. Two 
meetinghouses were then un¬ 
derway in the same parish, and 
when it was impossible to reach a 
compromise the matter once 
again went before the General 
Court. It was decided that the 
residents of the Clapboardtree 
estates revert to Dedham proper 
and the others remain in the 
South precinct. Within two years 
West Dedham (now Westwood) 
was set off as a separate parish 
and the controversy was settled 
for all lime. 

No sooner had the General 
Court handed down its decision, 
work began on a centrally located 
meetinghouse which occupied a 
spot on the site of the present 
Morrill Memorial Library. Rev, 
Thomas Balch accepted a call as 
die first minister. His was to be a 
long and influential ministry. 
According to Marguerite 
Krupp's "living history" of 
Norwood published in the official 
Centennial chronicle, the years 
between the founding of the South 
Parish and the Revolutionary 
War proved to be busy ones. The 
parish got its first schoolhouse in 
1740 In 1741 the Old Burying 
Ground was given to the parish 
by Captain Ebenezer Woodward. 

War touched the village when 
six of its inhabitants were called 
to serve in British Army cam¬ 
paigns in the West Indies and all 
succumbed to mortal illnesses 
that plagued the troops. In 1745, 
ten men from the South Parish 
fought against the French during 
theSeige of Louisburg and all but 
four lost their lives. Among those 
who survived was Rev. Thomas 
Balch. 

Again in 1745 the settlement felt 
the effects of war when Captain 
Kliphalel Fales led a company of 
soldiers through the wilderness to 
engage the French and their 
Indian allies near I,ake George, 
New York. 

Some 64 South Dedham men 
took part in the prolonged 
colonial wars of an emerging 
nation. 
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As to the revolution itself, 
South Dedham was not a bat¬ 
tleground but more than 60 brave 
souls responded to the shot heard 
round the world and fought 
gallantly in the struggle for 
freedom. Those who didn't go off 
to fight the Redcoats bravely 
bore the human sacrifices and 
suffering related to the conflict 
and paid the increased taxes and 
filled the frequent requistions for 
the Continental Army. 

The war touched all" of the more 
than 400 citizens who lived in the 
village between 1775 and 1783. So 
far as can be learned, the com¬ 
munity was solidly behind the 
revolutionary movement. The 
British cause had some sym¬ 
pathizers in other communities, 
including Dedham itself, but 
there is no evidence of any of this 
sentiment in the South Parish. 
Loyalists, which was the name 
applied to British partisans, were 
more apt to be found on the large 
rural estates, of which there were 
none in Norwood, and in the cities 
and towns along the coast where 
trade linked them to the British 
Empire, such as Boston. Salem, 
Newport and Providence. The 


less affluent, who had little to lose 
through revolutionary moves, 
lived mainly in the rural com¬ 
munities away from the big 
seaports. Thus the revolution 
found ready followers in the poor 
farmers of South Dedham. 

The most famous of this 
community's patriots was the 
man on the town seal, Captain 
Aaron Guild, about whom much 
was said during t)ie Norwood 
Centennial observance in 1972 
and whose name was further 
perpetuated by the recent 
dedication of the Aaron Guild 
Elementary School in Norwood. 

Every Norwoodite has a 
mental picture of Aaron Guild 
busily engaged tilling his land 
behind oxen and plow across the 
road from his house when word 
arrived here by messenger of the 
Redcoats' clash with the 
Minutemen. According to legend, 
Aaron left his plough and oxen 
standing in the field, grabbed his 
rifle and tri-corner cap, and 
galloped off for the scene of 
action, arriving in time to fire on 
the retreating British at 
I.exington. He was then 47 years 
old. Attesting to this bit of history 


so symbolic of the spirit of 
revolution then- prevailing is a 
commemorative stone which 
stands today in front of the 
Morrill Memorial Library on 
Walpole Street. 

Guild's farm was on the site of 
the Walpole Street residence of 
the late Howard Plimpton. 

Major Guild was a fourth 
generation descendent of 
Dedham proprietor John Guild. A 
lifelong resident of South 
Dedham, he was born here in 
April of 1728 and died February 3, 
1818, in his 90th year. 

Next to his role in the 
Revolution, Captain Guild is 
probably best known for having 
had three wives. 

As to his military career, 
Aaron Guild was commissioned 
an ensign in 1785 in a regiment of 
fool, and was promoted later to 
captain and then major. During 
the Revolutionary period he held 
several titles. He was on the 
Coimnittee of Safety in 1774 and 
in 1775 was a Muster Master. 

The following account of the 
life of the man on the

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West Roxbury: home of merchants, farmers 


WEST ROXBURY - Two 
hundred years ago, West 
Roxbury was still Roxbury. The 
residents of the area were well- 
to-do farmers. 

Also making up the sparse 
population of West Roxbury at 
this time were the summer 
homes of wealthy Boston mer¬ 
chants, many of whom engaged 
in the China trade. 

As a matier of fact, the 
residents of this area would not 
have told you, had they been 
asked at this time, that they lived 
in West Roxbury at all, as this 
section was still part of Roxbury, 
the parent town, which was 
settled in 1630, the same year that 
saw the beginning of Boston. 

Newton was settled in 1G33 or 
1634, Dedham in 1636 and 
Brookline about the same time. 

Dorchester began about the 
same time as Roxbury, each little 
cluster of houses slowly in¬ 
creasing to the dignity of a 
township. But they had a feeling 
of being crowded as they spread 
rapidly outward. The town of 
Dedham was settled by people 


from Watertown who said they 
were being too crowded. 

As early as 1776 the people of 
the end of the town, including 
Jamaica Plain, sent a petition to 
the General Court, -asking to be 
incorporated as a separate town 
under the name of Washington. 
But the lower end objected to it so 
strongly that the petition was not 
granted. The effort was made 
again in 1811, and still later, but 
without success.

Finally in 1851, this part of 
town, including Jamaica Plain, 
was set off from Roxbury under 
the name of West Roxbury, which 
change coming as it did in early 
summer, was made an occasion 
of great rejoicing, by the firing of 
cannon, bell ringing, speeches 
and fireworks. You can be 
assured that the taverns were 
well patronized, also. 

Until West Roxbury was in¬ 


corporated the entire section of 
from the old town Jamaica Plain 
to Dedham was known as 
Jamaica End or Spring Street. 
The inhabitants of this part of the 
town were nearly all farmers the 
few others following mechanical 
pursuits, necessary to an 
agricultural community. There 
was a wool pulling and dressing 
establishment on Centre street. 

What was known as West 
Roxbury Village extended from 
what was formerly called South 
Street, now Roslindale, for a 
distance of nearly two miles to 
the Dedham line. Almost all of 
the houses were on the main 
street. The few side streets 
existed only for the purpose of 
reaching farms or adjoining 
towns. 

If the region had not abounded 
in rocks, it would not have been 
named Roxbury, originally 
"Rocksbury.” It it had not been 
bounded by the winding Charles 
River, it would have extended 
many miles to the west, instead 
of being cut off at the end of eight 
miles.

In 1706 some 45 men “at the 
We3t End of Roxbury towards 
Dedham," commonly called 
“Jamaica End and Spring 
Street;" on ac’count of their 
great distance from the meeting 
house and "the great travail and 
lime going and returning, prayed 
the General Court to be made a 
separate precinct, to be freed 
from taxes for the old parish and 
for aiding in building a (new) 
house." 

"prayed the General Court

Nothing came of this petition. 
So without waiting for permission 
they set to work, built a meeting 
house and formed a 
congregation. 

After a great deal of further 
pleading with the General Court, 
the group was allowed to go 
ahead and the Second Church of 
Christ in Roxbury, consisting of 
18 members, formerly belonging 
to the First Church of Christ in 


Roxbury, was gathered together 
on Nov. 2, 1712, and the Rev. 
Ebebezer Thayer of Boston was 
settled over them as their first 
minister. 

In the earlier Colonial davs 
there were two roads leading to 
the north and west from Rox¬ 
bury. One now called KoxDury 
street, led to Brookline and from 
there to Cambridge, Salem and 
the north; the other, Centre 
street, leading to Dedham and 
from there to the Providence 
Planations and the Connecticut 
River settlements. 

At the junction of Centre and 
Spring streets, referred to as 
Cass's Comer because of the 
large Cass farm, a stone, 
called the Parting Stone, was 
erected in 1744 by Paul Dudley, 
as a guide to set travelers on 
their proper course. 

So the early settlers who 
wanted more land started 
westward over the one solitary 
road towards Dedham and many 
settled in the Connecticut Valley, 
which today has more descen¬ 
dants from old Roxbury stock 
than Roxbury itself.

the spirit of '75

NORWOOD — At a most ap¬ 
propriate time of Bicentennial 
looking back, an interesting fact 
has come to light which involves 
a descendent of "The Man on the 
Town Seal", George Boyden who 
died in 1961. 

So far as can be determined, 
the story is unknown in the First 
Congregational Church which 
was founded in 1736 with help 
from Aaron Guild. 'Hie scene on 
the seal depicts Guild, musket in 


hand, leaving his farm plow and 
oxen in time to fight the 
retreating British in 1776. 

It was part of this same farm 
land which he, as "one of the 
flock", gave on which to erect the 
first “Meeting House" by the 
little band of Pilgrim descen¬ 
ders who came to this area and 
founded Norwood's first religious 
society as well as its first 
citizen's organization of any kind. 

The story of the seal comes 
from a treasured possession of

the Boyden family, a handwritten 
letter dated April 24, 1902, the 
year George Boyden was a senior 
in High School. The fading, 
fragile piece of paper which ties 
him up historically and officially 
with Norwood as a town, reads: 
Mr. George L. Boyden 
c-o High School, Norwood 
Dear Sir: 

The committee of the 
Businessmen's Association on the 
Town Seal matter have in¬ 
structed me to send you the en¬ 
closed check of $3.00 in 
recognition of the excellence of 
the design which you submitted 
in the contest inaugurated among 
the school children. While the 
first honors in the contest were 
awarded to Miss Ethel Hubbard, 
your design showed such superior 
excellence that it was determined 
to award you a prize for second 
honors. The committee thanks 
you for your interest in the work 
and your creditable production. 
Yours truly, 

James A. Halloran, 
chairman 

As an additional bit of history, 
too, the “Businessmen’s 
Association" came into being as 
a result of a March 1892 Town 
Meeting which appointed George 
S. Winslow (a member of the 
church) to head a group for the 
purpose of trying to introduce 
new business. 

As a result, the Association was 
organized in 1894, Mr. Winslow 
elected president, and the town 
began vital development. In 1913 
the organization became "The 
Board of Trade” and in 1926 "The 
Chamber of Commerce." 

And so, it may be of special 
interest to Norwood's young 
people that a “runner up" 
became an historic and official 
figure in the town.

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School Committee 

Specialist time redistributed 


Despite opposition from the Burr and 
C-arr school parents and principals, the 
School Committee accepted without a 
vote the administration's reorganization 
plan for assigning elementary school 
specialists. 

Starting in September, physical 
education, music, and art specialists will 
be assigned to schools according to the 
size of the school population and number 
of classes in each school. 

The School Committee also approved 
the calendar for the next school year and 
accepted the superintendent's recom¬ 
mendation on reappointments and 
nonreappointments of nontenured 
elementary staff. 

The Committee broke its rules for a 
special meeting Monday night at Bigelow 
Junior High when it allowed public 
participation without previous written 
notice, as stated in its bylaws. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said he can no longer justify the unequal 
distribution of the time of the specialists 


as he had in the past, with some schools of 
approximately the same size receiving 
twice as much time with a physical 
education specialist. 

Fink said he had planned for the change 
to the new distribution previously, but 
claimed it came about more quickly with 
declining enrollment. 

Committee members were upset that 
they heard about the proposed changes 
first through members of PTA's instead 
of the administration. 

Michael LeConti kept questioning 
Superintendent Fink until he admitted 
the changes were made because of 
inequites in personnel distribution in 
previous years. 

Under the new distribution, only 
schools with more than 350 students will 
have a full-time physical education 
specialist, with the smallest schools 
having a person there 0.4-time, with a 
total of 16.4 teachers in the system. 

This year Burr and Carr both have full¬ 
time gym teachers, but will only haw 0.6 


and 0,5 respectively next year. 

The 16.8 music specialist positions will 
be divided among the 23 elementary 
schools by having a full-time person in 
the four schools with over 400 students 
enrolled, and 0.4 positions in the two 
schools with less than 200 projected 
enrollment. 

The 12 art specialists in the system will 
be assigned at 0.8 in the largest two 
schools down to 0.3 at Hamilton which 
will have 128 students next year, plus 
special education. 

The 11 English specialists will each 
spend half of each week in one of two 
schools, with exceptions. 

At Davis School there will be a full-time 
English specialist to boost English skills 
according to the need shown by low test 
scores last year. 

At Memorial and Hamilton schools the 
principals will act as English specialists. 

Charlotte Howard, principal of Claflin 
School and head of the elementary 
principals group, told the School Com¬ 


mittee and the audience of about 170 that 
her group has seen the move toward more 
equity in the system over the past years. 

Mrs. Howard was personally pleased 
with the reorganization since Claflin 
School is one of the four schools that gains 
gym teacher time. 

When Committeeman Paul Ash made 
some numerical comparisons which 
showed alleged inequities in the new 
distribution, Physical Education Director 
Joan Schmidt said the teachers are 
assigned not only by the number of pupils 
in each school, but also by the number of 
classes. 

Ms. Schmidt noted that each school now 
will meet the state law requiring that 
each child gets 90 minutes of gnu a week, 
but in some schools classroom teachers 
will lead the students to fulfill the 
requirement

Billboards in Auburndale and Newton 
Highlands were voted out of existence 
Monday night by the Board of Aldermen. 

Auburndale residents have been trying 
to get rid of the billboard on the roof of 239 
Auburn St. for more than 10 years and 
Newton Highlands residents have op¬ 
posed the billboard at the corner of 
Iincoln and Walnut Streets for more than 
20 years, according to Aid. Carol Ann 
Shea. 

Aid. Shea filed the petition to repeal a 
section of the zoning ordinances that 
allows billboards that have a permit from 
the state Outdoor Advertising Board. 

Now the city will put the OAB on notice 
that it does not allow billboards and under 
state home-rule laws the OAB will refuse 
renewal of permits for the signs. 

Threats by the Donnelly Company that 


compensation will have to be paid it, the 
MBTA ion whose land is the Highlands 
billboard) and the owner of the Auburn¬ 
dale building were discounted by the 
aldermen. 

According to Aid. Shea and John 
Donnelly, who testified at the land Use 
Committee public hearing, the MBTA 
receives only $225 annually from the 
Donnelly Company and the owner of the 
Auburndale building receives $2500 a 
year. 

Taxes on income from the latter would 
be negligible, Aid. Shea pointed out, and 
therefore represent little if any loss to the 
city. 

The Auburndale sign falls under a 
federal highway beautification law which 
requires federal payment of 75 percent of 
removal costs of a billboard within 660 


feet of a major highway. The state is 
responsible for the other 25 percent. 

A total of five billboards in the city will 
be affected by the ban. In addition, a 
large sign identifying a nearby business 
in West Newton would be outlawed, but 
could be made legal through the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Aid. James Miller was concerned about 
the definition of a billboard and worried 
that many people will find themselves 
unwittingly in violation after billboards 
are banned, 

Hie answer, land Use Chairman Eliot 
Cohen said, is that so-called nonac¬ 
cessory signs may be permitted by city 
ordinance.

No concrete ideas on Auburndale

Auburndale residents, besieged by 
development pressures year after year, 
stumbled and failed to come forth with 
concrete ideas at an Auburndale Com¬ 
munity Association forum on land use 
planning last week. With the exception of 
Aid. Terry Morris, participants at the 
March 10 meeting fell into their old roles 
as adversaries, for or against specific 
projects. 

Morris called for land use policy toi 
guide Newton. Otherwise, the ACA 
session, billed as a forum for resident 
input, proved merely another arena for 
politicians to talk and citizens to ask 
questions. 

■'Accelerating urbanization,” common 
to all older neighborhoods in the Boston 
area, is what we are witnessing, bringing 
intense pressure for dense development 
in both Newtonville and Auburndale, said 
Morris. Chairman of the aldermanic citv 
planning committee. 

Petitions for greater density have a 

snowball effect,” as Auburndale 
residents foresaw in the intense com¬ 


mercial use for the proposed Perini 
Corporation office building at Norum- 
bega, Morris continued 
I.and values can be artificially inflated 
by development and cause subdivision of 
large, older homes and lots, Morris ad¬ 
ded. 

Air rights over the Massachusetts

Morris wants to bring affected parties 
together to deal with these questions 
before a crisis occurs. 

The City Planning Committee should 
become a liason between neighborhoods 
and the city, to plan rather than react, 
before proposals come to the I-and Use 
Committee, he added. 

Lack of a Comprehensive Plan, 
mandated by the city charter' along with 
City Planner Charles Thomas’ 
preference for a “fluid plan," contribute 
to land use problems, Morris says. 


Newton should "lay down principles" 
for land use, agreed ACA Board member 
Jack Edmonston. "Look at neigh¬ 
borhoods, see what they already have and 
what they are already doing for the tax 
rate," he suggested. 

On the south side of Newton, people 
complain about traffic of four more cars 
a day from townhouses, and those people 
actually get listened to, complained 
Edmonston. 

"But 90 truck trips a day in Auburndale 
- who cares?" he asked bitterly, referring 
to aldermanic indifference at SCA 
transfer-haul trailers on Commonwealth 
Av. and I-exington St. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell used the oc¬ 
casion to announce his "wholehearted 
support" for Mayor Theodore D. Mann's 
stand favoring the Roxbury—Angier 
School Pairways Program, which the 
School Committee rejected on March 8. 

"Excellence and equal opportunity for 
all - those are the goals we should be 
trying to achieve in Newton," said Mc¬ 
Donnell, President of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

It would be a grievous error and ex¬ 
tremely detrimental for the City of 


Newton to turn its back on the inner city, 
McDonnell continued, urging formation 
of a bi-partisan group in Newton to stand 
up for joint programs like Pairways. 

Mayor Mann warned the ACA group 
that Newton's fiscal situation is bleak. 
Downward adjustments in our thinking 
must take place, he said, citing budget 
cuts that caused the "very unfortunate 
decision in 133 unfunded (city workers") 
positions 

Mann reiterated support for city 
acqusition of Norumbega and Stamford 
St. land. He called location near mass 
transportation a factor in the Manning 
Department’s recommendation over a 
year ago to rezone Stanton Ave. land 
from Residence A to Residence E for a 
life Care Center. 

Three crucial Auburndale sites, 
Stanton Av., Norumbega, and Stamford 
St, were reviewed by ACA Board member 
Michael Bernard, a professional city 
planner. Norumbega awaits certification 
for state and federal funds to purchase 
most of the Perini-owned land north of 
Commonwealth, while developer Michael 
AL'BURNDAI-E—See page 6 


Play conjurs up thoughts of home

Although it is not the policy of the paper 
to print reviews of plays that readers 
cannot see, I must share the shivers I felt 
down my spine as I saw the Meadowbrook 
production of "Arsenic and Old Lace." 

Although the play is set in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., some 200 miles from here, the real 
story transpired halfway between New 
York and here, and the name of the town 
is only a bit removed from Newton. 

Newtington, Conn., the place of my 
birth, is perhaps where the arsenic was 
originally used. 

I take the account from "The Cen¬ 
tennial History of Newington," by Betty 
Baxter, a gracious woman of my former 
congregation whose kind and generous 
words encouraged my writing talents. 

Although the years are not clear, 
perhaps it was in 1910 that Amy T. Archer 
began a "home” for the aged in 
Newington Junction in a house called 
"The Pillars." 

The four pillars on the home built in 
i864 make the comers of a small porch; 1 
know, for I have seen the house that is 
now occupied by college students. 

Architecturally it reminds me of the 
Jackson Homestead, and of another home 
in Newington center where my deceased 
grandmother once lived. If my "gram- 
my" was in that house when she died, 
perhaps I might have suspected arsenic 
as the cause of death. 

Mrs, Arihrr charged new elderly 


residents $1000 to take care of them for 
the rest of their lives. The business 
boomed, and she soon moved to larger 
quarters in Windsor, a town near 
Newington where one can see shade 
tobacco growing alongside Rte 1-91. 

Mrs. Archer became Mrs. Gilligan, but 
I find no record of where Mr. Archer 
went. Perhaps he was one of the 20 ar¬ 
senic tasters. 

Mrs. Baxter relates that a Polish girl 
from Newington was whipped for not 
understanding English by Mrs. Gilligan 
in the Windsor home where she kept 
house. 

When others were present, Mrs. 
Gilligan, was kind to her. 

One day the girl made the mistake of 
going to the forbidden attic from where 
cries were heard and found three 
"hungry, ragged, and cold" old women 
according to Mrs. Baxter. 

When Mrs. Gilligan was gone, the girl 
gave them food, and at their last 
Christmas, the women gave her their 
only valuables for presents — buttons off 
of their clothes. 

The Polish girl was often sent to the 
drugstore for arsenic to combat rats. 

However, the girl never returned to the 
home after the night she heard screams 
from the attic and later saw the un¬ 
dertaker come with a horse and cart 
during the night. 

On May 9, 1916, the front page of the 
Hartford Courant carried Mrs. Archer- 
Gilligan's picture along with a story of 
her arrest. At the age of 41, she may have 
murdered 20 persons, the paper said. 


Unlike the enjoyable performance by 
the entire cast of the Meadowbrook 
production, the real story must have been 
quite gruesome. 

An autopsy was performed in a 
Chesire, Conn., cemetery toolshed a week 
before the arrest to determine that 
Franklin R. Andrews, who had been 
interred for two years, died ot arsenic 
poisoning rather than gastric ulcers. 

The stomach of the deceased was sent 


to Hartford in a bottle and kept by the 
state attorney. 

The articulate performance by the 
students was a real treat to all who saw it, 
as I could tell from the applause 

But the plot, although lightened with 
humor, was spooky. 

But the most spooked person in the 
audience must have been me, for I have 
walked on the doorstep that may have 
been the steppingtone for death.

NRA tries applying 
for funds from HUD 


The Newton Redevelopment Authority 
has switched financing agencies for its 
Newton I-ower Falls housing project, 
applying for funds from the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) instead of 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA). 

Haim Eliachar of Hilon Corporation, 
developer for the project, told NRA 
members at the March 11 meeting that he 
met with MHFA officials and found they 
do not have the funds to help the NRA. 
Eliachar then conferred with Mayor 
Theodore Mann and decided to apply 
under HUD's 221 (d)(4) program, Section 
8 before the March 16 deadline. 

The Authority did not seek HUD funds 
originally because President Richard 
Nixon had put a moratorium on HUD 
housing programs. The Ford ad¬ 
ministration has released the funds. 

HUD can fund the Hilon project 
directly without going through the state 
agency, MHFA, because it is part of an 
urban renewal program, Eliachar said. 
Hilon has notified HUD of its intent to 
apply, and the Mayor sent a letter, so that 
the actual application can be filed after 
the deadline, Eliachar said. 

Hilon hopes for HUD approval by late 
fall, he added. 


Hilon has revised its plans to in¬ 
corporate changes requested by the NRA, 
the Newton Fire Department and HUD. 
Fire lanes have been re-drawn, and a 
buffer row of trees along Washington 
Street, to be planted by the city, are in¬ 
cluded at HUD request. 

According to NRA direction, Hilon 
revised the parking area, broke up the 
solid front fascade of the townhouse 
buildings, and added a buffer of 
evergreen trees to screen the parking lot 
from property on Moulton Street. 

The Authority must obtain permissive 
use from the Board of Aldermen for the 
housing project, but approval is an¬ 
ticipated since the Lower Falls com¬ 
munity is solidly behind the plan. 

Meanwhile, Donald Sutherland, a 
resident displaced by the redevelopment, 
continues to have problems building a 
new house. Sutherland, the last ex¬ 
resident to exercise his right to buy NRA 
land, wants to build on a narrow lot in the 
Moulton St. cul-de-sac. However, ar¬ 
chitect David St. John discovered the 
house he was asked to design doesn't 
conform to Newton setback 
requirements.

The Silver Lake Family 
Nursing Health Center died 
last month at the age of a little 
more than two years, 

Begun in December, 1973, as 
a cooperative venture between 
the Nonantum Women’s Club, 
the Nonantum community and 
the Newton-Wcllesley Visiting 
Nurse Association, the center 
was set up to provide medical 
attention for eople who might 
not want to or be able to go to a 
doctor. 

A nurse-practitioner staffed 
the center every afternoon' 
giving physical examinations, 
screenings, and counseling. 

A conflict arose last August 
between the Visiting Nurse 
Association and the city 
Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices, when VNA director 
Florence Tankevich found that 
some of the city's contribution 
to the VNA was to be used to 
help pay the rent of the 
storefront building at 358 
Watertown St. 

The money' $2960, had been 


held in budget reserve by the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee which had been in-c- 
lincd to- delete any. — city 
contribution. 

Jane Pitt' director of the 
Human Services Department, 
asked that $1800 of the money 
be released to pay the rent so 
that her department could use 
the office during nonclinic 
hours to give residents advice 
on social services. 

About two months later, the 
VNA pulled out of the clinic 
except for an intention to have 
a nurse there on Monday af¬ 
ternoon. 

That intention never 
materialized, according to 
Miss Tankevich this week, 
because when the nurses went 
to the office they found it oc¬ 
cupied by VISTA volunteers 
working in the Nonantum area 
as part of the community 
development program under 
the direction of the city's 
Planning Department. 

The Visiting Nurse 
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Association, Miss Tankevich 
said, moved the clinic to its 
Waban offices at 1589 Beacon 
St. because an analysis of 
attendance showed that clients 
come from all over Newton, not 
just from Nonantum, and 
because the staff was having 
problems with excessive heat 
and cold in the Watertown 
Street office. 

The VNA clinic in Waban is 
open 1-1:30 p.m. every day and 
6-8 p.m. Wenesday and gives 
the same service, Miss 
Tankevich said. 

Miss Tankevich added that 
the VNA is looking for a church 
or other place where it can 
conduct a screening clinic one 
afternoon a week in Nonantum. 

Alice Webber, one of the 
founders of the clinic and 
president of the Nonantum 
Women’s Club, said of the 
closing, "We were never told 
that the clinic was formally 
closed. Naturally, we were a 
little disappointed. We are 
committed to a health service 
in Nonantum." 

The Women's Club had 
provided volunteer help to do 
clerical work and publicity for 
the clinic since before its 
opening. The Nonantum 
Christmas Party Association 
paid the rent for some time. 

Jane Pitt commented that 
the community development 
program, which had been 
asked to provide money to 
continue the clinic, can only 
fund a multiservice center, as 
requested by the neighborhood 
through the citizen par¬ 
ticipation hearings.

Buildings committee 
concludes its duties 


The mayor's advisory 
committee on surplus buildings 
concluded its duties last 
Thursday night when it voted 
to conditionally give the old 
Stearns School building to 
Nonantum as a community 
center. 

If the use as a community 
center is unfeasible because of 
expensive renovations, the 
committee recommended that 
the building be razed and "the 
site graded and landscaped 
and maintained for recreation 
facilities and open space by the 
city.” 

The big contingency in the 
community center plan is 
whether the state board of 
architecture waive the new 
building codes so an estimated 
$550,000 in renovations will not 
be needed before the building is 
used for another use. 

State Rep. Peter Harrington 
made the suggestion of a 
possible waiver of the code in a 
speech that committee 
members later called 
"political" and doubted the 
chances of getting a code 
waiver. 

The five-part resolution 
passed unanimously by the 10 
members present (the com¬ 
mittee has 25 members)' states 
that the building be made into a 
community center if the 
following conditions are met: 

1. That a nonprofit 
organization such as the 
Newton Community Service 


Centers taKe over control of the 
building. 

2. That there is a building 
code waiver received for some 
of the expensive repairs. 

3. That the community- 
services, such as Boys’ Club 
and nursery schools, be 
manned voluntar by the 
community with no additional 
expense to the city. 

4. That a modest annual 
amount of money from the city 
be attained to help pay for 
operating expenses. 

5. That the maximum 
amount of land not needed for 
the use of the building be used 
for recreation purposes. 

Also in the main resolution 
was the stipulation that some 
of the 70,500 square feet in the 
building be rented out as office 
space to cover operating costs. 

Nonantum residents John 
Webber and Margaret Cormier 
spoke to the committee in favor 
of a multiservice center, and 
against any plans for housing 
on the site. 

About 20 Nonantum residents 
in the audience echoed the 
representatives concern about 
the purpose of the advisory- 
study committee since Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann has already 
sta8ted he favors housing on 
the site. 

Only one proxy vote from 
absent chairman Chairman 
Sidney Stogel favored housing. 

Some concern was expressed 
at a previous meeting on the 


Stearns School site that there 
was a deed restriction that the 
land be kept as a park, but the 
only restriciton is that a right 
of way be kept from Watertown 
Street. 

Peabody School 

The committee made a slight 
change in its recommendation 
for the Peabody School and 
Bigelow house site by stating 
the Bigelow house should not 
be “given" to the Newton 
Historical Preservation 
Association. 

The committee otherwise 
kept its previous recom¬ 
mendation that the Peabody 
School be torn dowr. and the 
land divided into 14 40,000 
square foot lots for single 
family homes. 

Newton conservation ac¬ 
tivists threaten to sure the city 
if the Peabody is land built 
upon, claiming that the land is 
now a park and any change in 
zoning would require two- 
thirds vote of both state 
Legislative houses. - 

The Bigelow house will be 
sold to the NHPA to add deed 
restrictions to preserve the 
outside of the building, split¬ 
ting up the inside into four 
condominiums with five acres 
of land surrounding it. 

The other sites which the 
committee will report to the 
mayor on are the old Peirce 
School and the Newton Junior 
College site.

Full house at

Cohen claims millions sacrificed 
by lack of 10-year school plan 


A full house showed up last 
week for Newton’s annual 
Lincoln Day Dinner, despite 
the fact guest speaker John 
Connally was suddenly taken 
ill Tuesday and could not at¬ 
tend. 

The traditional dinner played 
host instead to former Penn¬ 
sylvania governor Raymond P. 
Shafer. 

He took the opportunity to 
plug President Gerald Ford's 
plans for energy self- 
sufficiency and the con¬ 
tinuation of revenue sharing. 

He sounded an optimistic 
note on the state of the 
Reupublican Party and urged 
local Republicans to "reach 


out and bring more peolple into 
the party." 

"Let’s not wake up on Nov. 3 
and find ourselves saying 'if 
only we had joined hands 
sooner, we could have won"" 
Shafer said, m 

The traditional service 
awards were also given to one 
outstanding Republican man 
and one outstanding woman. 

Recipients this year were 
Lester E. Denault and 
Charlotte Thornbury. 

A special presentation was 
made to John L. DiSabato, 
former president of the Newton 
Republican Club, "in ap¬ 
preciation of his untiring ef¬ 
forts in behalf of the group." 


School Committee member 
Robert Cohen estimates that 
the school department may 
have lost up to $10 million in 
state funding because of a 
study that is now almost two 
years overdue. 

Although Cohen and 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink agree that the 
School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau now has very little 
money to work with, Cohen and 
aldermanic Fincance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Sidney Small 
feel the city lost a bundle by not 
sumitting a longrange plan for 
school buildings. 

Superintendent Fink has 
given Cohen copies of 
correspondence with SBAB 
officer John Gorman dating 
back to August, 1974. 


At that time Gorman said he 
received enrollment reports 
and the Nine School Study from 
the’ School Department, and 
said in a letter a month later a 
plan embracing the schools' 
needs for 10 years is needed. 

The focus of the letters later 
is toward Underwood School 
renovations and additions. 
Gorman said in October, 1974, 
that the Underwood project 
may be able to proceed without 
a long-range plan as long as 
redistricting is not considered. 

In later letters Gorman 
makes a stronger com¬ 
mittment to the Underwood 
project which Fink points to to 
support his contention that the 
lack of a 10-year plan did not 
foil Underwood funding. 


However, Cohen maintains 
that Gorman’s committment 
was based on the assumption 
that there would be no 
redistricting considered. 

When Gorman found out that 
redistivshg was being con- 
sirtfitd, Cohen said, funding 
was put aside until a long- 
range plan was submitted. 

Fink feels that a plan will 
take months to complete with 
the full committment of 
Research Director Vincent 
Silluzio and Support Sen-ices 
Director Roy Comeilius. 

The superintendent will ask 
for the School Committee's 
recommendation regarding 
proceeding on a plan at the 
School Committee meeting 
Monday night at Bigelow 
Junior High School.

13 proposals received for 
needed social services 



First Impressions... Are Most Importantl 
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Thirteen proposals for use of 
$25,000 allocated to human 
services in Nonantum, Newton 
Comer and West Newton are 
being reviewed by the citizen 
Social Services Committee. 

Although it appears to be a 
violation of state law, Planning 
Director Charles Thomas this 
week refused to show the 
proposals to a Newton Graphic 
reporter. 

The $25,000 is available as 
part of the $655,000 funding of 
of the first year of the federal 
community development 
program aimed at improving 
the lot of low- and moderate- 
income people 

The proposals were sub¬ 
mitted in response to the needs 
determined by the committee 
on the basis of a public hearing. 

A major criterion for 
eligibility is unavailability of 
federal funding for the 
proposal or dental of federal 
funding. 

Some of the applications and 
proposals may be found faulty 
by that criterion or on other 
grounds. 

Proposals were received 
from a total of nine agencies. 

The Newton Boys’ Club 
wants $5150 for a girls' activity 
program. 

The Newton Community 


Service Centers proposes a 
$5000 day-care scholarship, a 
drop-in center for the elderly 
that would cost $3000, and a 
prevention and counseling 
program for alcoholism and 
delinquency to be called Club 
429 that would cost $14,845. 

The Greater Boston 
Association for Retarded 
Citizens wants $5000 to set up a 
multiservice agency for 
retarded people. 

Plowshare Child Care 
Program Inc., a parent-owned 
and -run program of the 
Education Development 
Center, is looking for $ 6000 . 

Beginnings, a youth program 
in Eliot Church, has asked for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Freeport House, a counseling 
and residential facility for high 
school students, has asked for 
$3775.

public records. 

Thomas said he thought the 
proposals should not be 
published in the newspapers 
until after the Social Service- 
Committee has reviewed tham, 
in order to prevent public 
pressure on committee 
members in favor of one 
proposal over another. 

A 1973 state law makes most 
material received by city and 
state employees “public 
records,” with specific 
exemptions. 

Proposals and bids to enter 
into any contract or agreement 
are exempt only until a public 
opening or until the time for 
receipt of the bids or proposals 
has expired. 

The deadline for the ap¬ 
plications for funding was 
March 11.

DISCOUNT 
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Workshop mulls Angier decision

At a human relations 
workshop planned by the Ward 
School Metco Committee and 
the Newton Human Rights 
Commission about 60 residents 
expressed their wishes for 
changes in Newton they would 
like to see in the next year. 

Although the meeting was 
plannned almost a year ago, 
the main issue on almost 
everyone's mind was the 
recent School Committee 
decision not to join in a 
MetroPairways program with 
Angier School and a Roxburv 
school. 

l-ed by Dan Polk, a Wellesley 
man who has led similar 
workshops for the school 
department , the Saturday 
afternoon workshop at Ward 
School broke into small groups 
of about 10 to discuss the future 


of the city. 

With no limits on what to 
expect in one year’s time, 
various groups said they would 
like to see a broader mix of 
racial, ethnic, and 
socioeconomic groups in the 
city, the end of discrimination 
in housing, and a more in¬ 
formed, less polarized elec¬ 
torate. 

In the area of schools, the 
desires of the groups included a 
more integrated school 
population, more options for 
parents and children to choose 
voluntary programs, and 
helping adults without school 
children and churches realize 
the importance the schools 
play on the future of the city, 
especially the real estate 
values. 

Other areas of future im¬ 
provement listed included 
bringing more pressure on the 


School Committee before it 
dismantles programs that 
work, more emphasis on the 
city Human Services budget, 
more neighborliness,, and 
more equal distribution of 
economic and power decision- 
aking positions. 

Organizers of the meeting 
Ellen Baker and Ellen Bett- 
mann, along with other par¬ 
ticipants, realized that there 
was not a cross representation 
of feelings in the groups' 
although the leaders said they 
made a conscientious effort to 
invite people who they knew 
felt differently than them¬ 
selves. 

Among those invited were all 
School Committee members, 
but none were present. 

Betty Klauber admitted 
toward the end of the open 
discussion that she felt as 
though she was among many 


persons there "sitting on the 
feeling, ‘l,et's go get the School 
Committee!’" 

The group was discussing 
what action it can take toward 
reaching its goals, - 

The suggestion was made 
that the signatures of 50 voters 
on a petition seeking the 
passage of a measure can 
mandate the School to hold a 
public hearing on the matter, 
as the City Charter states. 

No petition was started at the 
Saturday meeting because of 
fears raised by Sandy 
Fleishman that the School 
Committee would criticize 
what may be called political 
action on school grounds. 

Several people at the 
meeting plan to meet Sunday 
night for a private meeting to 
discuss what action they feel is 
appropriate that will not lead 
to polarizing the community.

~acre parcel in Auburndale 
where about 20 units are 
proposed. 

All bids have been let on the 
Authority's Thurston Road 
project in Newton Upper Falls. 
Over 140 firms submitted sub¬ 
contractor bids, which ar¬ 
chitects and staff have been 
reviewing since the March 9 
bid openings. General con¬ 


tractors' bids are to be opened 
this week. 

Mimi Tyler, a Newton 
Highlands NHA tenant, and 
Steve Buchbinder, a Newton 
Centre attorney, joined 
Authority members at the 
March 10 session. Ms. Tyler 
and Atty. Buchbinder are 
designees to the Housing 
Services Commission, an 
agency which will take over 
supervision of NHA housing 
• projects under the new 
Planning and Community 
Development ordinance ef¬ 
fective July 1. 

Other nominees to the HSC 
are Henry Wilson and Donald 
Ferreri current members of 
the NHA. Chairman James 1 
Miller and Leo Karas have not 
been nominated to the new 
Commission. 

In other business, the 
Authority voted to delete $300 
for a plaque and $12,354 for 
kitchen cabinet work from the 
Beaconwood Road project 
account. The plaque will not be 
installed, and cabinet work 
cost less than anticipated. 

The contract for subsidized 
rentals in private housing 
under the state leased housing 
program was renewed for the 
year beginning July 1. Newton 
maintains 17 units under this 
program, at a maximum cost 
of $32,644. 

Miller urged people to attend 
the all-day public hearings of 
the Newton Growth Policy 
Committee, to be held March 
30 from 9:30 a.m. on. Morning 
and afternoon sessions are to 
be in room 3321 at Newton 
North High School. Evening 
sessions are at Spaulding 
School in Oak Hill. 

The Growth Policy Com¬ 


mittee is mandated by state 
law to look at Newton's past, 
current and future growth 
patterns and obtain citizen 
input into the future policy for 
Newton. 


Citizens need to challenge 
the Committee, Miller said, 
with opinions as to whether we 
should have no growth at all, 
faster growth, or something in 
between. 


Rival groups clash at North 


A clash between two rival 
groups at Newton North High 
School broke out last week 
during at least two incidents of 
fights with girls. 

Reports from police and two 
high school administrators do 
not agree in the place of the 
incidents, but one ad¬ 
ministrator said the incidents 
represent a clash between the 
"lakers" and the "Greasers." 

According to Administrative 
Assistant Atwood P. Dunham, 
the lakers are students from 
Nonantum, and the Greasers 
are from West Newton. 

Dunham said the first 
clashes ook place Thursday on 
the fourth floor f the school, 
when two girls "were knocked 
silly on the floor," he said. 

The girls were hit by boys 
who they have not identified, 
and both were found to be 
uninjured when they were 
examined voluntarily at 
Newt n-Wellesey Hospital that 
night Dunham said. 

Th ■ next day near the Beals 
House office Dunham reported 
that one of the girls was ap¬ 
proached from behind by one of 
the same boys. 

• She said, 'I hate you,' and 
then ran off"' Dunham said. 

Another administrator ad¬ 
mitted the facts of what had 
happened were still fuzzy 
because of varying reports and 
rumors, but said the incident 
Thursday was in the Palmer 
House stairwell where a girl 
was beaten up "pretty badly."

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and the second incident was in 
the cafteria Friday morning 
between two girls. 

This administrator did not 
want to be identified because of 
the difficult time sorting rumor 
from fact. 

Administrators and police 
deny all rumors of anyone 
being stabbed at the school, 
and Dunham denied that 
anything happened in the 
cafeteria.

Bay State as bookie 

The State Lottei 7 Commission will be in 
the "bookie" business by the end of this 
month. 

In a few weeks, persons, who now play 
the numbers illegally with "bookies" will 
be able to do so legally at places designated 
by the Lottery Board. 

A person, who "hits" on a number pool 
play, will get a bigger prize on the same 
amount of money in the state-operated 
numbers game than he or she now receives 
from a bookie. 

State officials expect that four-fifths of 
the people now playing the number pool 
illegally, will shift to the state sponsored 
game when it starts. 

It is estimated that $300 Million a year 
has been flowing into the underworld from 
the dimes and quarters and dollars 
gambled in the numbers racket. 

State sponsorship of a rival and legal 
numbers game, in which the prizes will be 
larger, probably will cut many of the 
financial lifelines of organized crime in 
Massachusetts. 

. Whether the underworld will hit back at 
this competition, which will drastically 
reduce its take from the numbers plays and 
could well put it out of the number poo) 
racket, is a matter of some concern and 
speculation. 

Tight security will surround the state 
operation at least at the start. 

The state will operate a numbers play 
daily, just as is now done by the crime 
syndicate. A person wishing to bet on a 
number will go to a State Lottery Commis¬ 
sion Agency to record his wager. Present 
plans provide for allowing bets of from 10 
cents to $10. 

A bettor will list on a coupon the number 
or numbers he or she wishes to play up to 
four digits and the amount he or she desires 
to gamble. 

The coupon will be made out in 
triplicate, with the bettor keeping one 
coupon, the state agent retaining tne se¬ 
cond and the third being sent to the lottery 
headquarters in Braintree. 

After meeting its operating expenses, 
the Lottery Commission will award bigger 
prizes than are now paid in the illegally 
operated numbers racket and then dis¬ 
tribute a substiantial sum to the cities and 
towns. Payoffs will be made every day. 

Plans call for the eventual establishment 
of 2000 number pool agencies throughout 
the state. 

Couriers will collect the slips from the 
agents each day and take them to one of 
four regional offices, from which they will 
be sent to the lottery headquarters in 
Braintree. 

Prizes of up to $100 will be paid each day 
by agents for the lottery. Larger amounts 
will be sent out bv check. 

It sounds like a worthwhile operation—if 
persons in needy circumstances are not 
influenced to gamble money they can't 
afford to lose on the numbers game. 

One advantage the bookies will still have 
is that they visit offices to collect the 
dimes and quarters. Persons wishing to 
gamble on the number which will be drawn 
each night by the State Lottery Commis¬ 
sion will be obliged to visit a lottery agent 
to place a bet. Some may be unable to do 
that. 


Judge Flaschner's error changed history

The unfortunate and untimely death of District Court 
Chief JusUce Franklin N. Flaschncr In Florida, recalls an 
incident at the 1962 Republican State Convention, in which 
Flaschncr was Involve^ that changed the course of history 
in Massachusetts. —' 

Flaschncr at that time was a Newton Alderman and a 
delegate to the Republican Slate Convention which was held 
in Worcester. He was supporting, among others, Elliot 
Richardson who was engaged In a hard fight with Edward 
W. Brooke for the convention endorsement for Attorney 
General. 

That convention was the scene of more hot fights and 
lasted longer than any Republican state conclave in modern 
history. But in the late afternoon the delegates, many of 
whom had fought for the privilege of attending the con¬ 
vention, began to drift away to get home for supper, 
neglecting to fulfill entirely the duties they had sought. 


When the Newton vote was reported in the Brooke- 
Rlchardson fight, Flasrhner challenged It and revested a 
roll call of the delegation which was held at the end of the 
ballot. One member of the Newton delegation had left the 
convention hall after recording his vote with the monitor. 
Flaschncr obviously thought he had supported Brooke. 

On the rollcall, when only those in attendance were 
allowed to vote, Richardson lost one vote. It turned out that 
the missing delegate had voted for Richardson, not Brooke 
as Flaschner assumed. 

Brooke and Richardson finished in a flat-footed Ue on that 
first ballot. Richardson would have won by one vote If there 
had been no rollcall of the Newton delegation and probably 
would have gone on to win election as Attorney General in 
1962 Instead of four years later in 1966. 

Brooke stood at the front of the platform and pleaded with 
his supporters to remain at the convention. He was more 


successful than Richardson in holding his delegates in the 
hall, and he won the convention endoresement on the second 
ballot 

But there would have been no second balk>l if there had 
been no rollcall of the Newton delegation. Richardson would 
have been a one-vote winner on the first ballot. 

Richardson is not one to second-guess a well-intended 
mistake by a supporter. He recommended Flaschner to ex- 
Govemor Francis W. Sargent for appointment to a vacancy 
in the Newton District Court. Subsequently. Flaschner was 
named chief Justice of the state’s district courts by Sargent. 

It was one of the few times a politician was rewarded 
after his mistake had cost the candidate he was supporting 
the convention endorsement, nomination and election. 

Many politicians under the same circumstances would 
have told Flaschner to go stand in the comer. But Elliot 
Richardson is not an ordinary politician. 



Special treatment for Susan Saxe

Self-styled revolutionary and lesbian- 
radical Susan Saxe - facing murder and 
armed robbery charges — is the recipient 
of "special" court-ordered treatment at 
Worcester County Jail which has stirred 
deep resentment among jail officials, 
guards, employees and many inmates. 

A source within the Ill-million concrete 
and steel jail, huddled In the hills of West 
Boylston in central Massachusetts, 
revealed that Saxe makes numerous 
unmonltorcd telephone calls and is 
permitted a parade of visitors far above 
the norm for other Inmates — Including 
one female who signs herself in as 
"Lover." 

Chief Judge Walter Mcl-aughlin of 
Suffolk Superior Court, by offical order, 
vastly expanded Saxe's visiting rights, 
and specified they would be held un- 
supervlsed in the tiny office of the Roman 
Catholic chaplain immediately outside 
the prison chapel. 

Ironically, while granting this highly 
unusual largesse to Saxe, McLaughlin 
wrote in his order that "the security of 
the defendant is the ultimate respon¬ 
sibility of the sheriff of Worcester 
County." 

Understandably, Sheriff Joseph A. 
Smith, ex-FBI executive and highly 
respected law enforcement expert, is 


reported frustrated and unhappy at 
court-ordered interference with his 
jailhouse in behalf of Saxe. 

While rumblings of discontent have 
emanated from the jail since Saxe was 
incarcerated there several months ago, 
the discontent soared when Judge 
McLaughlin greatly expanded the 
number of visitors permitted Saxe and 
specified a locale permeated with 
religious significance. 

Among Saxe's frequent private com¬ 
panions in prolonged sojourns in the 
chaplain's office is Ryma Aronson, with 
whom Saxe boasted she had an on-going 
lesbian relationship when arrested in 
Philadelphia on March 27,1975. They are 
sometimes closeted alone from 2 p.m. to 7 
or 8 p.m. 

When visiting Saxe, Aronson simply 
identifies herself on the official Visitor's 
Book as "Lover” — and then quickly 
hustles into the chaplain's office to await 
her "friend's" arrival! The incongruity 
of the setting — priest's vestments, 
religious books, holy articles — 
seemingly is ignored. 

Aronson is one of seven so-called 
"para-legal" females specifically named 
by Judge McLaughlin as authorixed to 
meet privately with Saxe in the 
chaplain’s office — a fact which outraged 
devout Homan Catholics on the jail staff. 


These meetings are totally private, 
unmonltored and uncensored. 

Six other "para-legal" female visitors 
and Saxe's attqmey, Nancy Gertner, are 
also accorded extensive visiting 
privileges. The other female "para¬ 
legals" who meet privately with the 
prisoner are, variously, a UMass-Boston 
professor, a Harvard I aw School student, 
a Brookline attorney, a Goddard College 
student and two other students. 

Further indication of Saxe’s "special 
status" came February 25th when Jude 
McLaughlin ruled the bespectacled 
prisoner be permitted to make a movie to 
raise a defense fund — something Sheriff 
Smith earlier emphatically denied. 

The judge's order directed that the 
movie be made "In the chapel or some 
other area that would not show aspects of 
the institution," and also ruled it could 
not be previewed by anyone including 
himself. 

Another oddity is that while the judge's 
December 10th order setting up the 
"para-legal" visits specifically excluded 
Sonia Dettman from visiting the jail, 
Dettman is telephoned frequently by 
Saxe. Dettman is the widow of Stanley 
Bond, one of five revolutionaries, in¬ 
cluding Saxe, allegedly involved in the 
1970 bank holdup at Brighton, Mass., in 
which Boston Patrolman Walter 


Schroeder, 41, the father of nine, was shot 
to death. 

It was also learned that Saxe's out-of- 
Jail telephone calls were "ten to twenty 
times" the number made by the average 
inmate. Reportedly, she has made at 
least 150 unmonitored telephone calls in 
the past few months. 

In Saxe's case, the phoning procedure 
is that a matron must dial the number 
given, ask for the designated party — and 
then leave the prisoner in privacy. The 
calls may be made anywhere — to her 
attorney's office, the Combat Zone or 
even to a still-at-large suspect in the case, 
Katherine Ann Power, who, as was Saxe, 
is on the FBI's 10 Most Wanted list. While 
a record of the telephone number called is 
kept, it could be to a public pay phone 
anywhere in the nation so long as a 
person (Power?), previously alerted, was 
there to accept it. 

Small wonder that jail officials are 
concerned about security arrangements 
in the event revolutionaries decide to 
"spring" Saxe from the understaffed 

jail! 

"And yet," said a source at the jail, 
"the judge makes Sheriff Smith 
responsible for Saxe as a prisoner. It’s a 
joke.” It is a state of affairs; however, 
that is no joke at Worcester County Jail.

Saturday 
evening dinner parties are elegant as 
judged by the fare on most tables 
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in a little dream world, largely separated 
from the havoc and insecurity of the 
middle majority of Americans. So they 
meet to support their liberal or ultra- 
liberal candidates in the beautiful homes 
with all the visible symbols of high status 
and robust comfort. Somehow it brings to 
mind the handsome royal couple 
photographed recently at a swank 
European skiing resort while they were 
claiming to be "left-leaning." 

We who live in Newton are the ones of 
whom the angry city dwellers speak. We 
seem to be known everywhere, regar¬ 
dless of political interests, as Die "af¬ 
fluent suburban liberals." 


these days. Young adult children know 
where to go for subsidy. 

And if the upper middle class liberals, 
like their conservative equals, do not 
Imve all of tlie above, then try any three 
or four of the items. That’s not bad! Then 
the liberal leadership talks about 
redistribution of income. Aw, c’mon now! 

The comfortable liberals have a 
shopping list of reforms which do not 
touch home, but which hit heavily upon 
economic changes for oil barons and 
social changes for those of lower income. 
Certainly the day-today operations of the 
latter were not learned by having the 


"common man" as a regular guest at 
those suburban dinner parties. In fact, 
the oil baron would be the better 
prospect. 

Political dilettantism is a great 
exercise. It provides the impetus for 
flamboyant recitations about welfare and 
prisoners, for incantations about the 
inequality among races and between 
sexes, for voices to be raised in 
meaningless abstactions about tax 
loopholes and special interest lobbyists. 

But scratch an upper-middle class 
liberal where his stocks, bonds and 
certificates of deposit lie, attack the place 
where his personal deductions and in¬ 
vestments shield him, tap him where his 
real estate and unearned income give 
him some tax grace, and then listen to the 
cry, "Not here; it’s over there you want 
to look!" 

Ihe upper-middle class liberals live in 
an ideological vacuum that does not let 
them understand the fearful, threatened 
real middle or lower classes any more 
than do their conservative counterparts. 
Yet they shudder when that middle class 
votes its apprehensions rather than 
acquiesces to liberal endearments it does 
not trust. In other words, policies that do 
not make the liberal part of his own 
master plan just spui wheels and fool no 
one. 


Not too long ago a well-known liberal 
candidate was supported by a fat-cat 
benefactor who claimed residency In the 
Virgin Islands, a location for tax 
loopholes. Nowhere in the candidate's tax 
reform program was there any mention 
of closing that escape. Well-todo liberals 
who have used foundations as tax 
loopholes have not been very vocal about 
that change either. Those wealthy 
liberals whose major income is unearned 
speak with great abandon about taxing 
earned income. Parties take on a labels 
and hope for images, but people stay the 
same. 

The truth is that liberals, much as they 
love the word "involved," are Interested 
in reforms in which they distinctly are not 
involved. 

They are no more willing to sacrifice 
money or power than are the other 
political labeled. This, then, may be the 
most telling reason why so many liberal 
programs of the past few years, Including 
those supported by Newton leadersmp, 
have been dismal failures. 

Ihe isolated, comfortable suburban 
liberals do not have to cool their heads out 
of crowded apartment windows on hot 
summer evenings Maybe if they did, the 
yield would be a welcome breath of fresh 
air in their calls for change.

It is apparent from the ac¬ 
cumulation of opinion in your 
last issue that a majority of the 
School Committee is currently 
held in low repute. Even your 
editorial and reportage share 
in expressions of disapproval. 

Your reporter, for example, 
referred to Henry Delicata as 
one who "broke his three-year 
record of rubber stamping the 
positions of Chairman Man- 
dell." That doesn’t speak well 
for if it is true. We are told that 
Mr. Olivierre, Mr. Delicata’ 
representing the "Black 
Citizens of Newton," came up 
with a suggestion that there 
had been an emergence of 
racism and that he received a 
"standing ovation.”

the problem parcel. The NKA is holding 
both lots until Sutherland decides 
whether to seek a variance or buy the 
original lot he chose. 

In other business, Executive Director 
Gerald Early reported that Spaulding 
and Whelan have completed restoration 
of the Baury House at Concord and 
Washington Streets. Spaulding and Slye, 
developers of the commercial section of 
the I-ower Falls Project, report no 
progress to date in acquiring financing to 
build on the second and third lots that 
NRA hopes to sell them. 

The Authority voted to extend contracts 
for administrative legal services for 
state-assisted I/iwer Falls Project with 
the firm Withington, Cross, Park and 
Groden through February, 1977. City 
Planning Director Charles Thomas urged 
this, adding that the new Department of 
Planning and Community Development 
which takes over the Authority's func¬ 
tions on July I will merely assume all 
contracts then in effect. 

Under the reorganization, the Planning 
Department, Newton Redevelopment 
Authority and Newton Housing Authority 


will be incorporated into a new Planning 
and Development Department, headed 
by the Community Development 
Authority. 

That Authority consists of one person, 
current Planning Director Thomas. The 
new Planning and Development Dept, is 
to plan zoning, urban renewal, land use 
and related functions, while a Housing 
Services Commission manages existing 
housing projects. Planning and 
Development will also coordinate future 
development efforts and plan municipal 
improvements, exercising the powers, 
duties and functions of the Housing and 
Redevelopment Authorities. 

Within the new Department are the 
Director (Thomas), a new Planning 
Board, the Historical Commission, the 
Conservation Commission, the Urban 
Beautification Commission, and such 
other boards as may be created. 

Gerald Early now Executive Director 
of N Ft A, will become Director of 
the I-ower Falls Project. 

NRA members Margaret Smith, Cecil 
Cadwell and Carol Robinson have been 
nominated to some of the staggered, five- 
year terms on the new Planning Board, 


as have current Planning Board mem¬ 
bers Stanley Miller and David Lurensky. 
Alternate members, who will substitute 
as needed, so far include Sharon Francis 
and Ernest Siciliano of the existing 
Planning Board, and NRA member Otis 
Robinson. 

The Lower Falls Project Area Com¬ 
mittee has been assured by Thomas that 
the new Planning Board will hold all 
meetings related to Lower Falls in the 
NRA offices on Washington St., in order 
to be accessible to the community. 
I-OPAC must, by law, continue to play an 
advisory role in the project, but the exact 
nature of that role, under the new 
Department, is unknown, 

NRA member Carol Robinson wants 
assurance that I,ower Falls will still have 
input into the Housing Services Board for 
the Lower Falls housing project. 

LOPAC asked the Authority to press for 
cleanup of the vacant land at the end of 
Moulton Street and installation of a six- 
foot cedar fence, which Spaulding and 
Slye reportedly promised to erect.

Michael Bernard, a Stanton Av. op¬ 
ponent of the Life Care Center, asked how 
the needy are served at $350 a room. Rep 
Richard McGrath, a LCC proponent, 
interrupted , attacking Bernard's 
questioning as unfair, and a heated ex¬ 
change ensued until ACA President John 
Harrison ruled both men out of order. 
McGrath later apologized.

Mofenson wants commission 
to study firefighting equipment 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newtonl has 
urged that the legislature 
establish a special commission 
on the equipment needs of 
firefighters. 

Mofenson told thePublic 
Safety Committee that 12,006 
Americans are killed annually 
in fires, 300,000 are injured and 
more than $11 billion in 
property damage is caused. 
"One of the biggest problems 
in fighting fires is the 
firefighting equipment itself," 
he said. 

Mofenson cited data from the 
National Fire Protection 
Associat ion which indicated 
that 20 percent of all firefighter 
deaths can be attributed to 
heart attacks. "Firefighters 
need better designed equip¬ 
ment." he said. "Day after day 


firefighters run up and down 
stairs wearing and carrying 
nearly 80 pounds of equipment, 
often further burdened by the 
weight of persons being 
rescued. Furthermore, there 
are no standard designs for 
equipment. Air packs made by 
one companyoften inhibit the 
use of protective helmets made 
by another,” Mofenson said. 

Mofenson recommended that 
the state also consider 
establishing a fire data system 
as recommended by the 
National Conunission on Fire 
Prevention and Control, to 
collect, centralize, and make 
available information on fires 
and firefighting. "To 
date, there is no single 
agency with a complete 
statewide breakdown," 
Mofenson said.

Mayor Theodore Mannn has 
filed a bill with the state 
legislature to set up a 
Massachusetts energy com¬ 
mission, which would look for 
new sources of energy and for 
more efficient ways of using 
available energy. 

Speaking before the Joint 
Committee on Government 
Regulations last week, the 
mayor explained the functions 
of the proposed commission: 

1 . To study the means of 
making energy available to the 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 

2. To effectuate contracts 
and other arrangements that 
will further the goal of in¬ 
creasing available energy 
supplies. 

3. To oversee the in¬ 


terconnection of public and 
private energy systems and the 
relationship between both 

sectors. 

4. To proceed with con¬ 
struction of energy tran¬ 
smission and storage facilities. 
Additionally, the commission 
will serve as a clearing house 
for information pertaining to 
energy matters within the 
Commonwealth, 

“The capabilities of 
government to pursue on ob¬ 
jective of expansive energy 
production and effective 
conservation is an issue that 
will have a profound impact on 
all citizens and that will 
become increasingly Im¬ 
portant within the next 
decade," the mayor said.

"We appreciate the financial 
problems of the state, but it’s 
clear that local government 
going to be caught in a squeeze 
because of inadequate local aid 
allocations," Mayor Theodore 
Mann, president of the 
Massachusetts Mayors’ 
Association (MMA), said.

The municipal 
organizations, Moore said, will 
make a major effort to take 
their case to the legislature in 
hopes that no further cuts in 


the already slashed local aid 
budget will be made on the Hill. 

The municipal groups have 
asked for a meeting with the 
House and Senate leadership to 
discuss the local aid issues, 
Moore said. 

ScitUBte Town Administrator 
Edward McCann, president of 
the Management Association, 
concluded that the local of¬ 
ficials hope for public response 
to their forecast that will in¬ 
fluence the legislature 
favorably.

of the Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce, complained that "govern¬ 
ment Is interfering too much with 
business in general." 

An amendment offered by Miller to 
extend the effective date of the billboard 
ban to June 1, 1977, was defeated. 

Tlie matter is to be heard by the Out¬ 
door Advertising Board this spring, 
according to Aid. Shea, following which 
the annual permits will be allowed to 
expire. Without permits, the billboards 
will have to come down. 

The vote on the billboard ban was 21 in 
favor, 2 opposed, and one absent. Op¬ 
posed were Miller and Aid. Andrew 
Magni. Aid. Sidney Small was absent for 
the vote. 


State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
has sent to the U.S. secretary 
of state and presidential 
candidates copies of the 
Massachusetts Senate 
Resolution introduced by him 
condemning the United 
Nations action which referred 
to Israel and Zionism as 
racism. 

Backman also sent a per¬ 
sonal letter and a 25 page paper 
written by him setting forth the 
history of Israel and its 
foundations in international 
law. 

Backman called upon the 
secretary of state and the 
candidates for the presidency 
to make it one of their 
priorities to insist that Arab 
nations eliminate their boycott 
of Israel, meet with 
representatives of Israel in 
direct personal negotiations 
and enter into peace treaties 
with Israel. He asked for 
response from each. 

Backman stated in part: It 
was in the land of Israel that a 
Jewish culture developed over 
a period of 2000 years. It was 
here that the basic dream of 
Israel, of Zionism' began; the 
grand concept of one God, the 
unity of all mankind, the basic 
worth of an individual life. 

"With all the talk that is 
going the rounds about Israel 
giving back land, people have 
completely lost of the amazing 
sight attainments of Arab 
nationalism in the last 50 
years. Before World War I, the 
Arab peoples were all under 
the rule of Turkey or other 
foreign powers. Since World 
War I, Arab nations have been 
granted independence in an 


area totalling over 5 million 
square miles. 

"How ironic that these same 
Arabnations and the world find 
it so difficult to allow the State 
of Israel to live in peace within 
an area of less than 10 thousand 
square miles.

ACA to hear talk on 
teaching of reading 


"Why America Still Has a 
Reading Problem" will be 
addressed by Samuel L. 
Blumenfeld, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Branch of the 
Reading Reform Foundation at 
an open meeting of Americans 
for Constitutional Action next 
Monday. 

The meeting of the Eastern 
Massachusetts chapter of ACA 
will be at 8:15 p.m. Monday, 
March 22, at the Newton 
Community Center, ,429 Cherry 
St., West Newton. 

Blumenfeld will explain why 
this country, which spends 
more money than any other 
nation on its compulsory public 
education system, has such a 
high rate of functional 
illiteracy. He says, “It isn't 
that our children can't learn; 
it's that our teachers can't 
teach. It has been estimated 
that only about 10 percent of 
our students ever achieve a 


high level of literacy." 

An authority on reading, 
Blumenfeld is the author of 
several books, including "How 
to Start Your Own Private 
SchooFAnd Why You Need 
One" (1972) and "The New 
Illiterates” (1973). 

A native of New York, 
Blumenfeld is a former first 
reader of the Viking Press and 
editor of the Universal Library 
of Cresset & Dunlap. To gain 
first hand experience for his 
books on education, he served 
as a substitute teacher for 18 
months in the public schools of 
Quincy, Mass.

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Budget reveals city's plans, secrets

The man who last year led 
the School Committee through 
six hours of questions and 
adverse comments on the 
school budget this year told the 
chairman, "I frankly have no 
complaint with the job you 
have done this year." 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small sat at 
the opposite end of the table 
from the new School Com¬ 
mittee chairman and his 
political ally, Alvin Mandell' 
and let Mandell answer 
questions on whether the 
almost zero-increase budget 
would affect education in 
Newton. 

Small said, “The community 
expects you to continue the 
programs." 

There would be nothing that 
the aldermanic Finance 
Committee could do about 
putting more money into the 
School Department budget, 
however. The Board of 
Aldermen can only cut the city 
budget, not add to it. 

This point may have been 
lost on a member of the 
audience, Sandra Fleishman, 
who after listening awhile said 
she was disappointed in the 
somewhat cursory review 
being made by the Finance 
Committee. 

She felt that the cuts by the 
School Committee had been too 
drastic, especially in the staff 
of psychologists. 

School Committee member 
Honora Kaplan thought the 
cuts are "not catastrophic," 
but also was worried about the 
support given the teachers. 

Mandell pointed out that an 
increase of $3.7 million in the 
last two years for the school 
budget is "not exactly cutting 
to the bone.” 

An attempt by Aid. Mark 
White to discuss the recent 
decision of the School Com¬ 
mittee to prevent the Angier 
School from participating in a 
Box bury school program was 
turned down by Mandell, who 
said he would not engage in 
debate on the subject at a 
budget hearing. 

(A meeting of the aider- 
manic Education Committee 
and the School Committee 
March 30 will go into the 
Committee’s action.) 

_ Small chastised the school 
administration for not having 
taken advantage of money 
available through the state 
School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau when there was money 
available. 

The SBAB paid a large 
percentage, sometimes more 
than half, of the cost of building 
or improving schools. 

Small feels that over the past 
few years Newton lost on out on 
money, for example on the 
Newton South automotive 
center, because the School 
Department did not provide 
SBAB with a long-range plan 
for the school system. 

School Supt. Aaron Fink 
maintained at the budget 
meeting his position that such a 
plan is impossible to complete 
at this time, when the city is 
faced with declining 
enrollment and other factors 
that are constantly changing 
the school situation. 

Small commented that even 
if there is no money in the state 
budget now, the School 
Department could have in the 
past obtained money for 
projects if it had complied with 
SBAB requirements. 

RECREATION DEPART¬ 
MENT 

The big news was that there 
will be a fireworks display in 
celebration of the Bicentennial 
after all. Last year the 
scheduled fireworks at an Oak 
Hill playground was canceled 
for reasons of public safety, 
and the implication was that 
the police felt they could not 
handle the crowds nor prevent 
vandalism and crime in the 


The fireworks are now set for 
Newton North High School 
athletic fields on the night of 
July 3. Seating will ac¬ 
commodate 5500, and the total 
capacity is 15,000, Recreation 
Commissioner Russell 
Halloran said. 

More than the capital-outlay 
money in the Recreation 
Department has been allocated 
to lighting, an action that was 
defended by Ward 2 Com¬ 
missioner Howard Ferguson, 
who said the consensus had 
been on the commission that 
•'the biggest help would be 
lighting at Albemarle." 

Small commented that 
Albemarle is almost in 
Waltham, but Recreation Paul 
Burke’ Commissioner from 
Ward 3' said that 11 separate 
activities can go on at 
Albemarle and that it is now 


the best-attended playground 
in the city. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
The specially made buttons 
for the Newton Fire Depart¬ 
ment are likely to be 
eliminated from the budget, 
and so may the custom-made 
pumpers. 

In earlier days, and still 
among some departments, 
pumpers were manufactureed 
according to a fire chief's 


specifications. Finance 
Committee thinking now seems 
to lean toward taking the

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Beauty for the 
mature woman 


Actually, the art of makeup is one that 
should be learned at an early age and 
practiced constantly, because we are 
always changing. Daily glances in 
the mirror tell us nothing—the same face 
and you're probably applying the same 
makeup in the same manner for the past 
few years. 

Sad, say the people at Maybelline who 
believe any woman can become adept at 
applying makeups that are truly beauty¬ 
enhancing and fashionable. In fact, that's 
their philosophy—all applicators are 
designed to be as easy-to-use and 
mistake-proof as possible. 

Practice makes for perfection and 
speed in makeup application. It's the rare 
individual who can complete a multi¬ 
faceted task like makeup application 
quickly and perfectly right off the bat. So, 
experiment. Keep trying new colors and 
new looks until you find the ones that are 
right for you. 


It's true that while you practice there is 
the chance of making costly mistakes, 
however, your local drug, discount and 
variety stores have many fine, sensibly 
priced cosmetics. For example, there are 
eye makeup sets which give you several 
eye shadows for the price you'd pay for 
just one in a department store. 

Before buying a cosmetic, read the 
product discription and the in¬ 
structions carefully. If you're a soap and 
water devotee, don’t buy a waterproof 
mascara, as it is generally necessary to 
use a cream or oil to remove it. But, if 
you’re an active woman who wants a 
mascara that will last through a busy 
day, perhaps through a shower or swim, 
then look for the mascara package that 
says "waterproof". You might want to 
try' a new waterproof mascara that 
lengthens lashes lushly without artificial 
fuzz or fibers. 


Another good idea: study cosmetics. 
Read the women's pages of your 
newspaper and fashion magazines to 
keep up-to-date on beauty and fashion 
trends. Always keep a supply of cotton- 
tipped swabs. A dampened one will carry 
away mascara smudges under lower 
lashes, Wend eye shadow, skinny a too-fat 
eyeline. 


The only cosmetics that you should re¬ 
apply during the course of your day are 
lipstick or gloss and face powder. All 
others should be long lasting enough to 
endure at least an eight-hour day. If your 
eye shadow creases, your mascara 
flakes, your eyeliner blurs and your blush 
vanishes; try other cosmetics. One of the 
reasons you should keep re-applying lip 
color is that lips have no oil glands of 
their own so it is important to keep 
moisturizing them. 

The secret of a beautifully made-up 
face is to continue to experiment with 
makeup and to evolve new makeup 
techniques and new looks. Nothing is 
more aging or ridiculous than a 40 year 
old woman in the same hairdo and 
makeup she wore as a co-ed. 

Hie following are 40-plus tips: 

Cover stick (Maybelline carries it in 
five complexion shades) can be a heaven¬ 
sent soluntion to under-eye shadows and 
"parenthesis" lines at the sides of the 
mouth...if used correctly. The trick is to 
apply it IN the creases or ON the 
shadows, but never on the puffy areas. A 
cover cosmetic is basically a highlighter, 
and if applied on the puffy areas, it will 
emphasize and highlight them, the very 
thing you don’t want to do. 


LIP COLORS: Don't use the whitened 
pastels because they will tend to crease 
and emphasize lip wrinkles. Remember 
too that unless your wardrobe is all one 
color, there's no one lipstick shade that 
goes with everything. Brown, beige, and 
coral call for bright coral lip colors. 
Gray, blue, purple and burgundy look 
best with red and pinkish-red lip colors. 


EYEBROWS: Your eyebrows can be 
very aging if they're not carefully 
groomed. As one grows older, eyebrow 
hairs may grow in a more unruly fashion 
and may need more plucking and 
brushing than before to keep in shape. 
Turquoise eyeshadow is not good, nor is 
uny other pastel if your eyelids are 
wrinkled. Wrinkled lids should be 
minimized with a soft brown shade like 
cinnamon or similar shades. 

SPARSE EYELASHES are easy to 
remedy. Use a lash-thickening mascara 
and be sure to apply eyeliner first if you 


Across the

Savings of time and money are realized 
with the use of a pressure cooker, and 
there are a few homemakers who are too 
fearful of "explosions" to own one or use 
the one they've tucked away in the kit¬ 
chen closet. 

There are, of course, important rules 
that govern the proper usage of the 
pressure cooker. 

1. Always check the pressure vent 
before closing the lid. It should be clear. 

2. Never force the cooker lid open. If it 
resists opening, let it sit, away from heat, 
for at least 5 minutes to allow any 
pressure inside to drop. 

3. Avoid using a pressure cooker for 
mixtures that sputter and clog the vent. 
They include: split peas, applesauce, 
cranberries, rhubarb, pearl barley and 
pea soup. 

4. Don't overfill the cooker — a cooker 
filled two-thirds full allows some room for 
expansion during cooking. 

5. Plan on being in the kitchen when the 
cooker is operating; in that way you will 
know wh_n the pressure levels have been 
reached and will hear the timer which 
tells you when to turn off the heal. 


And now for the plusses: Since pressure 
cooking is done without air and with a 
very small amount of liquid, maximum 
nutrition is retained and foods keep their 
true flavor and color. 

If you're planning on using your 
pressure cooker, read the instruction 
book. Check the automatic air vent plug 
and seal around the inside of the lid and if 
they look dried or ill-fitting, take the 
cover to your hardware store and have 
these items replaced. 

Once you've gotten the hang of using 
the cooker, you'll find that less expensive 
meals become quite lender, because 
pressure cooking softens the tough 
connective tissues. 


BEEF N BEAN PLATTER 
WITH TOMATO GRAVY 

3 pound rolled boneless pot roast 
2 tablespoons shortening 


1 can (104 oz.) condensed tomato soup 
1 soup can water 

14 cups dried lima beans 
4 cup sliced stuffed olives 
1 large bay leaf 

4 teaspoon garlic powder 

Heat pressure cooker and add shor¬ 
tening. Brown roast on all sides; pour off 
fat. Add remaining ingredients. Cook at 

15 pounds for 1 hour. Turn off; let 
pressure drop of its own accord. Remove 
bay leaf; place meat and beans on 
platter. Thicken sauce if desired; serve 
with meat. Makes 6 servings. 

NEW ENGLAND BOILED DINNER 
(Pressure Cooker) 

1 piece corned beef, 34 lbs. to 4 lbs. 

2 cups water 
1 bay leaf 

4 teaspoon peppercorns 
4 potatoes, halved 
4 carrots cut up 
8 small white onions 
1 small yellow turnip, In 4 slices 
1 small head cabbage, quartered 

Place corned beef, water and spices in 
pressure cooker. Close cover securely 
and place pressure regulator on vent 
pipe. Cook at 15 pounds for 45 minutes. 
I-et pressure drop naturally. Open cooker 
and add vegetables, tucking them in close 
together in layers around and on top of 
meat. Do not fill cooker over two-thirds 
full — this is important. Replace cover 
securely. Place pressure regulator on 
vent pipe and cook 5 minutes. Cool cooker 
at once. (See directions for doing so in 
your pressure cooker handbook.) Serves 
5-6. 


CHICKEN MARENGO 

1 broiler (ryer, quartered 
1 teaspoon coarse black pepper 
one-third cup seasoned flour 
3 tablespoons salad oil 
1 clove garlic 

1 can (3 oz.) sliced mushrooms, drained 
or 4 pound mushrooms sliced 
1 can (1 lb.) tomatoes 
1 cup dry white wine 

Rub chicken with pepper, dredged in 
flour. Heat pressure cooker, add oil, 
garlic. Lightly brown chicken. Remove 
garlic and chicken. Add mushrooms, sta¬ 
in tomatoes and 4 cup wine; replace 
chicken.

decided to odd lashes—it will disguise 
any little spaces that might occur bet¬ 
ween your own lashes and the extra ones. 

BLENDING is the key to correct 
makeup application. Whether blush, eye 
shadow or foundation, cosmetic® should 
be blended so no harsh demarcation lines 
are apparent. Did you ever check to see 
how you look in profile? Your final step 
after dressing and applying makeup 
should be to check the side views to make 
sure that foundation and blush are 
blended well at temples and jnwline. 


A HAIR COIOR CHANGE demands a 
new look at your foundation shade. The 
shade that suited you as a brunette may 
not flatter you in reddish hair or white 
hair.

Question: This may sound ridiculous, but even though 
I've been married for 17 years, I don't know how to cut up a 
chicken — I butcher it! Most whole chickens are 'essex¬ 
pensive than those cut up — do you have directions for 
cutting up a whole chicken? Thanks. 

—C.F., Dedham 


Answer: Courtesy of the National Broiler Council, here 
are the 8 easy steps in cutting up a whole chicken. 

1. Begin by cutting off legs. Cut skin between thighs and 
body of chicken. 


2 . lift chicken and bend back legs, grasping one leg with 
each hand. Bend legs until hip joints are loose. 

3, Remove leg from body by cutting from back to front as 
close as possible to the back bone. 


4. Then separate thigh and drumstick. lx>cate joint by 
squeezing between thigh and drumstick. Cut through joint. 


5. To remove wing from body, start cutting on inside of 
wing just over the joint. Cut down and around the joint. To 
make the wing lie flat, make a small cut on the inside of the 
large wing joint. Cut just deep enough to expose the bones. 
Repeat with wing on other side. 

6 . To cut the body into breast and back sections, place the 
chicken on neck end and cut from the tail along each side of 
back bone through rib joints to neck. Cut through the skin 
that attaches the neck-and-ba.ck strip to the breast. Place 
neck-and-back strip skin side up on cutting board. Cut into 2 
pieces just above the spoon-shaped bones in the back. 
Another method is to separate the back from the breast by 
cutting between the breast and back ribs from the shoulder 
to the tail end. Bend the back away from breast to separate 
the shoulder joints. 


7. Place breast skin side down on cutting board. Cut 
through white cartilage at the V of the neck. 

8 . Hold breast firmly with both hands and bend back both 
sides. Push up with fingers to snap out the breastbone. Cut 
breast in half lengthwise.

1 pkg. (8 oz.) noodles (narrow) 

2 tablespoons butter

2 tablespoons flour 

1 1 teaspoon dry mustard 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 

1 cup Cheddar cheese, grated 

2 cups diced cooked chicken 
1 1 cup diced green pepper 
24 cups milk 

1 cup silvered almonds 


Cook noodles in boiling salted water until tender and 
drain well.

For the seventh consecutive 
year, Temple Reyim, Newton, 
will hold its annual Kallah 
weekend, March 26-28. This 
year's theme will be “Jewish 
Political Behavior Through the 
Ages." 

The Temple Reyim Kallah 
entails a complete weekend of 
Shabbat Services, three lec¬ 
tures and discussions with 
Rabbi Ismar Schorsch, dean of 
graduate studies at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary. 

Rabbi Schorsch's Friday 
evening lecture, given at Erev 
Shabbat services March 26, 
will be on "The Second Com¬ 
monwealth and the Roman 
Empire’" and will act as an 
assessment of Jewish political 
behavior from the fall of the 
Hasmoncans to the Bar 
Kochba revolt. Services will 
begin at 8:15 p.m. An Oneg 
Shabbat and discussion period 
will follow, 

At Shabbat morning services 
March 27, Rabbi Schorsch will 
lecture on “The Medieval 
Policy, an Alliance with 
Authority." This lecture will 
examine the impact of the 
Spanish expulsion on the 
nature of Jewish political 
behavior. A Shabbat luncheon 
will be followed by further 
discussion. 

On Sunday morning' March 
28, Rabbi Schorsch's third 
lecture will be, "Revolutions 
and Emancipation, the Shift to 
the I-eft." He will discuss the 
transformation in Jewish 
political strategy in the wake of 
emancipation. 

Dr. Ismar Schorsch is at the 
Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America and its Institute for 
Advanced Studies in the 


Humanities where he is Rabbi 
Herman Abramowitz 
Associate Professor of Jewish 
History, a post to which he was 
appointed in 1972. 

He is the author of "Jewish 
Reactions to German Anti- 
Semitism 1870-1914," and 
editor of the recently published 
edition "Graetz: Structure of

Jewish History and Other 
Essays," to which he has also 
contributed a critical in¬ 
troduction. 

Born in Germany in 1935, 
Schorsch grew up in Pottstown, 
Penn., where his father was a 
rabbi. From there he went to 
Ursinus College, where a 
professor interested him in the 
study of history. 

After graduating from 
Ursinus, he attended the 
seminary, where he was or¬ 
dained in 1962; and won a 
doctorate in history in 1969 
from Columbia University. 

Rabbi Schorsch is presently 


pursuing his interests in 
historiography and the social 
history of intellectual 
movements, and spent a 
sabbatical year of study in 
Israel in 1974-1975. 

The Kallah at Temple Reyim 
is a continuation of the 
tradition of learning for all 
Jews at this season when, as in 
Talmudic times, laymen would 
gather at the academies to 
study with leading scholars.

Conrado Lee has a lot to smile about

Cuban-born Conrado Pablo l<ec greets 
every' aspect of life with a smile. His 
family has seen sadness in Cuba so it 
knows times could be worse. 

"We were well-off financially in Cuba," 
said Connie of 16 Rose Dr. "But we 
weren't happy about the treatment or the 
end results. We had everything to gain in 
America." 

Stimulated by the coming Bicentennial 
celebration, the 19-year-old will become a 
citizen in June. 

"1 want to feel part of the celebration." 
he said. "If 1 become a citizen, I'll feel 1 
can really be part of it, but now I feel like 
I’m on the outside." 

Connie attended Newton public schools 
and now Is a freshman in liberal arts at 
Boston State College. 

He came to America on Valentine's 
Day, 1962, from Havana at the age of 5. 
Miami was his first home in the U.S. 


Two years later he came north to 
Waltham, stayed for six months and then 
moved to Newton Corner. After three 
years there, his family found the present 
home in West Newton. 

Connie lives with his parents Mr. and 
Mrs. Eduardo I,oc, his brother Ed. Jr., 
and his grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Pablo Hemandes. 

Connie was quick to adopt an American 
way of life. He could understand some 
English in two months. 

"My mother says I could speak English 
by the time I got out of kindergarten. I 
only went for six months." 

He joined Little I-cague baseball, 
played football and tried hockey, which is 
his favorite sport. 

The lack of ice in Cuba when he was 
young did not stop him from making the 
hockey team at Newton North High 
School. He presently plays for a league in 
Lawrence. 


Connie even took up surfing last 
summer in Miami. He visits relatives 
there annually. 

He loves music and is an avid follower 
of the Bruins, Red Sox and Patriots. 

The I-cos do not take America for 
granted. They have had the unfortunate 
experience of living In a restrictive land. 
They are deeply patriotic and arc 
thankful for their freedom in America. 

Upon cj tering the l,ee household’ you 
are greeted with an air of friendliness and 
constant laughter. Some I-atin charac¬ 
teristics are there — maybe the smell of 
polio stewing or platanos frying — but 
there is also a great amount of 
Americana. 

Everything from a surf board to a 
World Series ticket stub is displayed. 
Conrado Pablo I-ee is a typical Cuban- 
American. He loves cheeseburgers but 
cannot resist a Super Taco at Jnck-in-the- 
Box. 


AFS offers international experience 


A ten-month "experience" in 
international relations without 
leaving town — that's what 
AFS International Scholar¬ 
ships is offering Newton 
families. 

AFS Chapter President 
Nancy Criscitiello is searching 
for families who would host 
overseas students for the 
coming school year, 1976-1977. 

"The youngster will live with 
the family and attend classes 
at either Newton North or 
Newton South high schools. 
The main requirement for an 
AFS host family is the parents' 
concern for and interest in 
young people," she said. 

AFS International 
Headquarters in New York 
City carefully screens can¬ 
didates who apply for a year's 
stay in the United States. 

Students have come to 
Newton from 40 countries over 
the past 20 years, Spain being 
represented this year by Miss 
Pilar Gomez de la Vega from 
Madrid who Ls staying with the 
Raymond Russells in West 
Newton and attending Newton 
North High School. She Ls one 
of over 2,500 students from 
abroad currently living and 
studying in America this year. 

"The AFS program can be 
beneficial not only to the 
student, but also extremely 
rewarding to the host family," 
Mrs. Criscitiello added. 

Aside from food costs and 
possibly some small incidental 
expenses, the host family in¬ 
curs no debt in hosting a 
student. The local chapter 


raises an annual fee which 
when supplemented by 
whatever contributions the 
student can afford — covers 
AFS program expenses. 

AFS also extends a monthly 
allowance directly to the 
student to cover incidental 
personal expenses. The 
organization makes sure host 
families will not have to pay 
medical bills for students. As a 
matter of policy, AFS extends 
medical coverage to its 
students. 


Host families may take a 
monthly tax deduction in ac¬ 
cordance with provisions made 
by the United States Internal 
Revenue Service. 


"There is very little expense 
to a host family,” Mrs. 
Criscitiello stressed. "What is 
really needed is something that 
cannot be bought; love and 
attention that every young 
person wants in a home 
situation." 


While most families par¬ 
ticipating in the AFS program 
include children who are high 
school students, any family is 
eligible to serve as a host. The 
only other requirements are 
that the family be in good 
health, and that the student be 
able to have a bed of his own.

Recommend Bicentennial symbol 
be on diplomas and yearbooks 


Washington, D.C. — John W. 
Warner wants the Gass of 76 
to have a special com¬ 
memorative of the nation's 
Ricentennial. Warner, ad¬ 
ministrator of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration (ARBA), has 
urged all educational systems 
and institutions to com¬ 
memorate the significance of 
1976 by including the national 
Bicentennial symbol on their 
certificates of graduation. 

In addition to placing the 
symltol on diplomas, schools 
are encouraged to use it in 
their yearbooks, along with 
appropriate articles on student 
participation in the Bicen¬ 
tennial. 

The symbol, which takes the 
form of a 5-pointed star 
surrounded by a red, white and 


blue second star, has become 
increasingly familiar in the 
past months as the symbol of 
America's 200th anniversary. 

The new policy regarding 
yearbooks and diplomas was 
made possible by recently 
revised guidelines on the use of 
the national symbol. 

Under law the ARBA has the 
responsibility of regulating the 
use of the national symbol, and 
has said that specific 
authorization is not needed by 
a school so long as the symbol 
will not be used in conjunction 
with any advertising. 

Use of the national Bicen¬ 
tennial symbol must conform 
with the standards and 
guidelines of the ARBA 
Graphics Standards Manual. 
The manual can be obtained 
from the ARBA, 2401 E Street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20276. 


Warner said: "Graduates of 
1976 should have more than 
vague memories of their final 
year in school. They should 
have a lasting momento of a 
year that saw them embark on 
their new life, and a year that 
saw America embark on its 
Third Century.”

The new council is an 
outgrowth of a study conducted 
last year by a special task 
force named to analyze 
relationships between TUSM 
and those hospitals having 
clerkships involving third-year 
Tufts medical students. 

A major recommendation of 
the task force was that the role 
of the associated hospitals be 
strengthened to permit greater 
participation in the decision¬ 
making process of the school, 

Dean Cavazos emphasized 
that the medical school is 
dependent on a faculty of 1,500 
physicians, dispersed in over 
,’t0 institutions' each having its 
own staff, governing board and 
administration 

"Our major problem will be 
to develop the necessary thrust 
to advance the educational 


programs in these diverse 
institutions," he said. 

The hospital representatives 
at the organizational meeting 
also heard from Tufts 
University President Burton C. 
Hallowed who told them that 
the new council "now gives us 
an arrangement which will 
enable us to come to grips with 
the various issues and con¬ 
cerns voiced by Tufts- 
associated hospitals regarding 
the education of medical 
students." 

He also expressed optimism 
that the council will evolve into 
an essential mechanism for 
solving problems between the 
medical school and its 
hospitals.

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Joe Kapp trial 
finally livens up 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
What Joe Kapp's side in the 
former star quarterback's 
damages trial in federal court 
needed the most was a lucky 
break after two weeks of near- 
identical testimony 
threatening to put the jury to 
sleep. 

It not the break, although it 
was far from lucky, Monday, 
and mostly because of attorney 
Charles Hanger's per¬ 
severance. Hanger at times 
does not appear to have 
anywhere near the polish some 
of those fancy television 
lawyers have, but he works 
hard and seems to be getting 
the job done. 

Four days of having Kapp on 
the stand, two more with 
Kapp's attorney-adviser John 
Elliott Cook, and three days of 
reading depositions hadn't pro¬ 
duced much of anything the 
jury could sink its teeth into. 
The best that could be said for 
this case to that point was it 
was moving along. 

Then on Monday, Hanger, 
after finishing up a deposition 
by former Minnesota Vikings 
General Manager James 
Finks, which shed little light, 
moved on to a deposition taken 
from former San Francisco 
49crs star quarterback John 
Brodic. 

The move by no means 
caught the defense by surprise 
since it knew ahead of time 
that at one point Hanger would 
make it. If anything, the three 
defense attorneys — James 
McKay of Washington, D.C., 
William Willis of New York and 
Joseph Alioto of San Francisco 
— were ready. 

Taking turns, they almost 
leaped out of their chairs ob¬ 
jecting to every question 
Hanger read from the deposi¬ 
tion, taken last month because 
Brodie is out of town this 
month. The defense objected 
there was little or no relevancy 
between what happened to 
Brodie when he signed an 
agreement in 1966 with the 
Houston Oilers on a cocktail 
napkin and when Kapp signed 
a memorandum of agreement 
with the New England Patriots 
in 1970. 

Judge William T. Sweigert 
-was about to agree, sustaining 
at least a half-dozen objections, 
when Hanger pleaded for a 
hearing in chambers so that he 
could make his case before the 
jury of four women and two 
men. Sweigert agreed to the 
hearing and then gave Hanger 
permission to continue his 
questioning but within a 
clearly defined area. That was 
all Kapp's attorney needed. 

Kapp is seeking unspecified 
damages from the Patriots and 


the National Football league, 
claiming he had a valid con¬ 
tract when Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle locked him out of 
training camp in 1971. The NFI, 
claims Kapp refused to sign the 
standard player contract and 
thus turned his back on a three- 
year, $600,000 deal with the 
Patriots. 

But Kapp played one whole 
season with New England 
under his memorandum 
agreement. His side says that 
was due mostly to a request by 
the Patriots to work out a long¬ 
term payout, which would be 
beneficial to them because of a 
financial strain. When a payout 
program was finally worked 
out and agreed to, the Pats 
demanded Kapp sign the 
standard player contract. 

He has testified he refused 
because his attorney told him 
portions of the contract were in 
violation of the antitrust laws, 
and that he had a valid 
agreement as it was in the 
memorandum. 

Brodie, after nine years with 
the 49ers, was offered $750,000 
for three years to jump to the 
Houston Oilers of the American 
Football league. He testified 
he gave the 49ers 24 hours to 
match the offer and when they 
couldn't or wouldn't, he 
became Oiler property per his 
agreement with owner Bud 
Adams and GM Don 
Klosterman on the now famous 
cocktail napkin. 

However, Adams was 
notified by then AFI, Com¬ 
missioner Al Davis that he 
couldn't honor the agreement 
with Brodie because it would 
jeopardize a pending merger 
between the AFI. and the NFL. 
Adams sought to cancel the 
deal but Brodie insisted, to the 
point where he hired his 
brother Bill and Cook to 
represent him. 

Shortly thereafter, before 
legal action could be taken, the 
two leagues merged and 
Adams agreed to pay off 
Brodie. John received the 
entire $750,000, brother Rill and 
Cook received $50,000 each and 
there was an additional $ 60,000 
for unspecified expenses, 
making for a total package of 
$910,000. 

That was heady stuff for 
Kapp’s side and when the day 
was over Hanger seemed 
pleased with himself, and well 
he should be. It was a victory 
because it made a legal point 
as well as falling on sym¬ 
pathetic ears in the jury box. 

Hanger continues with the 
Brodie deposition today, but 
only to fill out the record. He's 
already made his point. The 
defense has indicated it may 
not cross examine. 


Plunkett to S.F.?

England Patriots' quarterback 
Jim Plunkett "is being proc¬ 
essed toward the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers."

Players reject proposal

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 
fUPI) - The cry of "Play 
Ball" remains muted today in 
the wake of the major league 
players' stubborn rejection of 
theclubowners' "final and best 
offer" to settle the baseball 
labor stalemate. 

Refusal of the players to 
okay the owners' plan, which 
technically would have enabled 
all 600 current major leaguers 
to play out their options and 
become free agents at the 
conclusion of their current 
contracts, cast grave doubts 
that the 1976 season would open 
on schedule. 

“It's getting very close," 
said an obviously-wearied and 
disappointed I-ee MacPhail, 
president of the American 
League. "Every hour we fail to 
reach agreement now puts the 
start of the season in jeopar¬ 
dy." 

Basis for the players' latest 
rebuff to the owners was a 
clause in the management 
"one and one" option proposal 
which would have limited a 
player's bargaining position to 
just eight major league teams. 
The socalled "liability issue" 
would, according to the 
players, serve to underscore 
their Andy Messersmith 
"emancipation victory" which, 
having been upheld in the 


courts, gives any tree agent tne 
right to bargain with all 24 
clubs. 

"The owners' proposal is 
nothing more than a modifica¬ 
tion of the free agent draft," 
said the players' union chief. 
Marvin Miller. “In no way does 
it make a player a free agent in 
the true sense that Andy 
Messersmith is. As long as 
there is a liability of the eight 
clubs attached to it, I cannot 
recommend that the executive 
board accept it." 

The players' executive board 
was to meet in Tampa today 
but the owners, after hearing 
the players' sentiments, didn't 
bother to wait around for a 
formal reply. Both MacPhail 
and John Gaherin, chief 
negotiator for the owners, 
headed back to New York 


where they were expected to 
continue thpir “stonewall" on 
both the spring training lockout 
and the final proposal. 

"This is it." said Gaherin 
grimly. "We have made our 
final and best proposal as the 
players asked. If it is rejected, 
it will be withdrawn and we 
will not submit another one." 

Asked if that meant the 
baseball season was in real 
jeopardy because of the ob¬ 
vious impasse in the talks, 
Gaherin said: "You can't be 
optimistic in the face of the 
attitude being displayed here." 

"Although we are not satis¬ 
fied with everything the 
owners have demanded we 
accept, it is obvious they have 
come a distance toward us,” 
Miller said. "That's progress.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Carol 
Mann agrees with me. Men 
cheat more than women. On 
the golf course, she's talking 
about. Off it, she doesn't know. 

Carol Mann is one of the most 
honest persons you'll ever run 
into in sports. She's so natural, 
so down-to-earth, that the truth 
goes clear through her like an 
electric shock. 

When she talks with you, she 
never tries to impress you with 
the fact she is one of the finest 
women golfers in the world or 
that she has won nearly half a 
million dollars on the profes¬ 
sional tour. She says she's self- 
conscious sometimes, but 
you'd never know that in her 
company. 

Carol Mann is like Pete Rose 
in that she doesn't put on any 
airs. You don't find that quality 
around too much. She has 
another asset going for her as 
well. She looks like a knockout 
early in the morning, even 
without a whole lot of makeup, 
and how many women do you 
know like that? 

Over breakfast at the Plaza, 
Carol Mann talked about golf. 
She spoke not so much about 
the touring professionals as 
those who play at country 
clubs. I told her I think men 
golfers bend the rules more 
than women, another way of 
saying they cheat more. 

"I'd have to say they do," 
said Carol Mann. "I notice that 
when 1 play with them in pro- 
ams. The rules of the day arc 
supposed to prevail. I'm only 
one person, so I can't watch 
them all, but I've see them tee 
the ball up in the fairway 
rolling it up with their elubhead 
if it's in a lie they don't like. 
They break the rules in other 
ways also. If their ball is out of 
bounds or lost, in a hazard or in 
the water, they have no idea 
whereto drop it, so they drop it 
anywhere. They say, 'it doesn't 
matter, it's only a dollar 


Nassau.’ Then when they get to 
the green, they always change 
balls. They have to have their 
putting ball, you know. I've 
never seen any man penalize 
himself for that." 

The most flagrant cheater 
Carol Mann ever saw was a 
successful businessman who 
played golf regularly at one of 
Chicago's swankier country 
clubs. 

"This fellow had a hole 
purposely cut in his pocket," 
she remembered, laughing. 
"He kept a ball in that pocket 
and every time he'd hit into the 
rough, he go in there by him¬ 
self, squeeze the ball through 
the hole in his pocket and call 
out 'I found my ball!’ 
Naturally, he'd always 'find' it 
in a good lie." 

Carol Mann thinks men cheat 
on the golf course more than 
women because they have 
greater egos and less regard 
(or the rules. 

"Women are more 
meticulous about the game 
itself," she says. "They’re 
more honest than men." 

Anybody who knows Carol 
Mann knows she has some 
pretty strong feelings about the 
women's tour, strong enough 
so that she once was president 
of the LPGA's Executive 
Board, but that doesn't mean 
she is out there leading the 
women's lib movement. 

1 asked Carol if she had ever 
cheated on the golf course and 
she said if she did, it was 
through ignorance, and when 
she was very young. 

"The way I feel about it now, 
my performance in golf repre¬ 
sents who I am and what I am, 
and if I cheat, 1 cheat myself," 
she says. 

After breakfast Monday, 
blonde, curly-haired Carol 
stopped off at the First 
Women's Bank of New York 
where the $200,000 prize money 
for the fifth annual Colgate- 
Dinah Shore Winners Circle 
championship, the world's 
richest tournament, is being 


held. She'll be be shooting for 
the $32,000 first prize in Palm 
Springs, Calif., April 1-4. 

When she first joined the tom- 
in 1961, a tall, leggy kid out of 


Towson, Md., Carol Mann did 
so poorly, she nearly starved to 
death. She struggled for two 
years and sometimes became 
desperate.

Brandeis artist Siporin featured 
on BBC view of the depression 


A Brandeis University 
professor has joined a cast of 
well-known Americans for a 
special British television 
documentary portraying the 
growth of arts in the United 
States during its “Great 
Depression." 

He is Mitchell Siporin of 
Newton, founder of Brandeis' 
fine arts department and long 
considered among the coun¬ 
try’s foremost painters. He and 
other artists, writers, and 
musicians appeared in the 
BBC-produced television show, 
"W.P.A.," broadcast March 6 
in England. 

The documentary surveys 
the depression-motivated 
Works Project Adminstration 
(WPA), how it was founded, 
and ways it fostered careers of 
young creative artists. In the 
1930's, Professor Siporin was a 
prominent muralist and did 
much of his early work under 
WPA sponsorship. 

Other personalities in¬ 
terviewed for the BBC telecast 
include actor Zero Mostel, who 
was and is still a painter; 
writer Saul Bellowsartist 
James Brooks; film producer- 
director John Houseman, 
writer and radio personality 


StudsTerkcl; musician-co¬ 
mposer Virgil Thomson, and 
more. 

Professor Siproin said he 
believed would eventually 
"WPA" be shown in this 
country, although a com¬ 
mitment has yet been made by 
the BBC. 

The interview segment with 
Professor Siproin was taped 
last fall at Iaine Technical High 
School in Chicago. It was there 
he completed his first fresco 
murals for the WPA, an art 
project he had not since seen. 

"I remember walking into 
the school for the interview and 
seeing the murals for the first 
time in about 40 years," 
Professor Siporin said. “It was 
amazing — they had been 
cleaned recently, I think, and 
to me they looked great!" 

Director for the show was 
BBC's John Mappelback, who 
described Professor Siporin's 
interview as "splendid” and 
providing one of the "liveliest 
ingredients of the show." 

Professor Siporin has been a 
faculty member at Brandeis 


for 25 years and when the 
university opened its fine arts 
department, he taught both 
studio courses and art history 
courses. 

He has been praised for his 
"sensitivity for the human 
figure, his exploitation of color, 
his painstaking technique, and 
beautiful use of threads of 
color." 

the Charles Professor 
Siporin, who is Bloom 
Professor Arts of in Design at 
Brandeis, hs has won many 
prizes and awards during his 
career. Following his 
association with the WPA, he 
spent three painting years a 
sprawling mural history of 
Missouri for the post office in 
St. Louis. The work was ex¬ 
tensively publicized, complete 
with a color photo spread in 
Life magazine. 

This spring, Brandeis is 
planning a retrospective 
showing of his art. It is ex¬ 
pected to include ap¬ 
proximately 150 of his oils, 
watercolors, drawings, and 
mural designs from the WPA 
period.

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Musical tour: where friendship is the message 


"This experience was different. It was 
so intense it's hard to talk about." 

So comments Newton Centre resident 
Judith Kaye, a Brown University 
sophomore who recently returned to the 
United States from a unique journey 
covering some 4,000 miles in the Near 
East countries of India and Nepal. 

Daughter of Richard and Reni Kaye of 
196 MortonSt., she was one of 52 members 
of the university’s student chorus who 
spent more than three weeks on a special 
singing tour covering the length and 
breadth of India, and including major 
concerts in the country's four largest 
cities, 

The Brown singers were the first 


American choral group ever to travel and 
perform in that part of the world. 

I lived in Israel one summer, she said, 
"and I traveled to Russia a couple of 
years ago with the Roxbury Latin School 
glee club. But this experience was very 
different," 

"The Brown chorus was a fine group to 
travel with," she continued. "People 
really pulled together." 

She added, however, that some of her 
most rewarding experiences happened 
when she went off on her own. 

"One day in Madras, another girl from 
the chorus and I walked down a back 
street and were invited into a simple 
home made of clay and coconut leaves. 



The family was so friendly; everybody 
communicated with us somehow even 
though we didn't speak the same 
language. 

"They brought us Cokes and found a 
man who spoke English. When they found 
out about our trip they asked us to sing, so 
we did. Just the two of us in a duet. It was 
our means of communication. 

Communication is what the Brown 
Chorus trip was all about 

Sponsored by Friendship Am¬ 
bassadors, Inc., a private foundation 
whose purpose is to promote harmony 
between nations through music, the 
1100,000 trip, for which the Brown group

raised half the cost, was planned to give 
the young American singers a first-hand 
taste of Indian life as well as acquaint 
Indian audiences with American music. 

Accompanying the group were the 
foundation's organizer Harry Morgan, 
and his wife, who together had spent 
months working out its every detail, from 
contacting and obtaining approval from 
Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, to 
arranging travel schedules, hotel ac¬ 
commodations and "home visits" with 
Indian families on route. 

"I loved our Bombay host family,". 
MLss Kaye said. "The husband was in the 
jewelry business and his wife, who was 
only 24, designed children’s clothes. They 
were so eager to know about America and 
1 learned a lot from them. They gave me 
a sari; they were so generous, and 
helpful." 

As "Bicentennial Ambassadors," the 
Brown Chorus offered a musical program 
by American composers, in their Indian 
concerts. The selections included a 
cantata by Aaron Copland, a psalm by 
Charles Ives, various spirituals and old 
favorites such as "Dixie" plus a 
leavening of traditional Ivy League 
student songs and barbershop harmony. 

Miss Kaye noted she and the rest of her 
group were surprised by the enthusiasm 
of their audiences. 

This Free Press review from Journal, 
Bombay, was typical: "Quivering beauty 
that flashes ethereally unto oneself and 
then the burden of living is not. That was 
the spell that the Brown University 
Chorus cast on the audience at the Homi 
Baba auditorium...." 

But the most rewarding performances, 
according to Miss Kaye, were the in¬ 
formal ones. 


"Once we sang in a shoe factory that 
was a long bus ride outside Calcutta. 

"TTie workers had gotten mixed up on 
the date and weren't expecting us, and 
they were very embarrassed But they 
fed us the food they'd planned for a 
company banquet that night, and gave us 
a tour of the factory. Then they stopped 
most of the machinery In this huge 
building of 3,000 workers and all crowded 
around while we sang to them. 

" We really had to yell because there 
was still some factory noise in the 
background." 

Asked about her reaction to the poverty 
of India, Miss Kaye replied she was 
almost more upset by the attitude of the 
rich, who seemed oblivious to it. 

"But I didn't feel too depressed 
because, poor and sick as so many In¬ 
dians are, there's so much life, so much 
activity there." 

"Seeing children begging bothered 
me," she acknowledged. "There was one 
man who had a small child tied to a pole 
and doing tricks like a trained monkey. 
For money." 

For Miss Kaye, as for most members of 
the chorus, one day in Calcutta will 
remain a stunningly powerful memory. 

That day the singers visited Mother 
Teresa's orphanage in the morning, and 
the saint-like nun's House of the Destitute 
and Dying in the afternoon. 

"The orphanage was a terrific ex¬ 
perience. We brought cookies and 
balloons, and we played with those great 
kids and sang for them. But the other 
place...I wish we’d stayed longer because 
I didn’t have time to adjust and open up, 
to get over the initial shock of so many 
sick and dying people. It was hard for me 
to look at them, but some of our group 


reached out and held hands even with the 
lepers, and were able to express their 
love right away." 

Another experience which made a deep 
impression on many chorus members 
was their visit to the ashram of Divine 
light north of Delhi where, in silence, 
they ate a vegetarian meal with their 
hands from metal plates while seated on 
a cold floor. 

"Perhaps it was the atmosphere of 
tranquility but that was the best food I 
ever ate," Miss Kaye declared. 

To swim In the Ganges is something 
every Indian aspires to do, but most 
Americans would cringe at the thought. 
Not Judy. She and a friend took the 
plunge in underclothes at the source. I 
even washed my hair," she said proudly. 

Toward the end of their trip the chorus 
was Invited to the home of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 

She spoke to them informally in her 
garden at 8 a m. and they sang briefly for 
her. 

She was impressed by Mrs. Gandhi's 
graciousness and composure. 

"I don't judge her politically; we 
Americans can't really judge Indian 
politics." she explained. 

The fact is that despite the political and 
social ambiquities the Brown chorus 
encountered in India, for Miss Kaye the 
trip will remain a haunting and 
significant memory for years to come. 

"Before we left," she said’ "all of us 
were asked, "Why go to India?" 

"Now that we are back, I can only- 
quote Harry Morgan's motto: Music is 
the medium; friendship is the message. I 
guess all of us who were lucky enough to 
be on the tour have experienced the truth 
of that." 
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Mann predicts tax jump 
if revenue sharing ends

Mayor Mann hopes that 
when the New England mayors 
reach Washington, they will 
find that their Congressman 
have received a substantial 
volume of mail from con¬ 
stituents outlining the need for 
the program to continue. 

The mayor pointed out that 
the state has received $430 
million under the present five- 
year revenue sharing 
program, which is due to end in 
December. 1976. 


The local mayors will be 
urging passage of the 
President’s version of a 
general revenue sharing bill, 
which hews very closely to the 
present formula for disbursing 
funds 


The group is opposed to any 
major changes in the ways in 
which funds are distributed to 
local governments, noting that 
it is the flexibility of the use to 
which the money can be put 
locally which allows mayors to 
offset tax increases y 
allocating the monies as they 
feel best.

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Newton North panel 
considers vandalism 


Vandalism at Newton North 
High School and ways of 
dealing with it will be 
discussed by local experts and 
the public Thursday. March 25, 
at the school cafeteria 
beginning at 7:45 p m. 

The meeting, sponsored by 
the PTSA. will explore the 
problems of false fire alarms, 
destruction of locks, doors, and 
furniture, theft of students' and 
the school's property, and the 
efforts being made to maintain 
security at the school. 

The panel will be moderated 
by Helen M. Ryan, house 
master, and will include Roy 
G. Cornelius, Jr., director of 
support services: Newton 
North student Matthew 
Harrington, andNorth Prin¬ 
cipal Richard W. Mechem. 

Parents, teachers, and 
students will lead small 
ciscussion groups and 
refreshments will be served. 

John A. Thomas, program 
chairman, will summarize the 
concerns and recom¬ 
mendations expressed. 

According to Thomas in a 
written statement on the 
problem, "There can be little 
doubt that the vandalism 
problem is one which makes 
life at Newton North more 
burdensome. It brings forth 
reactions of disgust from 


students and teachers alike, 
and lakes away time and 
energy which could be better 
used in the educational 
program. 

"It tends to breed attitudes of 
cynicism and discouragement 
which lead to letting things 
slide and lowering of standards 
of cleanliness and upkeep. 

"While the faculty patrol of 
the building seems to be an 
energetic attempt to prevent 
vandalism, the students 
themselves do not seem to be 
mobilized to deal with the 
minority of offenders within 
their ranks. 

"Neither does there seem to 
be a thoroughly consistent and 
effective disciplinary system 
for dealing with offenders. 
Neither is there a consistent 
process for referring students 
with behavorial problems to 
special programs which would 
meet their needs," Thomas 
said. 

The objectives of the PTSA 
meeting are to make parents, 
the public and the school 
inhabitants aware of the 
problem; to develop support 
among parents and the school 
community for efforts to 
maintain high standards of 
conduct, and to get advice on 
how to deal with the problem of 
vandalism.

Doctors review health 
services legislation 


leaders in the medical field 
in Massachusetts discussed 
some recent changes affecting 
malpractice insurance and 
control of health services 
during a meeting of the Charles 
River District Medical Society 
(CRDMSl in Newton. 

About 150 persons attended 
the CRDMS meeting at the 
Sidney Hill Country Club.

Physicians were given an 
update on the new Health 
Service law which mandates 
community input in controlling 
health services. Under the law, 
districts have been established 
and committees have been 
elected to serve on those 
districts 


The committees include 60 
percent consumers and 40 
percent medical providers. 
They investigate health 
provisions in the district and 
supervise the expenditure of 
federal funds. Cost control is a 
major goal of the committee 
system, noted Dr. Cotter. 

Also discussed at the 
meeting were the changes in 
malpractice insurance for 
physicians. Currently all in¬ 
surance carriers in 
Massachusetts share in 
malpractice coverage, similar 
to the insurance pools under 
automobile policy systems. 

Now a three-member 
tribunal reviews malpractice 
claims. The tribunal is madeup 
of a doctor, lawyer and judge. 
'Die goal of the review panel is 
to weed out nuisance and even 
phony malpractice claims. 

It was also noted that 
registmtion boards are now 
taking a more active part in the 
relicensing of physicians

off-campus learning center 


With more than $90,000 in 
grants from the Massachusetts 
State College System, Boston 
State College faculty has been 
designing a new method of 
instruction. The method is 
called "Modular Learning" 
and permits Massachusetts 
residents to earn college 
credits at home. The projected 
program from Boston State 
College’s Modular learning 
Center is geared to those who 
want a college education, but 
because of circumstances are 
unable to attend classes on 
campus. 

Using "modular learning" 
and off-campus student learns 
subject matter in small 
segments called modules. By 
means of cassette recordings, 
film strips, films, video tapes, 
and experiments, the student is 
guided to an understanding of 
each learning segment. Since 
there are no scheduled classes 
to attend, the student can study 
at his or her own pace and 
scheduled. Mastery quizzes are 
self-administered as part of the 
course but there is a mid- 
semester and final 
examination which is taken 
under professional super¬ 
vision. 

Recent research has in¬ 
dicated that "modular lear¬ 
ning" is attractive and suc¬ 
cessful' and in many cases the 
only practical way for large 
numbers of new students to 
have access to college. Surveys 
have shown that those who will 
take advantage of the program 
are: 

Persons who have irregular 
work schedules, those who are 
confined to homes or hospitals, 
those in prisons, and especially 


even those who have been 
away from school for some 
time and would like an op¬ 
portunity to prove to them¬ 
selves whether they want a 
college career. 

Professor James McGregor, 
director of the Modular 
learning Center said in a 
recent interview: 

“Both national and state 
studies have shown that adult 
education will become one of 
the main preoccupations of 
higher education in the 1970’s 
and 1980’s.” 

large numbers of students 
that have never thought of a 
college education as practical 
for them are going to be 
seeking a college education not 
merely for accreditation, but 
for the self-fulfillment and 
development that a college 
experience gives to them." 

The bulk of this new student 
population will be mature 
adults who have generated in 
themselves the need and desire 
for this type of experience. The 
Open College concept, using 
techniques for "mediated 
materials" such as modular 
instruction, employs multi- 
media information systems are 
the key to this development. 

Of essential concern to the 
overburdened taxpayers has 
been the expenxe in making 
higher education available to 
this newer student body. But 
this is one of the strong points 
of modular instruction. It can 
make a quality educational 
experience available in a cost- 
effective manner and still 
respect the flexibility that the 
adult students need to satisfy 
their personal and oc¬ 
cupational schedules. In the

"One of the well-established 
and most effective decay 
preventatives is fluoridation or 
public water supplies,” ex¬ 
plained the Newton dentist. 
"Today, more than 100 million 
people in this nation drink 
fluoridated water." 

According to studies in many 
communities, fluoridation 
reduces the incidence of decay 
in children by as much as 65 
percent. Its benefits are 
lifelong.

noted. "chew r able fluoride 
tablets are beneficial if taken 
every day throughout the 
entire time teeth are being 
formed (at least until age 12- 
14i." 

Dr. Sheff also pointed out the 
Mass. Dental Society, which is 
sponsoring Dental Health 
Month i February i in the 
Commonwealth, recommends 
the use of fluoride dentifrices, 
particularly for Children. 
Additionally, fluoride can be 
applied directly on children's 
teeth at periodic intervals. 

"A new plastic material 
which is applied to tooth sur¬ 
faces to seal the pits and 
fissures in teeth to provide 
protection against tooth decay, 
is being studied by scientists," 
Dr. Sheff procliamed. 


The Pits and fissures are 
especially prone to decay, and 
the studies of the sealant ap¬ 
pears to form a barrier bet¬ 
ween the tooth surface and 
decay-causing bacteria which 
are always present in the 
mouth. Preliminary tests 
reveal the sealant might last as 
long as a year. 

"However, the sealant 
protects only the chewing 
surfaces,” Dr. Sheff explained, 
"and we will still have to rely 
on fluoridation to protect the 
remainder of the exposed tooth 
enamel." 

Aside from fluorides, Dr. 
Sheff said the practice of good 
oral hygiene at home and 
regular checkups by the 
dentists are also vital in 
protecting against tooth decay.

“You are to be 
commended on your decision to 
establish this voluntary 
program, which offers 
tremendous benefits to the 
home-buying public. It should 
go far toward eliminating the 
sources of frustration and 
disappointment familiar to all 


loo many home buyers. 

"I think you will find over¬ 
whelming consumer support of 
the concepts emboided in the 
Home Protection Program and 
a great willlnginess on the part 
of consumer representatives to 
assist you in the program's 
implementation. 

"Establishment of a con¬ 
sumer advisory council or 
similar mechanism could be an 
invaluable means of 
facilitating such information 
feedback. Naturally, my staff 
and 1 stand to assist you in any 
way possible in developing 
public awareness of this in¬ 
novative program and 
enlisting consumer in¬ 
volvement in its refinement 
and expansion.” 

Hie program provides for a 
comprehensive inspection, 
usually at the time the home is 
listed for sale. The components 
inspected and evaluated are 
the heating, plumbing, elec¬ 
trical and air conditioning 
systems; the floors, ceilings, 


and walls as to structural 
soundness; and the soundness 
of the foundation. Any defects 
discovered may then be 
repaired by the seller. If none 
are found, the home buyer is 
then protected for a minimum 
of one year. If the seller selects 
not to bring defective com¬ 
ponents up to standard, the 
remaining components may be 
covered. The buyer will be 
reimbursed for the cost of 
repairs relating to any defects 
which were not disclosed in the 
inspection, subject to a $100 
deductible. 

The program already is 
progressing in fourteen states 
and the District of Columbia, 


following final approval by the 
association's board of directors 
last year. It is being promoted 
to members of the association 
through local boards of 
Realtors in the states where it 
is available. However, it is 
equally available to brokers 
who are not members of the 
association. 

Warranty and-or Insurance 
companies providing the 
service must be approved by 
the association and must meet 
its stringent criteria. These 
include financial stability and 
the ability to provide the In¬ 
spection service through 
trained and experienced in¬ 
spectors.

Your automobile has over 
15,000 parts but the one part 
that runs continually is the 
electric clock. 

About half the cars are sold 
each year with a time piece so 
motorists apparently check 
this item more than they do 
their wrists or the car radio. 

Clocks have been around 
almost since the very early 
days of the automobile and 
probably have been the subject 
of more owner complaints than 
any part of the car. Auto in¬ 
dustry people, who are 
responsible for clocks, believe 
the criticism is undeserved. 

"it runs all the time and 
unless it runs without losing a 
second or skipping a beat, 
people contend the clock is not 
reliable," says one 
representative. "Actually, the 
clock requires service just like 
other parts of your car. We 
believe in preventative 
maintenance like tune-ups, an 
oil change or a transmission 
band adjustment. Why not the 
clock?" 

Car and clock companies 
recommend cleaning and 
lubrication every two years 
soonet if the clock runs slow A 
lot depends on where you live 
Dirt is more likely to reach the 
inner mechanism in a rural 
area than in a big city. 

Climate also is a factor. Most 
of today’s docks are wound 
electrically, then run like a 
mechanical wrist watch. The 
electric winding produces an 
arc, which in turn emits carbon 
that mixes with oil. Carbon and 
oil combine to create a thick 
fluid, especially when the 
weather turns cold. Unless the 
carbon is removed, the dock 
will run slow or even stop. 
Have you ever noticed how 
often a dead dock in winter 
returns to life in the sum¬ 
mertime?

Princess Margaret and 
will reportedly split up 


LONDON (UPI) - British 
newspapers said today Queen 
Elizabeth is believed to have 
consented to a legal separation 
to end the stormy 16-year 
marriage of her sister, Prin¬ 
cess Margaret, to the Earl of 
Snowdon. 

Buckingham Palace con¬ 
firmed the Queen has had 
discussions about the troubled 
couple's future, but a spokes¬ 
man refused comment on 
reports a separation announce¬ 
ment was imminent. 

"Obviously the situation has 
been discussed by the royal 
family but I am not in a 
position to say what decision, if 
any, has been reached," he 


said. "We do not comment on 
press speculation." 

An equally authoritative 
source said, "Divorce is out of 
the question - the royal family 
does not divorce.” 

The queen was meeting in 
the afternoon with her privy 
council, a group of politicians, 
judges and prominent figures 
with whom she consults on 
everything from official ap¬ 
pointments to family matters. 

A spokesman said the meet¬ 
ing was scheduled two months 
ago. Details of the agenda were 
not disclosed, but the council 
would be an obvious forum for 
the queen to discuss the 
separation plan.

route to Australia on assign¬ 
ment as a freelance photogra¬ 
pher. Princess Margaret, 45, 
was in London with their two 
children. 

The Evening News said the 
royal family already had 
consulted the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, head of the 
Church of England, and legal 
advisers. 

"Ixtrd Snowdon is said to 
have told the queen he wants a 
divorce on the grounds of 
mutual incompatibility," the 
newspaper said. "But other 
members of the royal 
household are thought to favor 
a separation."

Princess Margaret's stand 
on this question is well known. 

In 1955 she gave up the love of 
her life, air force officer Peter 
Townsend, because he was a 
divorced man. 

Reports that Princess Mar¬ 
garet, 45, and Anthony Arm- 
strong-Jones, 46, were about to 
split have been published 
frequently in the past nine 
years — ever since palace 
sources leaked word in 1967 
they were quarreling so bit¬ 
terly it looked like the end of 
the road. 

There was a reconciliation 
that year for the sake of their 
two children — as there has 
been several times since. 

Five years after the end of 
her romance with Townsend, 
the princess shocked friends 
and family by asking permis¬ 
sion to marry Annstrong- 
Jones, a court photographer 
who used to race around 
I .ondon by motorcycle in a 
black leather jacket. 

They were married in West¬ 
minster Abbey May 6,1960 — a 
wedding notable for the 
number of European royalty 
absent. Viscount IJnley, now 
14, was born and then Lady 
Sarah Armstrong-Jones, now 
11 . 

In recent years, friends have 
spoken of the Snowdons 
achieving a "special 
relationship." They had 
separate interests, even spent 
birthdays and holidays apart. 

But they gave much time to 
their children, to whom they 
are devoted. 

Only twice have other per¬ 
sons figured in the reports of 
marital trouble. In 1971 there 
were reports I-ord Snowdon 
was friendly with beautiful 
lady Jacqueline Rufus Isaacs, 
daughter of the Marquess of 
Reading. The Readings denied 
it. 

Recently the princess spent a 
holiday for the third year in a 
row on the island of Mustique 
in the Caribbean with socialite 
Roddy Llewellyn, 27. He is not 
a romantic attachment, but 
lard Snowdon was described 
as angry about the publicity 
about the friendship. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) 
- Blaming the state Racing 
and Athletics Commission for 
the lowly status of horse racing 
in Rhode Island, a Pawtucket 
legislator is calling for a new 
fulltime agency to control all 
legal wagering in the state. 

Sen. Ambrose L Campbell 
Tuesday said he is drafting a 
bill to set up a Special Revenue 
Commission to oversee the 
state lottery, thoroughbred ra¬ 
cing, jai alai and other gam¬ 
bling the state permits. 

-I'm hopeful it would be 
passed. I'm willing to try it. It 
won't endear me to the racing 
conunission but that's the story 
of my life," said Campbell, 
himself a horse owner and 
trainer. 

Campbell said his choice to 
run the proposed agency would 
be Peter J. O’Connell, current 
state lottery director and 
former state police executive 
officer. 


Consolidation of gambling 
control “under one roof" would 
give the state better regulation 
of the various activities, 
Campbell said. The racing 
commission currently has 
control over horse racing and 
jai alai, due to debut in 
Newport in midMay. 

“The racing commission is 
just not doing the job," 
Campbell said. "I blame them 
for the condition horse racing 
is in today." 

Rhode Island's two tracks — 
Lincoln Downs and Narragan- 
sett Park — generally have 
been criticized as among the 
worst in the country. 

Campbell is chairman of a 
legislative commission 
studying the entire field of 
parimutuel betting in the state. 

He plans to introduce a bill 
this week to keep the two 
tracks from possible closing by 
increasing the amount of the 
daily handle they split with the 
state from 18 to 19 per cent.

A sliding scale currently is 
used, the state getting six per 
cent and the tracks 12 per cent 
of a daily handle up to $425,000.

When drilling George about his lack of 
physical strength, sexual prowess, or his 
rut in the college's history department, 
Martha beams about the strong, virile, 
ambitious Nick. In his "turn," George 
similarly attempts to outdo his wife. It is 
an ingenious, though frightening, game. 

The social facades of guests and hosts 
are quickly destroyed with each’s 
weaknesses revealed. 

When the guests first arrive, they are 
uncomfortable witnessing Martha find 
George's "argument."

With a 
minimum of make-up, a raspy voice, and 
a confident grin, Dewhurst is razor sharp 
in her role 


Masterfully, Ben Gazzara employs 
subtlety such that a gesturemere conveys 
what he is thinking. A patient,^knowing 
smile in the heat of battle reveals 
George's inner strength. 

With the majority of the key lines to 
deliver, Gazzara’s timing is perfect, for 
his effect could be no better. 

Richard Kelton, as Nick, is also very 
good. In addition to displaying a fine 
speaking voice, the biology teacher's 
indignation, bewilderment, and 
humiliation are brought forth by Kelton 
in a smooth manner. 

Maureen Anderman plays Nick's wife, 
Honey, in an overly gawky manner. 
Everwith her mouth hanging open, Honey 
the air-head giggles too mechanically to 
be for real. Though she has a few fine 
moments, Anderman is greatly over¬ 
shadowed by the others’ first-rate per¬ 
formances.

City budget 
winds up tonight

The aldermanic Finance Committee is 
going through the motions of cutting a 
budget so tight there is almost nothing 
left to cut and expects to be done with the 
$66.8 million budget tonight (Thursday). 

Voting on cuts began last Saturday. 

Relatively meaningless among 
Finance Committee actions is the Fin- 
com vote to delete $775,000 for collection 
of rubbish. That vote, taken Saturday, 
was forced upon the committee by the 
necessity to have a figure to present to 


the Board of Aldermen when it votes 
April 3 on the budget. 

The committee, faced with accepting 
that amount, estimated as the cost of a 
yearly contract for collection by a con¬ 
tractor, chose to delete the amount, but 
did not vote to restore the 91 positions cut 
from the Street Department sanitation 
division. 

The vote indicated that the committee 
will wait for the report of the Public 
Works Committee, which will hold a 
special meeting April 1 to discuss the 
collection bids received that day. 


State aid increases but 
city will still have to pay 


State aid to Newton in fiscal 1977 
will not exceed Newton's state 
assessments for the second year in a 
row. 

The city will receive more for 
fiscal '77 than it did for fiscal '76, but 
it will also pay more. 

Total state aid will be close to $7 
million, $6,983,569. 

The city owes $7.7 million and 
taxpayers here will pick up a deficit 
of about $760,000. 

The MBTA assessnt for Newton in 


fiscal '77, which begins July 1, has 
increased $1 million. 

In the current fiscal year, Newton 
was assessed $1.7 million for the 
MBTA. That figure is $2.6 million for 
fiscal '77. 

Other reimbursement and 
assessment figures show minor 
changes, either up or down. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
Tuesday attributed the jump in the 
assessment primarily to the MBTA. 

In fiscal '76, Newton wound up 
owing the state $338,000, 


The 5-1 vote, with two abstentions, may 
reflect not the opinion of the full Board on 
the 91-man cut but simply the sentiments 
of those voting against the removal of the 
$775,000, and by inference in favor of the 
retention of rubbish collection by the 
city's labor force. 

Aid. Andrew Magni, Richard 
Bullwinkle, Edward Richmond, John 
Stewart, and Mark White voted to cut the 
money; Aid. Wendell Bauckman voted in 
opposition; and Aid. Sidney Small and 
Joan Saklad abstained. 

Small has been hitting hard against 
abuses in sick time and time taken off 
without pay, especially in large-budget 
departments such as the Police and 
Street departments. 

The records of sick leave in both 
departments far exceed those in any 
other department in the city, and Small 
feels that department heads must exert 
stronger controls over abuses than have 
existed in the past. 

A management study done some years 
ago pointer! out tluit in Newton the cost of 
municipal collection of rubbish Ls much 
higher than the national average for that 
reason. 

New Public Works Commissioner Gene 
1 arson said that if the Board decides not

Each count carries a maximum 
penalty of $3000, two years im¬ 
prisonment, or both. 

The criminal complaints were brought 
by state police through the office of 
Middlesex County District Attorney John 
Droney, after several months' in¬ 
vestigation. 

Droney initiated the investigation after 
questions on Seafidi's conduct had been 
referred to him by the state attorney 
general’s office which had been consulted 
on the matter by the Newton Law 
Department. 

Four charges apply to Seafidi's alleged 
deposit of city money in a bank with 
which he was negotiating for employment 
in June, 1975. 

The complaints allege that on four 
occasions Scafidi deposited city money in 
the Harbor National Bank totaling $1 
million dollars "while negotiating 
prospective employment with Harbor 
National Bank." 

Four other complaints charge that 
Scafidi, as a former employee of the City 
of Newton, "knowingly acted as an agent 
for Harbor National Bank in connection 
with a particular matter in which the city 
of Newton had a direct or substantial 
interest and in which he participated as 
an employee of the city of Newton."

Assessors check 
revaluation data 


The Assessing Department is makuig 
spot checks of sale prices of Newton 
houses to compare against the appraisals 
of the revaluation firm, Cole-Layer- 
Trunible, as the July 1 deadline for im¬ 
plementation of revaluation approaches. 

Joseph Cosgrove, a member of 
Newton's three-man department (one 
position has been vacant for over three 
months), said this week that the 
assessors plan to use all the 90-day review 
period allowed by the contract to go over 
the program given to them by Cole- 
1-ayer-Trumble last week. 

Cosgrove still believes the assessing 
department will be able to complete its 
evaluation of the program by June 15, in 
time for the city to comply with a court 
order to implement revaluation by July 1. 

That date Ls a one-year extension of the 
original date set by a court in 1973 as a 
result of a taxpayers’ suit. 

The city's real estate has been valued 


at 51 per cent of full and fair market value 
for some time, according to state 
valuations, and some properties have 
been assessed at values as low as 20 
percent of true value. 

In adjusting figures from Cole-Layer- 
Trumble's appraised values that were as 
of July, 1974, the assessors have allowed a 
10 percent increase in price to reflect the 
expectable increase in value, Cosgrove 
said. 

Cosgrove feels that the economy itself 
has not been a deterrent to buying houses 
in Newton. 

When the assessors have completed 
their review of Cole-Layer-Trumble's 
work, they still must decide, with the help 
of the city's I-aw Department, whether 
the program is valid and meets terms of 
the contract. 

If they determine that the program is 
not accurate, the city will have to return 
to Judge Henry Chmielinski and ask for a 
further extension.

Mann not 
running for 
Congress 

Mayor Theodore Mann said at a news 
conference Monday that he has made a 
“firm decision" not to run for Congress 
this fall. 

The mayor hedged his statement 
somewhat by saying that he couldn't 
ignore a draft. 

In regard to endorsement of another 
candidate against Drinan, Mann said he 
may not endorse anyone. He met recently 
with Arthur Mason, a Brookline lawyer 
who is running against Drinan. 

Asked whether his decision not to run 
against Drinan this fall means anything 
about his intention to run again for mayor 
of Newton, Mann replied, “The '77 
decision will stand on its own. I'll make 
that decision at the appropriate time." 

The results of a telephone poll con¬ 
cluded recently were "extremely 
gratifying’" the mayor said, but he has 
decided that the commitment "in terms 
of time and money" is greater than he 
can make at this time. 
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Cultural arts center 
may come true soon 


Members of the Cultural 
Affairs Commission have 
formed a private, nonprofit 
corporation that will own and 
operate a Newton Arts Center 
in a building of the Newton 
Junior College, which will be 
closed in June. 

The mayor's advisory 
committee on surplus 
municipal buildings will 
recommend to the mayor that 
the city sell the building, on the 
north side of Washington Park’ 
to the newly formed group for a 
nominal amount, probably $1. 
If the corporation fails, the 
building would revert to the 
city. 

Former alderman Louis 
Egelson, finance chairman of 
the Newton Cultural Affairs, 
Inc., said this week that the 
group has had estimates of the 
cost required to make the 
building meet safety ;md fire 
codes, and he thinks $15,000 
will take care of the problems. 

The corporation is working 
now on various fundraising 
mechanisms. 

Planned for the arts center 
are studios and workshops in 
the basement’ exhibit space 
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and dance studios, and 
eventually a larger stage and 
auditorium than the present 
two auditoriums' which seat 
about 300 people each. 

Egelson feels that the 
basement area can be used by 
next fall. 

The arts center could 
become the home of several 
organizations, including the 
Newton Country Players, the 
Piccadilly Playhouse (both 
theater groups), the Newton 
Symphony, the New England 
Chamber Orchestra, and the 
New England Chamber Opera. 

Egelson acknowledges that 
funds will be a problem, but 
adds that the corporation is 
looking for grants, and he has a 
secret plan up his sleeve to 
encourage the contribution of 
money by the public. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
consistently said that he Ls 
favorable toward an arts 
center, but it must be done 
without city funds. 

Egeslon said, "We are 
committed to operate in¬ 
dependently of the city."

Backman, Mofenson report on Doctor who 
bill to restore cut in medical aid shot youth 

sued for $3m 


Sen. Jack H. Backman and 
Kep. David J. Mofenson, 
chairmen of the Human Ser¬ 
vices and Elderly Affairs 
Committee, today announced 
that the Committee has 
reported favorably on 
legislation restoring the recent 
cuts in medical services for the 
poor. 

The legislation, which has 
the support of Senate Ways and 
Means Chairman, James 
Kelly, was reported into the 
House. This legislation was 
cosponsored by 23 senators at 
the close of the last session. 

The bill would restore full 
medical services for the poor 
by reinstating the statutes 
which were in effect prior to 
the enactment last fall of the 
governor's welfare-cut 
package and the fiscal '76 
budget. 

Specifically, the bill would 
make the following changes: 

1. It would restore a full 
program of medical care for 
general relief recipients. At 
present, medical care for 
general relief recipients is 
curtailed to cover only drugs 
necessary to sustain life. 

2. It would reinstate 
eligibility for employables 
without dependents to receive 
general relief medical benefits. 

It would also reinstate 
eligibility for heads of families 
awaiting or receiving unem¬ 
ployment compensation and 
heads of families during the 30- 
day waiting period for the 
AFDC-unemployed fathers 
program, to receive general 
relief medical benefits. (The 
children in such families would 
be eligible for the reimbursed 
Medicaid program and would, 
therefore, not need general 
relief medical benefits.) 

3. It would remove the 
discretion granted to the 
Welfare Department to 
eliminate Medicaid services 
which are optional under 
federal law, and would restore 


the pre-1975 statute listing the 
medical services to be 
provided under the state's 
Medicaid program. The major 
cuts that have been made by 
the Welfare Department in the 
optional services are the 
elimination of hearing aids and 
of all dental care for all adults 
on Medicaid. . 

Sen. Backman said, "Our 
estimate, which is supported 
by the Senate Ways and Means 
staff, is that the bill would cost, 
at the outside’ not more than 
$43.5 million for fiscal year 
1977. This breaks down into a 
cost of not more than $33.5 
million to restore a full general 
relief medical program for the 
current general relief 
recipients as well as for the 
employables who are not 
currently eligible for general 
relief, and a state cost of not 
more than $10million to restore 
the optional Medicaid services 
cuts which have been or are 
about to be made by the 
Welfare Department. 

"Fifteen million dollars in 
state costs is the estimate the 
Welfare Department has given 
for a total package of optional 
service cuts, restrictions, and 
management modifications. 


conditions would eventually 
require more expensive 
medical attention and could 
also result in the incapacitation 
of potentially employable 
persons." 

"This Is not to mention the 
social costs related to the 
hardship these medical cuts 
will cause the elderly, disabled 
and other poor who are sick. 
Also, the cuts will result in an 
overload on city hospitals 
financed through the local 
property tax. Some cases will 
become charity cases in 
private hospitals, resulting in 
increased hospital rates and 
insurance charges." 

Kep. Mofenson stated, "It 
remains incomprehensible to 
me that the Welfare Depart¬ 
ment has eliminated hearing 
aids for adults and is 
proceeding with plans to 
eliminate, as of March 20, all 
dental services — even care for 
the relief of pain — for all 
elderly, disabled and other 
adult welfare recipients. The 
irony is that those who are able 
to get inpatient hospital care 
for aggravated dental con¬ 
ditions will end up costing the 
state about four times what the 
same care would have cost in a 


A $3 million damage suit was 
filed Wednesday on behalf of 
the parents of a youth shot to 
death after the alleged 
Christmas Eve holdup of a 
Newton doctor.

Gomey and his wife, Ruth, 
were allegedly robbed by two 
persons in a the parking lot of a 
Chestnut Hill restaurant. 

Atkins said the suit is based 
on the issue that Jones and his 
companion were fleeing on foot 
when Gorney shot Jones.

Transportation needs of 
Newton's handicapped 
residents will be surveyed by 
the Planning and Human 
Services departments in 
conjunction with an ex¬ 
perimental 10-week tran¬ 
sportation program for the 
elderly being run by the 
Human Services Department. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, 
announcing the study, 
said, "For many years, the 
needs of handicapped persons 
have ben been overlooked in 
the area of public tran¬ 
sportation. It has been 
estimated that there are 
several thousand handicapped 
persons in Newton, many of

unable to break that down 
according to each cut, 
restriction or modification. It 
is clear, however, that the 
actual service cuts involve far 
less than $15 million in state 
fluids. Restoration of the main 
service cuts — dental service 
and hearinq aids for adults, 
and chiropractic services — 
would cost less than $7 million 
in state funds annually." 

Sen. Backman further ad¬ 
ded, "It must also be em¬ 
phasized that the governor's 
projected 'savings’ from 
medical assistance cuts would 
not be real savings. In many 
situations there would actually 
he an increase in overall costs 
because unattended medical 
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"It is equally incredible that 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is refusing to 
pay for any medical care at all 

— except life-sustaining drugs 

— for the indigent general 
relief recipients. How brutal it 
is that the state is willing to let 
them fend for themselves, even 
when it comes to life-sustaining 
surgery and other life- 
sustaining care." 

Sen. Backman stated, 
"Medical care is a human right 
Which are governor and 
leigslature cannot be allowed 
to take away."

Office park, nursing home need Board vote

Members of the aldermanie 
land Use Committee were 
upset last Thursday night when 
they learned some buildings in 
Newton at 128 Office Park do 
not have permanent occupancy 
permits. 

The aldermen will probably 
use the leverage of a threat to 
deny a permanent permit to 
First Equity Associates in 
order to make the firm put up a 
sign to conform with the city's 
sign code. 

Frederick Thacher, 
executive director of Charles 
River Counseling Service, 
asked the land Use Committee 
to to grant permissive use for a 
wooden free-standing sign in 
front of the building at 154 
Wells Ave. 

Ellen Reckhow of the 
Planning Department said the 
current free-standing sign with 
"Charles River Counseling 
Service" on it is objectionable 
because it singles out a single 
tenant in the building. 

City Planner Charles 
Thomas said the building was 
not built according to plans 
approved by the aldermen and 
the owner will have to submit 
an accurate plan of the stan¬ 
ding building before per¬ 


manent occupancy permit is 
given. 

The planners would like to 
sec a free-standing building 
identifier near the street with 
just "154 Wells Avenue" on it, 
which is allowable for the 
dwelling. 

Thomas is concerned about 
the sign because he wants to 
maintain the high design 
standard which was planned 
when the office park was built. 

The committee also voted to 
approve permissive use to 
increase the number of beds in 
the Heritage Hill convalescent 
home from 120 to 190. 

The home is at 2101 
Washington St., Dower Falls, 
adjacent to Rte. 128 and on the 
Beacon Street extension near 
the hospital. 

Peter Talbot spoke on behalf 
of Belmore Park residents who 
were concerned about safety in 
the neighborhood with the 


additional parking spaces 
needed for the larger oc¬ 
cupancy. 

The aldermanie committee 
agreed to restrict the owner to 
using the side parking lot only 
when necessary and the owner 
agreed to chain it the rest of the 
time. 

Responding to questions by 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson' Dr. 
Joseph Hill of the home said 
the changes in the economy 
and Medicaid make the ad¬ 
ditional capacity desirable. 

Dr. Hill said in 1969 when the 
Board of Aldermen approved 
the initial floor plans for 120 
beds most of the rooms were 
rented to private parties who 
now pay about $35-$45 per day. 

With eligibility requirements 
less stringent for Medicaid. Dr. 
Hill now finds that about 75 
percent of the residents are 
Medicaid recipients, for whom 


the government only pays a 
minimum daily fee of $22. 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea and 
Ethel Sheehan had visited the 
site and felt the rooms are 
large enough for two people. 

Aid. Jefferson abstained on 
the 4-0-2 committe vote 
because he was opposed to 
disrupting the plans of the 
previous Board, but did not 
want to vote against Medicaid. 

Aid. Shea also abstained 
because of the parking 
situation. The home currently 
has 42 parking spaces and will 
need 18 more to meet the 
parking required under zoning 
laws for the nursing home. 

Although the aldermen and 
home representatives agreed 
that not all that parking space 
was needed, the aldermen did 
not want to set a precedent for 
waiving the rule. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
will vote on these items April 5.

Getting adults without a high 
school diploma back into the 
classroom to earn one is a 
salient goal of a new CETA 
program starting April 5 at 
Massachusetts Bay Com¬ 
munity College, Watertown.

Each student will also 
work at a CETA-sponsored job, 
in effect subsidizing hisher own 
study plan. 

The end in view, according to 
CETA Director Charles F.

CETA is also equipped to 
help with child care and

Henry Kissinger 

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has 
become a bit much. President Ford's 
political advisers say privately that 
Kissinger is now a liability to Mr. Ford. 
They express the wish that the President 
would drop Kissinger and replace him with 
someone such as Elliot Richardson. 

Kissinger critics seem to be on solid 
ground. As President Ford's aides point 
out, the thing most people like best about 
the Ford administration is the President's 
honesty and candor. He identifies with the 
man in the street, as did Harry Truman. 

Secretary Kissinger is neither honest nor 
candid. He does not identify with anyone 
unless it is some high-handed Arab poten¬ 
tate. He is arrogant, and he does not have a 
record of accomplishments to justify his 
arrogance. 

The rank and file of the voters apparent¬ 
ly recognize Kissinger’s failures even if 
President Ford doesn’t. The contenders for 
the Democratic Presidential nomination 
invariably draw volleys of cheers when 
they open fire on Kissinger. 

I An example of Kissinger’s arrogance 
and extravagance was provided when he 
came to Boston to accept the Christian A. 
Herter Award from Henry Cabot Lodge, 
He reserved the entire 12th floor at the Ritz 
Carlton Hotel for his stay in the Hub. That 
consisted of 22 bedrooms and four living 
rooms. 

Needless to say, that was done at public 
expense. If Mr. Kissinger were picking up 
the tab himself, it's extremely doubtful 
that his stay in Boston would have been on 
any such grand and wasteful style. 

When former President Harry Truman 
come to Boston in 1948, he had a suite at the 
Statler. 

We are not championing the cause of 
Ronald Reagan when we express the opi¬ 
nion that Reagan was right to declaring 
that the bill for Kissinger’s trip to Boston 
should have been paid from President 
\ Ford's campaign fund in view of the 
political attack Kissinger made in his Hub 
address. 

Persons close to President Ford insist 
that two of Henry Kissinger’s subordinates 
in the State Department leaked informa¬ 
tion concerning foreign policy discussions 
to Foreign Policy Magazine on specific 
instructions from Kissinger. The leaks 
were intended to make Henry look good. 

But when an uproar started over the 
leaks, Kissinger, in an obvious charade, 
conducted an investigation and 
reprimanded the two subordinates for 
doing what he had told them to do. White 
House aides don't consider that a shining 
example of honesty and candor. 

They claim that Kissinger also was the 
source of Salta data leaks even though he 
denied it. They cite other instances where 
they insist Kissinger was less than truthful. 

Kissinger's critics charge that he has 
been a poor Secretary of State. They point 
out that U.S. prestige had declined eroded 
in all parts of the world while he has 
headed the State Department and that his 
supposed magnificent accomplishments in 
the end proved to be a series of disasters. 

As an example, they cite the Vietnamese 
peace he supposedly negotiated in Paris 
and his pronouncement on the eve of Ihe 
1972 Presidential election that “peace is at 
hand.” 

Other failures included the meaningless 
Helsinki agreement, the near loss of Por¬ 
tugal. and the Cuban expeditionary force to 
Central Africa. 

What President Ford's advisers can't 
understand is why he doesn't recognize 
that Kissinger has been an arrogant flop 
and has become a political liability. 
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The unprotected new minority

Political observers are no longer shocked or surprised by 
the contradicUons’ follies, and foibles of the Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration. Born in the euphoria of a "no new tax" pledge 
find weaned on the harsh realities of governing, the 
direction has been steadily downhill ever since. 

But even "the Duke's" harshest critics, who always 
expect the worse, must have been shocked by his latest 
caper involving the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination. The MCAD, as it is known on Beacon Hill, 
is a useless and expensive duplication. Its function is 
essentially the same as the United States Civil Rights 
Commission and the Civil Rights Division of the 
Massachusetts Attorney General's office. 

In addition to its redundnacy, the Commission has 
enraged the business community, certain labor unions, 
private school administrators, bankers, loan company 
officials, government department heads, and many 
unemployed workers’ others. People who have been of¬ 
fended by the Commission’s meddling complained to their 
legislators. 

Last year the legislature, seeking desperately for ways to 
trim the state’s whoppping deficit, made deep cuts in the 
Commission's budget. Undaunted, the staff at MCAD 
continued its harassment of the private sector. Guidelines, 


quotas, "affirmative action plans," and other reverse 
discrimination devices continued to emanate from its 
boards of busybodies. 

Perhaps the last straw came a few months ago when the 
leaders of private anti-busing academics in Boston were 
called in for “hearings." No complaints were filed, no 
charges were brought. The Commissioners simply decided 
to "go fishing." They supoenaed records, applications, and 
lists of students. 

No one had complained about discrimination at these 
schools. No one had been denied admission. There was not 
even a hint of any unlawful action or deliberate 
segregation. Indeed, the exact opposite was true. Ap¬ 
plicants were not screened as to race and assigned to 
schools because of their skin color as was true in the public 
schools. 

In view of all this, the governor was bombarded at a press 
conference. Confronted with the facts, he promised to "call 
Off” the dogs. It seemed that the Commission’s days were 
numbered. Faced with the righteous wrath of the 
legislature and, having embarrassed the governor, it 
looked like curtains. 

Responsible observers fully expected the abolition of 
MCAD and transfer of its legal powers to Attorney General 
Bellotti's office. 


last week, Governor Dukakis unveiled his plan to 
"reorganize" MCAD. First of all, he proposed restoring all 
the previous cuts made by the legislature. His budget for 
the Commission during the next fiscal year is close to 
$1,000,000.00! In addition, he wants the PART-TIME 
chairman's pay raised from $9460.00 annually to $23,000,00. 

Included in the governor’s message to the legislature was 
his statement that the board is supposed to protect the 
rights of racial, ethnic, and linguistic minorities, religious 
groups, women, elderly, handicapped, blind ditizens, 
soldiers, veterans' and public assistance recipients. 

According to the census, these groups make up over 70 
per cent of our population! In other words, people NOT 
protected by the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination are the new minority! 

There is a bill, filed by Boston Democratic Represen¬ 
tatives Raymond Flynn and Francis Coppinger, to abolish 
this wasteful, foolish and troublesome agency. The bill 
number is H3699. If everyone reading this column would 
call or write their legislator today and urge its adoption, 
perhaps we could save a million bucks. Then maybe the 
staff of MCAD could find useful employment in private 
industry doing something productive. It would be a new 
experience for them. 


No Congressman should run for president

NE1W YORK — Members of Congress 
- whether in the House or Senate — 
should not be allowed to run for 
president of the United States while 
holding a seat. 

This is the essence of a proposed 
constitutional amendment submitted 
by Sen. Barry Goldwater (R.-Ariz.), 
1964 Republican candidate for 
president. 

A congressman who runs for 
president cannot do a good job as a 
legislator. "I recall that 1 had one of the 
worst voting records in the Senate," 
notes Goldwater in referring to the year 
he ran for the White House. "When 
John Kennedy ran for president,” he 
adds in a nonpartisan way, "he had an 
even worse voting record." 

In a republic that depends upon 
proper representation, it is a mistake to 
allow the men and women entrusted 
with acting as the people's represen¬ 
tatives to run around the country, many 
miles away from their proper place in 
Washington. 

It is particularly wrong for senators 
to run for president while holding their 
Senate seat, believes Goldwater. The 
job of a senator is to speak for the in¬ 
terests of his state. But once that 
senator begins to run for president, he 
is likely to lose sight of his true purpose 
and to begin to subordinate his state's 
objectives to other political purposes. 

"Whether they do so consciously or 
not. it is hard to believe that senators 
who seek the presidency would not act 


differently than they would if they were 
giving their full attention to upholding 
•he interests and welfare of the 
sovereign people in their individual 
states," adds Goldwater. 


Once he begins to campaign for 
president, he is bound to think as a 
national — rather than a local — 
statesman, and that is bad, according 
to Goldwater. 


If we accept this notion of what a 
senator's responsibility is, we may well 
wonder who — in the Senate — is 
supposed to think and vote in the 
national interest. Or is the Senate 
merely supposed to be the self-centered 
babble of 50 separate sovereignties? 

But setting aside this separatist view 
of the Senate, we are faced with still 
another questions if we accept the 
Goldwater amendment; namely, what 
public official should be allowed to 
stand for the presidency? 

Obviously, no governor should be 
allowed to run for president. He has a 
state to take care of and should not be 
running around the landscape 
neglecting his duties at home. 
Moreover, a governor should be 
thinking — even more than a senator — 
about the interests of his state, a 
mission that, by the Goldwater theory, 
would be muddled by a campaign for 
the presidency. 

No mayor should be allowed to run 
for president for the same reasons. 

Indeed, it would seem improper for a 
President to run for president since he 
would have to spend so much time away 
from "the store" he is supposed to mind 
and since, in making specialized ap¬ 
peals to the separate states, he is likely 
to subordinate the national to local 
interest. 

The Goldwater amendment would 
allow a congressman to run for 
president two years after he has 
vacated his seat — by which time he is 
likely to have disappeared from public 
view altogether.

Legendary Tiffany's fires a customer

You can have your complicated indexes 
and economic indicators: I've stumbled 
across better proof that the depression is 
really over: a store has actually fired a 
customer. 

A little thing, maybe, in the grand 
scope of cosmic calculations. But 
cheering, just the same. 

What makes it even better is that it was 
done by Tiffany’s, the legendary jeweler 
to the carriage trade. So you know it was 
done with class. 

Here’s how it came about: 

Caught up in the spirit of historical 
observance, the store celebrated lin- 
coln's birthday with an ad quoting 10 
statements attributed to the 16th 
President. 

One of them was: "You cannot help the 
poor by destroying the rich." 

Well, admirable as the sentiment may 
be. it turned out that Iineoln never said 
it. And Tiffany chairman Walter Hoving 
took it back in a later ad with the ad¬ 
mission: "Sorry, we goofed." 

Folks chuckled sympathetically and 
forgot it. What gives the incident 


economic significance is what happened 
next. 

Mr. Hoving got a letter. An irate one 
from a charge-account customer who 
accused him of being "anti-labor." 

"Do I want to be seen in a store that 
encourages the worst sort of snobbery, 
economic elitism and contempt for the 
wage-earner?" she wrote. "1 am a wage- 
earner. and I'll think twice before I enter 
Tiffany’s again." 

Now here comes the good part. Mr. 
Hoving wrote back: "1 think you are 
right. I do not think you should be seen in 
Tiffany’s. So I'm going to do you a favor. 1 
have closed your account." 

Well, three cheers for Mr. H. Years of 
dedicated shopping among consumers 
who delight in tyrannizuig helpless sales 
clerks have long convinced me the 
customer is not "always right.” There 
are times when he is not only wrong, he is 
obnoxious. 

But this is the first time I ever heard of 
one getting such a quick comeuppance. 

Mr. Hoving puts it this way: the one 
thing he can't stand is rudeness from his 
clientele, and he is not about to "take any 
guff from people." 

What more proof do you need that 
recovery is here to stay? Granted, of 


course, that Tiffany's might not have 
been so quick to take umbrage if the 
customer had been a tycoon with an 
account that runs into six figures. 

Still, a customer is a customer. Ask any 
retailer. 

Business hasn't been that great in the 
past couple of years. Store managers 
were more interested in moving in¬ 
ventory than in manners, and they often 
put up with an unlimited amount of 
"guff” as long as they could ring up a 
sale. 

But Mr. Hovuig's independence could 
be the beginning of a whole new trend. 
And there are signs that the time is ripe. 

A recent survey shows that folks are 
beginning to think about spending money 
again. More than 60 per cent have 
decided that prices have settled down 
somewhat and it's safe to start buying. 

Half of them are still worried about 
losing their jobs, but 34 per cent think 
things will get better for them this year.

You still have to remember that 73 per 
cent think we're not out of the recession 
yet, but even that's an improvement.

Long-Range plans 


To the Editor 

Robert Cohen’s allegation 
that the Newton school 
department lost $10 million in 
stale aid is a gross falsehood. 

The facts are: 

1. At no time in the past three 
years did the School Com¬ 
mittee or the Board of 
Aldermen even consider 
spending $20 million for school 
buildings. (To receive the 
alleged $10 million in state aid' 
$20 million is the amount that 
Newton would have had to 
expend). 

2. The Board of Aldermen 
chose to cut back the com¬ 
prehensive Nine School Study 
arid attended only to the 
“health and safety” needs of 
the schools involved. In 
making these cutbacks the 
Board of Aldermen precluded 
the possiblity of Newton’s 
receiving any state aid for the 
nine schools. 

3. Since January, 1975' the 
School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau iSBABl has had ab¬ 
solutely no funds to disburse 
for new projects. Further, for 
the fiscal year 1976-77 the 
SBAB again has no funds in its 
budget for new projects. 


4. For years the SBAB has 
equivocated and vacillated 
regarding the need for a long 
range plan. On Oct. 8, 1974, it 
wrote regarding Underwood 
School: "The need for this 
project exists independent of a 
long range plan." It was not 
until Oct. 23, 1975, long after 
their funds had run out, that 
the SBAB took a firm position 
requesting a long-range plan 
from Newton. 

If Mr. Cohen really wants the 
administration to develop a 
long range, 10-year plan, he 


should start out by asking the 
School Committee to face up to 
the need for school con¬ 
solidations. 

If Mr. Cohen and the rest of 
the School Committee are 
willing to consider con¬ 
solidations, and they do come 
up with a 10-year plan for 
school closings, then and only 
then can the administration 
formulate the kind of long 
range program the SBAB now . 
seems to want.

Lead screening for tots 
Tuesday at Underwood 


A screening to test for lead 
poisoning will be held for 
Newton children ages one to 
five years Tuesday, March 30, 
from 9-11:30 a.m. at Under¬ 
wood School, 101 Vernon St., 
Newton. 

More than 500 children have 
been tested in the 1975-76 lead 
screening program sponsored 
by Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
and theNewton Health 
Department. 

Children tested under the 
program conducted two years 
ago who are still under the age 
of five should be tested again 
since they should be tested 
annually for possible elevated 
lead levels. 

Performed free of charge by 
members of the hospital's 
Comprehensive Child Care 
Service and school nurses from 
the Health Department, the 
screenings consist of a simple 
finger-prick blood test. 
Assistance also is provided by 
members of the Retired Senior 
Volunteer program. 

Most children get lead 
poisoning by eating lead paint 
inside or outside their homes. 
However, other factors may 
contribute to an elevated lead 
level, including drinking acidic 
fluids from iroperly fired 
earthenware, eating dirt or 
brightly colored magazine 
pictures, or absorbing vehicle 
exhaust fumes. 


Any children found to have 
increased blood lead will be 
retested and if necessary have 
specific medical treatment to 
remove the excess lead from 
their bodies.

Tip bum on spider plants — 

Vegetable spaghetti — Have 
you ever tried growing 
vegetable spaghetti? This 
vegetable is a type of summer 
squash, but is cooked dif¬ 
ferently. Plants set fruits like 
any other squash, fruits are 
white skinned and about 8 
inches long, 4 inches or so in 
diameter. When ripe the fruit 
turns a yellowish-tan. The flesh 
is a spiral of spaghetti-like pulp 
and when cooked is delicious 
served hot with catsup, tomato 
sauce, butter, or spaghetti 
sauce. Boil the whole fruit 
(without cutting or peeling) for 
30 minutes. Then cut in half, 
remove seeds from center and 
with a fork pull the pulp from 
the shell. 

It's also dandy fried like 
eggplant when young. 
Vegetable spaghetti grows on a 
vine and can be stored for early 
w inter use. If you happen to be 
on a diet, and can't eat 
spaghetti, then raise this 
novelty for a delightful diet 
spaghetti meal. 

Several readers have asked us 
what causes the brown tips on 
the spider plant, also called 
Airplane plant, or 
chlorophytum. This is a 
common complaint with home 
owners as well as commercial 
growers.

Here are some reasons for 
tip bum on spider plants: (1) 
Dry soil or insufficient 
watering. (2) Too much fer¬ 
tilizer or "soluble salts." (3) 
Fluoride injury. Super¬ 
phosphate has enough fluoride 
to cause foliage bum on some 
plants. Also treated drinking 
water will cause a fluoride 
problem on various foliage 
plants. (3) Calcium deficiency. 
By adding some limestone or 
gypsum to the soil mixture you 
can offset the deficiency. Use 
gypsum at the rate of 1 
teaspoon per 6" pot, or 
limestone, 2 teaspoons per 6" 
pot. 

Red spider mites — One of 
the toughest pests on house 
plants now is the red spider 
mite. Too small to be seen by 
the untrained eye, but their 
presence is often detected by 
cobwebs on the tips of plants. 
They are also found on the 
undersides of leaves. They can 
be greenish, yellow or red. 
Being a rasping pest, it causes 
a mottling or yellowing of the 
leaves. 

Control: It’s not easy. Dip 
plants in a bucket of soap and 
water (detergent is ok), once a 
week. Kelthanc is a miticide 
useful in checking the pest.

all mail addressed to the past School 
Committee was shared with all 
members, Mandell said that some 
mail sent to him without addressing 
him with his title had been opened 
without his permission. 

In order to protect the con¬ 
fidentiality of those who write to 
him, Mandell said he will open the 
mail personally. 

Beckwith retorted, “If we're 
operating under your dictatorship, I 
object." 

The subject dropped for a while 
until Beckwith abstained on the 
approval of the minutes. 

Cohen asked that Mandell read the 
rules on abstaining. 

Cohen interpreted the rules as 
saying ther is no abstaining allowed, 
at which point Beckwith said, "If 
this is going to be a new ballgame, 
I’ll vote no." 

The rules state, ". . . every 
member present shall vote unless he 
lias a personal interest in the matter 
to be voted upon, or is excused by the 
Committee at his request." 

Before the Committee agreed on 
abstentions, Cohen cited Beckwith 
as “the least prepared member of 
the School Committee" and moved 
that he be stripped of his title of 
chairman emeritus. 

The tension and anger in every 
speakers voice penetrated the room, 


and after Cohen's last statements 
the audience booed and sighed. 
When Mandell pleaded, "Please, we 
expect some decorum from you (the 
audience)"' the audience lauged. 

And laughed even louder when 
Michael I-eConti asked, "What the 
hell is going on here?" 

Beckwith and Mandell then 
agreed on the old understanding 
about abstentions, which is that any 
member may abstain at any time, 
and must only state why when asked 
by another Committee member. 

lx;Conti seconded the move to 
strip Beckwith of his honorary title, 
then Honora Kaplan asked the 
Committee to move on with its 
business. 

But Cohen kept on, noting that 
"Beckwith takes every opportunity 
to zing me," referring to his con¬ 
stantly bringing up that Cohen's wife 
works as a learning disability tutor. 

“Regardless of the city solicitor's 
ruling that there is no conflict of 
interest," Beckwith repeatedly 
makes the accusation, Cohen 
claimed. 

When Mandell agreed again with 
Cohen, the audience hissed again, 
and Mandell threatened those 
present with his right to have anyone 
evicted from the hall. 

In another attack on the audience, 
Mandell yelled, "There is an 
element in the audience that is

disrespectful of the democratic 
process and the new School Com¬ 
mittee." 

When Mandell cited the audience 
for being stacked with school em¬ 
ployees, Kaplan objected to the 
"veiled or not-so-veiled" threat of 
closed meetings. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann was 
"throughly disgusted and disap¬ 
pointed" with the conduct of the 
meeting. 

"The things I've heard here are 
hammered out in a back room" by 
every other public body he has seen, 
the mayor said. 

The mayor said' "If the School 
Committee takes this action (on 
Beckwith), it doesn't have the right 
to exist." 

Cohen had a few words for the 
mayor after Mandell ruled the 
mayor out of order when he in¬ 
terrupted Cohen. 

Cohen blasted Mann for making 
bad comments about the Committee 
at the Lincoln Day Dinner when no 
Committee members were present, 
thus inciting fears that the Com¬ 
mittee was going to destroy 
education in Newton. 

The vote to remve the title from 
Beckwith, who is serving his 19th 
year, failed by a 3-4 vote, with 
Cohen, Mandell, and LeConti in 
favor, Beckwith abstaining, and Dr. 
Edward Prince absent.

Scout news 

Troop 242. BSA, of Newton Highlands, urges all residents 
of Newton to show strong support of the recycling programs 
offered in this city. 

Four years before Newton started its curbside collection 
of glass and cans last fall, this scout troop had recognized 
the need for a recycling program. In the fall of 1971, under 
the leadership of Scoutmaster Clifton Dean, this troop 
initiated a program, collecting glass, cans, and papers in 
the local area as a service project, called SOAR. 

Urged by many Newton citizens, a citywide volunteer 
program of curbside collection was launched last October. 
Active participation in this program means the taxpayer 
will not only be saving some of our country's natural 
resources, but will also be helping to cut down city costs. 
Newton pays to have trash hauled out of the city; but every 
ton of glass, cans, and paper recycled actually brings 
money in to the city treasury. 

To participate in the city's curbside collection of 
recyclables, the barrels used for them must be clearly 
marked with a white stripe around them. Clear glass and 
dark glass must be in separate barrels but cans may be put 
with either color. Papers should be tied. The papers and 
marked barrels should be placed beside the weekly trash to 
be collected. 

Recyclables may also be brought to a site opposite the 
incinerator on Rumford Avenue in West Newton, or to the 
Elliot Street city yard in Newton Highlands, where a 
recvclcing area is still maintained by the Scouts of Troop 
242.* 

All glass and cans brought to the Elliot Street area benefit 
Troop 242, whose Scouts clean and ship the glass and cans to 
recycling companies. The Troop uses the money received 
for these materials for program activities and equipment. 

Troop 242 has found the program very worh worthwhile 
as a sendee to its community, in terms of its educational 
value to the Scouts, and as a fundraising activity. 

The Elliot Street and RumfordAvenue areas are open 
daily from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and Saturdays from 8 a.m. 
until noon.

At a hearing before the State 
Legislative Committee on 
Commerce and Ixbor last 
week State Rep. Ixis G. Pines 
of Newton urged adoption of 
legislation cosponsored with 
State Rep. David J. lane 
requiring builders to provide 
warranties against defects in 
new houses and sellers of used 
houses to disclose defects of 
which they arc aware. 

Pines told the committee, 
"We are trying to end the 
'buyer beware’ standard. The 
buying of a home is usually the 
biggest investment a family 
will ever make. Buyers of 
homes should be given the 
same kind of protection they 
get under our consumer 
protection laws whep they buy 
appliances or automobiles." 

She pointed out that some 
people have bought homes and 
later discovered, much to their 
dismay, intolerable conditions 
such as flooding, sewer 
leakage or structural defects 
which cost a lot to correct, 
sometimes beyond their 
financial resources. These 
unexpected expenses should 


not be borne by the un¬ 
suspecting buyer, but by the 
builder or the seller if 
deceptive sales practices have 
been used." 

Builders, under H. 3948, must 
furnish buyers of new houses 
and condominium units a 
three-year warranty against 
serious defects and shorter 
warranties for workmanship 
and defective materials 
backed up by the builder's 
obligation to repair or pay for 
repairs covered by the 
warranty. 

Developers selling house lots 
would be required by the bill to 
make the sale subject to ap¬ 
proval of the land for 
residential construction by the 
local board of health. 

H. 3947, the companion bill, 
would require from the seller 
of a dwelling written 
disclosures of known con¬ 
ditions and defects and 
previous sales history, such as 
previous purchase price, real 
estate taxes and utility costs. 

Real estate brokers and 
banks would also have to 
furnish the buyer information 
booklets prepared by the 


Secretary of Consumer Affairs 
explains explaining the law 
and what to expect in real 
estate transactions, including a 
warning about unfair practices 
and unnecessary changes.

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Ethnic cooking is Bicentennial cuisine 


The Bicentennial year is a great time to 
sample the favorite dishes of our 
forefathers and to learn of this country's 
rich food heritage. 

America is a melting pot of 
nationalities and their ethnic cuisines. 
One of our favorite ethnic foods is that of 
Italy, with its rich sauces and delicately- 
flavored veal dishes. We'U find out more 
about Shish Kebab, a finger food, but this 
dish by any name is meat on a skewer. 
Shish and shash are Turkish words for 
skewer; kebab or kabob means meat cut 
into small pieces, grilled or broiled. In 
Russia, it is called Sashlik; in France en 
brochette. It's a delicious way to serve 
inexDensive cuts of meat. 

Songs about Brazil usually expound the 
beauties of Rio and the excitement of 
night life, and you may think of coffee; 
however, Brazil's shrimp are especially 
good and they are offered in many 
delightfully unusual dishes. 

Gastronomically, Vienna has gained 
from all the occupations and all the 
conquests. From the Turks. Vienna 
learned to borrow the best from the 
Germans, the Dutch, the Poles, Czechs, 
Hungarians, Slavs, Romanians, 
Italians—even the Spanish. But what 
remains has been "cooked down" to 
become Viennese cuisine. 

As for the French, the enrichment has 
been via such delicacies as Vichysoisse, 
Poulet Kieve, exquisite sauces, pastries 
and the list could go on and on. We've 
Americanized many French foods such 
as; French fries, French toast, and 
French dressing—now prepared 
American style. 

Denmark has done more for the open 
sandwich than any other country. 
Smorrebrod is the traditional Danish 
open-face sandwich. It is featured in the 
most elegant restaurants and tiniest 
sidewalk cafes. Office workers can bring 
their Smorresbrod from home or buy it 
from outdoor vending machines. 
Smorrebrod means "butter-bread." The 
base of the sandwich may start with 
bread and butter, but then the special 
character is given to each via the next 
layer(s). 

The Greeks have a mangnificent way 
with the sadly underrated eggplant. 
These imaginative people from the 
Mediterranean area have made 
Ratatouille and Moussaka almost 
everyday dishes in our country. Por¬ 
tuguese food is hearty incorporating their 
endless supply of fish, remarkably 
succulent fruits and vegetables. A soup 
made of kale and called Caldo verde 
(green broth) is practically the national 
dish; it’s served once a day in many 
homes. 

Talk about a bowl of hot chili and you'll 
get half a dozen recipes touted as being 
the very "BEST"...Mexican in origin, 
you can bubble up a pot of chili laced 
generously with spicy seasonings. Make 
it family-sized and tuck half into the 
freezer. 

Visitors from Israel seem to enjoy the 
Falafel, garbanzo bean balls used as a 
filling for peta bread whereby the peta 
bread (such as Sahara Bread) forms 
pockets when cut in half. 

Surprise the family with dishes now- 
familiar to us but all rooted in the rich 
resources of other parts of the world.

Eggplant should be toasted over a 
charcoal fire, turned frequently until the 
skin is wrinkled and charred and the 
eggplant noticeably soft. If this is not 
possible, bake in preheated 350 degree 
oven for 1 hour. When soft, peel away the 
outer skin and place pulp in a sieve to 
drain. Cut the onion into quarters, place 
in blender with a cup of water and beat at 
high speed until finely chopped, almost 
pureed. Then drain the onion and blend 
with the pulp of eggplant and all 
remaining ingredients, except yogurt or 
sour cream. If yogurt or sour cream is to 
be added, stir in after removing puree 
from blender.

1 bottle (8 oz.) Russian or Thousand Island Salad dressing 

1 envelope (1-4 oz.) onion soup mix 

1 jar (10 oz.) apricot or apricot-pineapple preserves 

2 broiler-fryer chickens, cut up 

Combine salad dressing, onion soup mix and jar of 
preserves. Pour over chicken pieces which have been 
placed in a single layer, skin side up, in large shallow 
baking dish. Bake for 1-4 hours in 350 degree oven, basting 
occasionally. Serve hot with rice and leftover sweet and 
sour sauce. Serves 8.

4 cup sugar 

1- 4 teaspoons celery seed 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon paprika 

2- 4 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

1 cup salad oil 

4 cup catsup 

4 cup grated onion 

Cook sugar and 3 tablespoons water till mixture spins a 
thread (use candy thermometer). Cool. Mix remaining 
ingredients; beat in syrup. Chill. Makes 2 cups dressing. 

Question: I've heard so much about the highly nutritious 
Cornell Triple-Rich Bread which originated at Cornell 
University, I wondered whether you might print the recipe, 
if possible. Thank you very much.

Answer: A good tasting as well as highly nutritious bread, 
here it is: 

CORNELL TRIPLE-RICH BREAD 

3 cups warm water 

2 cakes yeast 

2 tablespoons sugar or honey 


7 cups all purpose flour 

3 tablespoons wheal germ 

4 cup full-fat soy flour 

4 cup skim milk powder 

4 teaspoons salt 

2 tablespoons salad oil 

Combine the water, yeast, and sugar or honey. Let stand 
for 5 minutes. Measure and sift the flour, wheat germ, soy 
flour, and skim-milk powder. Stir the yeast mixture and 
while stirring add the salt and 3 cups of the flour mixture. 
Beat 75 strokes by hand or 2 minutes with an electric mixer. 
Add the salad oil and 3 more cups flour mixture. Blend and 
then turn out onto a floured board, adding 1 cup or more 
additional flour as needed. Knead thoroughly, about 5 
minutes or until dough is smooth and elastic. Place in a 
greased bowl, brush the top with soft butter or oil, cover, 
and let rise until doubled. Punch down dough, fold over the 
edges, and turn dough upside down. I^et it rise another 20 
minutes. Turn onto a board, shape into 2 loaves, place in 
buttered bread pans, cover, and let rise until doubled. Bake 
in a 350 degree oven for 50-60 minutes If loaves begin to 
brown too soon, say in 15 or 20 minutes, reduce heat to 325 
degrees. (For FIFTY-FIFTY WHOLE WHEAT BREAD: 
Follow the preceding recipe, substituting 3 cups whole¬ 
wheat flour for 3 cups of the white flour. 'Die loaves won't be 
quite as large. Also makes good rolls. 

Question: What does it mean when a recipe says to 


"carmelize"? Also, I am interested in a recipe for 
preparing a lxindon broil cut of meat. Thanks. 

Answer: About the carmelizing: It's when you use a large 
skillet, over medium heat, melt granulated sugar, stirring 
constantly, until sugar carmelizes into a golden brown 
syrup. Superfine sugar carmelizes in less time than regular 
and I advise you to watch the process closely or it will burn. 

As for the London Broil, it calls for marinating several 
hours or overnight to achieve the tenderness you'll desire. 

LONDON BROIL 
Shoulder steak or roast, first cut 
2 cloves garlic 
1 cup com oil 
4 cup vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 teaspoons dry mustard 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 

Dash cayenne 

Tabasco sauce, few drops 

Slice garlic into a bowl. Add remaining ingredients; stir 
until blended. Place steak in large glass pan (or heavy 
plastic bag) and pour marinade over steak. Ixt stand a few 
hours or overnight. Turn meat and pierce occasionally. 
Pour off marinade when ready to cook, and broil steak 
according to thickness-- approximately 15-20 minutes on 
each side. Carve diagonally across grain into thin slices.

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Cowens always does something 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Boston's Dave Cowens is 
always on the job, even when he seems to be in a slump. 

Cowens scored only four points in the first half against 
New Orleans Tuesday night. But he confounded the Jazz 
under the boards in the meantime, then came back to force 
a nip-and-tuck game into overtime and clinch it for the 
Celtics with six points in the five-minute tie-breaker.

"We're gonna have to sent our centers to forearm 
school," van Breda Kolff said. 


Cowens, at one point shooting three for 20 from the field, 
forced the game into overtime with a free throw and a layup 
which tied the regulation game 93-93. He finished the night 
with 18 points. 

Jo Jo White and John Havilcek topped the Celtic scorers 
with 20 points each. Jim McElroy led the Jazz with 19 
points. 

The lead changed hands at least twice in each period in 
the close-fought game. 

Pete Maravich, ejected on a technical foul with 30 
seconds left, kept the Jazz alive in the final regulation 
period, hitting five straight points to go ahead 89-88. But 
Cowens came back in the remaining seconds and, with the 
score 91-90 after a Nate Williams layup, he popped in one of 


three free throws and hit a layup for the regulation tie. 

The Celtics quickly moved ahead in overtime on the 
shooting of Cowens, taking a 101-97 edge with 1:36 left. 
Cowens scored the last four points for Boston on two free 
throws and a layup. 

Boston's Charlie Scott left the game for about eight 
minutes in the first half after sustaining an apparent head 
injury. He scored six points. The last time the two teams 
played, New Orleans defeated Boston in Hartford, Conn., 
117-109. It was the only time the Jazz ever beat the Celtics. 

Boston is on top of the Eastern Conference of the Atlantic 
Division by 8W games over Philadelphia. 

The Celtics play again tonight, against Chicago, in 
Boston.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 
(UPI) — If you haven't given 
up on baseball yet, if the old 
feeling is still there, you've got 
to fall in love with Jackson 
Todd. 

You can't help it. 

He’s a big, blond, curly- 
haired kid pitcher, good- 
looking, always polite and 
smiling, with a dandy fast ball, 
excellent curve and splendid 
control. 

Jackson Todd, 24 years old, 
from Tulsa, Okla., is one of 
those natural bom winners. 

You can tell that right away, 
simply by watching him pitch 
here in the New York Mets' 
training camp. He's on the 
Tidewater roster now, having 
pitched only the second half of 
last season with Jackson, 
Miss., in the Texas league, 
and if you ask him what about 
the first half, he tells you he 
was out because of an 
operation. 

What kind of an operation? 

"Cancer." 

Jackson Todd says it just like 
that. 

"It was in my lymphatic 
system," he explains, "and 
they got another name for it, 
but it's this long." 

The affable 6-foot-2, 195- 
pound pitcher spreads both his 
hands apart at lead three feet 
Jackson Todd signed with the 
Mets' organization in the 
summer of 1973 after Hershel 


Martin scouted him playing for 
the University of Oklahoma. 
Todd finished that year with 
Memphis, playing for Joe 
Frazier, who is the Mets' 
manager now, and then moved 


Jackson Todd 

up with Frazier to Victoria of 
the Texas League in 1974. 

He was 12-8 that season, one 
of his wins being a no-hitter, 
and came down here to pitch in 
the Florida Instructional 
League that Fall. 

"I wasn’t hungry and I 
wasn't eating good," says 
Jackson Todd, remembering 
back only 18 months ago. "1 
asked to get a checkup and 
they ran some tests. Then they 
rar. some mere They found out 
I had cancer in my lower ab¬ 
dominal region and it was 
malignant. 


“What did I say when they 
told me?" Jackson Todd 
repeats a question, smiling a 
little. "There isn't much you 
can say. I wasn't frightened. 
They really didn't tell me how 
serious it was." 

It was extremely serious. 
That's why nobody wanted to 
tell him. It was serious enough 
so that Todd was given only a 
20 per cent chance of living. 

Dr. Milo Gerber of St. 
Petersburg operated on the 
young right-hander Oct. 17. 
1974. 

"I've got all the faith in the 
world in that man," says 
Jackson Todd, who still has a 
vivid scar running vertically 
down the center of his stomach. 

The operation lasted nearly 
five hours. Todd’s weight 
dipped below 170 and all his 
hair fell out. He heard he'd 
never pitch again but didn't 
believe it. 

Why should he? Baseball was 
his whole life. He had played it 
in the Little league, the Colt 
league and the Babe Ruth 
league. Then he had become a 
professional and played in the 
minor leagues. They wouldn't 
take something like baseball 
away from him. They couldn't, 
that's all. 

"Gimme some exercises so I 
can pitch next year," Jackson 
Todd would plead with Tom 
McKenna every time the Mets' 
trainer visited him in the 
hospital McKenna would look 
at Todd's bone-thin frame and 
then go to church and say a 


prayer for him. 

Joe Frazier's wife, Thelma 
would also visit Jackson Todc 
in the hospital and bring hin 
natural vitamins. Nobod; 
would tell him the doctors hat 
said he’d never pitch again 
Nobody had the heart, 

"For a long time after th> 
operation, 1 couldn't straighte 
up," says Todd. "1 finally go 
where I could walk around 
little. They began giving m 
chemotherapy treatments an 
that took a lot of strength out c 
me." 

In time, Jackson Todd wa 
assured everything ha 
checked out okay, and he'd b 
all right. 

"I was told everything was i 
one area and hadn't spread, 
■>vs Todd. 

His hair has come back fin- 
It's so blond and curly, th 
other Mets call him "Harpo. 
Jackson Todd made hi 
"comeback" last June when h 
joined Jackson. It felt so goc 
to put on the uniform again, h 
won three ball games and lo 
four, but you can throe oi 
those figures.

Back-yard frontier

Thousands of new chemicals 
are discovered every year. 
Thousands more have for 
decades been floating around 
in the water or flying around in 
the air, and no one really 
knows exactly what effect they 
are having, alone or as they 
react with each other in the 
environment. 

Many are known to be in¬ 
jurious to human health, and 
others are suspected to be 
dangerous. In the meantime, 
many chemicals basic to our 
modem way of life are being 
used quite safely, with no 
danger to human beings, 
wildlife, or the environment. 

How can anyone tell the 
difference? Clearly, there can 
be no simple answers when 
there are thousands of 
variables and thousands of 
unknowns. 

Food additives, drugs, and 
cosmetics are regulated by the 
Food and Drug 
Administration, and pesticides 
are regulated by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). EPA also deals 
with chemicals as direct waste 
emissions into the water or air. 

Other chemicals, which in 
their normal use are not in¬ 
tended to be ingested by 
humans and which are not 
intentional poisons, have not 
been regulated. Nevertheless, 
many of them have severe 
toxic effects upon the en¬ 
vironment and human health. 

John R. Quarles, Jr., deputy 
administrator of the EPA, said 
at a toxic substances briefing 
held recently at the New 
England Regional Office of the 
EPA in Boston that "the en¬ 
vironment and the human 
population itself serve as 
testing grounds for toxic 
chemicals. Toxic substances 


are continually being produced 
and used without advance and 
proper testing for health and 
ecological effects. Only after 
several years of distribution 
throughout commerce do the 
adverse effects become ap¬ 
parent. We are then faced with 
the task of repairing damage 
that has already been done. In 
many cases, either the damage 
is irreparable or the cost of 
cleanup is said to be 
prohibitive." 

According to Quarles, 
Congress has for several years 
considered but not pssed bills 
which would require testing of 
chemicals and regulation of 
those found to be dangerous. 
Another bill is before Congress 
this session. 

EPA's first priority is to 
have the most serious threats 
to health among the chemicals 
now in use tested for safety by 
the companies producing the 
chemicals, under EPA 
direction. The next priority is 
to have all new chemicals 
tested before they are put on 
the market. In addition, EPA 
would like exact information 
on what chemicals are being 
produced and how much. 

Many of the chemicals now 
loose in the environment are 
known to be cancer-causing. 
"Many experts say that this 
century's rising cancer death 
rate can be attributed to the 
presence of toxic chemicals in 
the environment,” Quarles 
said. "It is equally likely that 
other forms of disease and 
tragedy, such as car¬ 
diovascular illnesses and birth 
defects, can be traced to toxic 
chemicals." 

The point, however, is not to 
frighten people. The point is to 
start doing now what we should 
have been doing for decades: 
finding out which chemicals 
are safe and which are not. 


Nature's ways

Ever notice that while many 
birds obviously migrate, 
mourning doves seem to in¬ 
filtrate? 

The mourning doves are 
migrating back north, too, of 
course. But their migration is 
less obvious. Instead of 
noticing morning doves on the 
move, one discovers that pairs 
of doves suddenly appear in the 
local woods. It is almost as 
though they materialized. And 
it happens earlier than most 
people — even birders — 
suppose. 

A couple of years ago, we 
volunteered to help obtain field 
records for the Massachusetts 
breeding bird atlas. The first 
wild native bird that provided 
evidence of breeding was the 
mourning dove. On April 19 on 
a woodland path, we 
discovered a pair of mourning 
doves protecting a fledgling 
dove that was learning to fly. 
One of the doves hovered over 
the young one as it flew a few 
inches above the ground. The 
adult was warding off an 
aggressive blue jay which kept 
diving from convenient per¬ 
ches at the young dove. The 
other adult dove swooped to 
intercept the jay each time it 
left a perch. When last seen, 
the jay appeared to have given 
up the pursuit. 

The great homed owl, of 
course, had nested earlier Ilian 
the doves, but we did not find 
an owl nest that year. 


The presence of a young dove 
on April 19 meant that the 
adults had begun breeding at 
least a month earlier. Mour¬ 
ning doves spend an average of 
15 days incubating and 14 days 
feeding the young in the nest. 
Allowing the female a week to 
build a nest and lay a clutch of 
eggs pushes the nesting date 
back into early March. The 
early-nesting doves probably 
are birds which spent the 
winter in New England. Doves 
usually have at least two 
broods each summer. 

The almost furtive nesting 
habits of the mourning doves 
probably account for the birds' 
survival through the market 
hunting era of the late 19th 
Century. Passenger pigeons, 
which looked like large editions 
of the mourning doves, were 
colonial nesters. In addition, 
passenger pigeons migrated in 
huge flocks. Passenger pigeons 
not only were obvious migrants 
but also often arrived in such 
huge flocks that when they 
perched in trees the combined 
weight of hundreds of birds 
broke limbs. 

Mourning doves spendpart of 
the year in small flocks. In 
New England the flocks are 
more likely to occur on Cape 
Cod or similar open areas. The 
commonest place for them to 
flock, however, is in the South 
where most of them winter. 

There are several closely- 
related mourning doves in 
North America, including 
western representatives that 
range into Mexico.

Documents already released 
by the FBI, the CIA and the 
Justice Department, often are 
worthless and illegible and 
some pages are so heavily 
censored and cleansed that 
only four or five words are left 
on a page! 

Boston College Law 
Professor Leonard Strickman' 
one of the six lawyers working 
the case, made an appeal for 
funds stating that, “The 
government's recalcitrance 
has made it clear that the 


litigation will be both 
protracted and costly." 

In the early Fifties, the 
names of Ethel and Julius 
Rosenberg were painfully 
burned into the minds of most 
people who lived through their 
trial, their appeals and their 
execution for allegedly 


releasing the secret of the atom 
bomb. Their sons now continue 
to battle the government with 
an effort to obtain files which 
they have a right to see under 
the new Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act.

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23 horses die in Narragansett fire 


PAWTUCKET, R.I. (UPI) - 
An estimated 23 thoroughbred 
horses were killed Monday 
when fire swept two large 
stables at Narragansett Park 
race track. 

“That's the latest count 
we’ve got," track spokesman 
John McCarthy said shortly 
after daybreak today. 
"They're still looking for 
horses out there." 

Workers managed to lead 
some horses to safety as others 
panicked and galloped wildly 
around the track and park 
grounds. 

Police officer Joaquim 
Saraiva, 38, of East Providence 
suffered a head bruise when he 
was trampled by a three 
horses. He was treated and 
released at Pawtucket 
Memorial Hospital. 

The cause of the fire was 
undetermined.

Quarantine 

partially 

lifted 

PORTSMOUTH, R.I. (UPI) 
— A federal quarantine, ban¬ 
ning movement of hogs, was 
partially lifted in six Massa¬ 
chusetts and Rhode Island 
counties. 

The quarantine was imposed 
three weeks ago after an 
outbreak of hog cholera, a 
virus-caused disease not harm¬ 
ful to humans. It covers 
eastern Massachusetts and all 
of Rhode Island. 

An 80-member, federal task 
force, temporarily headquar¬ 
tered here, Monday eased 
restrictions for so-called 
“slaughter" hogs in Washing¬ 
ton, Kent and Providence 
Counties in Rhode Island, and 
Norfolk, Barnstable and Ply¬ 
mouth Counties in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Federal spokeswoman Kathy 
Ellis said it was "good news, 
relief for the farmers." 

Any farmer in the six 
counties who has lined up a 
buyer for slaughter hogs must 
call the task force for an in¬ 
spection before moving the 
■ hogs. The entire herd must be 
inspected before the fat hogs 
can be brought to slaughter, 
she said. 

“If there is any evidence that 
we find when we inspect the 
farm that raw garbage has 
been fed, we will not permit 
them to move," Miss Ellis said. 

Movement of breeding and 
feeding hogs remains 
prohibited under the 
quarantine. 

More than 2,500 swine have 
been destroyed humanely since 
an infected herd was found in 
nearby Tiverton, R.I. Farmers 
were paid “fair market" 
reimbursement for their hogs, 
totaling more than J240.000, 

Brown U. 
searches for 
president 

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) 
— Brown University’s lengthy 
search for its 15th president 
ran into another snag last 
weekend when the trustees' 
Presidential Selection Com¬ 
mittee rejected three finalists. 

The list of finalists was 
submitted Saturday by a 
special search committee 
named in August to screen 500 
applicants, nominees and 
potential candidates. 

Chancellor Charles C. 
Tillinghast Jr., Monday said 
there was insufficient support 
to Justify the choice of any one 
candidate for final considera¬ 
tion by the Brown Corporation, 
the university’s trustees. 

Dr. Donald F. Homig, Brown 
president since 1970, has 
resigned effective June 30. 
Brown might need an acting 
president if the trustees cannot 
find a new president before 
Homig steps down. 

Tillinghast said the search 
would be continued "most 
expeditiously" by the 
Presidential Selection Com¬ 
mittee, which is the trustees 
Advisory and Executive 
Committee. 

“Although we regret that the 
labors of the past nine months 
have not produced the desired 
result at this time, we are 
determined to find the best 
qualified individual to preside 
over the university and we will 
continue with all vigor toward 
that goal," Tillinghast said 
Monday. 

He said students, faculty and 
administrators would have a 
chance to serve as consultants 
to the selection committee 
during the renewed search

Europe as he was born in 
Switzerland of very New 
England parents who were 
living there temporarily. 

He was educated in England 
at Westminster School and 
Oxford University and finally 
at the Simmons School of 
Social Work in Boston, where 
he had the then doubtful 
distinction of being the first 
and only male student. 

Following this, he worked at 
the State Prison Colony at 
Norfolk, under a fellowship 
from the Rockefeller Foun¬ 
dation for a study in penology. 

In the early 1930's he went 
into business for himself, in¬ 
troducing the English bicycle 
into the United States and 


interesting domestic 
manufacturerers in fitting the 
British variable gears into 
their own bicycles. The 
company prospered and was 
finally sold to the English 
manufacturer and Osgood was 
appointed first as president 
and finally chairman of the 
board of Raleigh Industries of 
America. 

During World War 11, Osgood 
served in the United States Air 
Force as liason officer with 
tactical units of the French Air 
Force. He was finally 
discharged as a major. 

He retired from business life 
in 1965 and joined Channel 2 as 
its first auction manager. 

"No one knew anything 
about televison auctions at that 
time," Osgood said, "and I 
least of all, but we somehow 
survived and put $135,000 into 
the till." 

This year's auction will be 
his tenth, but Osgood, 67, 
recommends the life to anyone 
who is retiring who does not 
mind working really 
strenuously at a cause in which 
he believes merely for the 
enjoyment of helping it.

Result: a damage suit was filed 
against Joey's parents on behalf 
of the victim. 

"She was on their premises,” 
went the argument in court, "with 
their knowledge and consent. 
Therefore, she was entitled to 
play there in safety.” 

But the court, finding that the 
game was not abnormally hazard¬ 
ous. held the parents not liable. 
Merely allowing children to play 


in their yard, said the court, did 
not mean they were guaranteeing 
them against all risks. 

The case illustrates that a home 
owner is not automatically re¬ 
sponsible for a mishap that he- 
falls a youthful visitor. He docs 
not have to make his premises 
"child proof” 

Nevertheless, he docs have to 
make fair allowance for childish 
traits. 

In another case a housewife left 
a bubbling percolator near the 
edge of a fable, even though n 
small boy was playing close In. 
The boy knocked the percolator 
over, spilling hot coffee on his 
arm. 

Here, the housewife was held 
liable- The court said she should 
have realized that one so young 
was not likely to sense the danger. 

Even if the child is a trespasser, 
the householder may be respon¬ 
sible for a hazard that is particu¬ 
larly appealing to youngsters. 

Thus, a property owner who had 
a power line strung through the 
upper branches of a tree was held 
liable for the electric shock suf¬ 
fered by a trespassing boy. The 
court said the defendant knew that 
children—"following childish in¬ 
stincts"—often climbed the tree, 
hence could and should have taken 
steps to minimize the risk.

FOOD STAMPS? 


Food stamps are coupons used exactly like 
money to buy food. The bonus is that the stamps 
are worth more than the money you pay for 
them. And in some cases, can buy twice as 
much food for the money or more. 

How can that be? Take the Jones family 
for example. Mr. Jones has a full time job 
paying him $10,000 annually. Not a bad salary, 
but due to rising inflation, high housing costs 
and medical bills.

In some cases families arc 
more than doubling their buying power in the 
grocery stores. 

The food stamp program helps smooth the 
edges of inflation ;ind put more and better food 
on the tables of families having a tough time 
making ends meet. 

Unfortunately, there are literally tens of 
thousands of Massachusetts residents legally 
entitled to take advantage of this program who 
aren't doing so. Maybe they don't know how 
easy it can be to qualify. 

Food stamps are for full time workers with 
high medical and housing expenses, pari time 
employees, the unemployed, people living on 
social security, or any household of very limited 
means and less than $1500 in assets. ($3,000 if 
someone aged 60 or more is in the household.) 



You may qualify. And if you do. you have 
a chance to give your family the benefits of eat¬ 
ing more and better food. Today. The best way 
to find out if food stamps are for you is to call 
toll free 800-882-2016 or contact your local 
Welfare Service Office.

Junior High curriculum delayed

recommendation of the superintendent 
for reappointing or not reappointing 
secondary school personnel, but not until 
after pleas were heard for two teachers 
not currently scheduled for reap¬ 
pointment. 

Praise for South High Social Studies 
teacher Henry Bolter came from about 
150 parents and students who signed 
petitions for his continuation as a full¬ 
time teacher. 

Robert Cohen spoke about the letters on 
behalf of Bolter who has been 
teaching for one year full-time at South. 

Cohen said he would not yield to 
pressure groups, but wanted to know how 
much teachers were compared 
throughout the system before one is layed 
off for a subject in one school. 

Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
Hope Danielson said much thought is 
given to keep the best teacher in the 
system by making transfers from one 
school to another. 

Paul Ash hit on the same point when he 
spoke in praise of Dorothy K. Gonson, a 
Newton South English teacher who will 
be cut from teaching three-fifths of a 
week to one-fifth of a week. 

When he asked why she was being cut, 
he was told it was because she was the 
only nontenured English teacher at 
South. 

Ash asked Mrs. Danielson if the any 
consideation was made in juding her 
qualities compared to the seven other 
secondary school English teachers who 
were rehired full-time. 

Mrs. Danielson said she had considered 
and compared those people, and Ash 
withdrew his motion to postpone action on 
the seven others. 

The assistant superintendent said Ms. 
Gonson, as many other teachers not 
recommended for rehiring now, mav be 


rehired later as other teachers resign and 
retire. 

Also on the list were Joseph Utka and 
Elaine Bowditch, both who have worked 
with the Division of Program but whose 
positions as federal projects coordinator 
and assistant coordinator of social 
studies had been cut from the budget. 
Both will be elementary teachers. 

One person who will lose his Job 
because of budget cuts is William H. 
Smith, Weeks Junior High School 
assistant principal. 

Smith does not have tenure as a teacher 
and has not been offered another position 
yet. 

Discussion of Ash's resolution for a 
"three -year sequential curriculum" in 
the junior high schools began at this 
meeting, with much talk centering 
around the meaning of sequential and 
curriculum. 

Ash began by noting that many of his 
recommendations seemed to be coming 
into being on their own. He pointed to a 
Meadowbrook Newsletter in which a 
parent study group wants the social 
studies and English curriculum spelled 
out more clearly. 

Ash also wants all English, science, 
math, and foreign language social 
studies, courses to be letter graded A to 
F, and allowing parents who make a 
request to receive written evaluations by 
teachers. 

Cohen was upset by the topic becuse he 
hasn’t decided how much the Committee 
should "meddle" with the curriculum. 

Members Manuel Beckwith and 
Honora Kaplan agreed that it would be 
better to consult with the administration 
and staff before making proposals for 
change. 

Ash reemphasized that he only wanted 
to discuss the subject and offered his 


sheet labeled "resolution" only to set off 
discussion. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
Superintendent Aaron Fink should handle 
curriculum, with the Committee deciding 
on what is quality education. 

Chairman Alvin Mandell retorted that 
the subject "is one that has been near and 
dear to me for the past eight years, 
because the School Committee never has 
had an educational policy." 

Mandell noted though that the 
resolution made no exceptions for special 
education children. 

Superintendent Fink did not un¬ 
derstand what Ash meant by "sequential 
curriculum." 

He noted that there can either be a 
general course sequence in the school for 
all kids, or an individual sequence for 
each kid, which is the case at 
Meadowbrook. 

Fink added, "This Is a Meadowbrook 
resolution — let's not kid ourselves." 

Ash submitted a more specific 
resolution aimed at Meadowbrook last 
year before running for office, and he is a 
graduate of the school. 

Fink said, “I don’t think you’ll see any 
competition between kids in any 
elementary school.” 

The Committee began to hear from 
junior high school principals, but when 
the first interview was not completed by 
11:30 p.m., members decided to postpone 
the discussion for a week without a vote. 

The Committee also voted to ask the 
governor to grant full funding for Metco 
after the superintendent expressed fears 
that Newton's funding may be cut back 
next yer. 

The Comittee also set up a sub¬ 
committee with Kaplan, Cohen,and Ash 
to study legislative action on Beacon Hill 
that may effect schools. 


City budget cutting winds up 


down on those workers who do not show 
up for work. 

Mayor Mann thinks he can save at least 
$700,000 a year by switching over to a 
contractor. More would be saved the first 
year, according to the mayor, because no 
new equipment will be necessary. 

The Finance Committee feels that the 
seven civilian and three police positions 
cut from the Police Department budget 
can be filled by the present complement 
of policemen if so many sick days were 
not taken, and accordingly have not 
formally voted to ask the mayor to 
restore the positions. 

The Finance Committee cannot vote to 
add any money to the budget; it can only 
cut. But upon occasion it has persuaded 
the full Board to recommend an addition. 

Fear has often been expressed by 
FinCom members that the committee is 
overdoing the budget cuts, and often 
there has been no rationale for some of 
the $100 or $200 cuts. 

Even Chairman Sidney Small 
frequently calls the entire procedure 
"doing this by the seat of our pants.” 

Once an item has been cut, a depart¬ 
ment cannot use left-over money in 
another account and must ask the Board 
of Aldermen to approve a transfer. 

Now it appears that the zest for trim¬ 
ming already slim departmental budgets 
will result in requests for many small 
transfers in the next fiscal year that will 
further increase the length and detail of 
aldermanic meetings. 

Summary of Cuts 

Mayor's Office: Out-of-state travel, 


mainly for department heads, has been 
put into one account to be administered 
by the mayor, but the Finance Committee 
put $4400 of the $6000 requested into 
budget reserve until the mayor gives the 
Board a firm plan for allocation of the 
money. 

City Physician; A nurse requested by 
Dr. John Athans was denied. Requested 
salary was $10,662. 

Law Department; The mayor’s 
recommended increases for three 
assistant city solicitors were cut $700, 
$900 and $1500 respectively. Salaries in 
the Law Department now range from 
$11,000 for the newest member of the staff 
to $24,500 for City Soclicitor Howard 
Levine. 

All members of the department are 
slated for increases except Levine. 

This matter is controversial and may 
be expected to cause further argument at 
the full Board action on the budget. 

Election Commission; As part of the 
gneral revolt against overtime, the 
Finance Committee cut the amount the 
Election Commission will have for paying 
policemen to gather census data when 
citizens fail to return the mailed forms 
from $11,000 to $7000. 

Public Buildings; Feeling that 
firefighters can either put up with a little 
peeling paint in one of the stations, or 
repaint it themselves, the committeee cut 
$3000 from the request for Station 4. It cut 
$5000 from a $52,000 request for materials 
and supplies for upkeep of buildings and a 
few other items, but largely kept hands 
off the mayor's requests totaling $1.6 
million for maintenance of city-owned

buildings and land. 

Street Department: Overtime was cut 
from $300,000 to $240,000 and labor was 
cut another $67,000 upon the recom¬ 
mendation of Public Works Committee 
Chairman Aid. David Cohen. 

Fire Department: Again, overtime was 
cut from $150,000 allowed by the mayor to 
$110,000. No decision was made on 
whether to allow $85,000 for a new 
pumper, which Chief Frederick Perkins 
said is necessary to start catching up on 
his replacement program. 

Small believes that the city can extend 
the life of a piece of fire apparatus from 
the current 15 years to 18 or 20 years. The 
matter will be discussed again tonight 
(Thursday). 

The Fire Department budget is $4.4 
million. 

Police Department; So far, the Finance 
Committee has cut less than $40,000 from 
the mayor's recommended $4.1 million 
budget. 


Nuclear 
plants 
supplying 
power 

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPl) — 
Fifty-one per cent of the power 
supplied to Northeast Utilities 
customers in Connecticut and 
Massachusetts during 
February came from nuclear 
power plants, according to 
Northeast officials. 

Company spokemen said 
February was the first month 
in which more than 50 per cent 
of the power generated to 
customers came from nuclear 
reactors. The increase came in 
spite of shutdowns at Millstone 
1 and Millstone 11 in Waterford. 

Northeast officials said 
Tuesday that during January 
which cars of entering non¬ 
union employes were rocked, 
scratched and kicked by 
pickets.

Help with 1975 income tax 


Editor’s note - The following 
questions and answers have 
been prepared by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Q. 1 have heard so much talk 
about the $30 Personal 
Exemption Credit. Is this $30 
per exemption added on to the 
regular $750 dependency 
exemption prior to arriving at 
Taxable Income? 

A. No!! The Tax Reduction 
Act of 1975 grants a "Personal 
Exemption Credit." This is a 
new credit and is effective for 
only one year (generally the 
1975 calendar year). This 
creidt is $30 multiplied by the 
total allowable dependency 
exemptions and personal 
exemptions. The credit does 
not apply to exemptions for ge 
or blindness. It is taken on Line 
16b on Form 1040 and Line 13b 
on Form 1040A. It reduces the 
actual tax liability, not 
Taxable Income. 

Q. My friends kept telling me 
to take an office at home 
deduction when I file my 
Federal Tax Return. Under 
what circumstances will I be 
able to do this? 

A. If you are required to 
regularly ust a portion of your 
home for performing your 
business duties, you may 
deduct a pro rata portion of the 
expenses for maintenance and 
depreciation onyour home. It 
should be noted, in addition, 
that such a requirement 
generally stems froma con¬ 
dition of our employment, such 
as by contract with your em¬ 
ployer, or arises from your 
employer's not maintaining 
adequate and available 
facilities for your proper job 
performance 

Q. Just what Is meant by 


"business use" in meeting the 
requirements for an office at 
home deduction? 

A. Business use means the 
regulr use of a part of your 
home for ordinary and 
necessary business purposes. 
Occasional or incidental use of 
your home for business will not 
satisfy this requirement. 

y. i am In teres tedin pur¬ 
chasing some municipal bonds 
and was wondering when the 
interest earned Is tax exempt. 
Could you please elaborate on 
this? 

A. State and Municipal bons 
purchased at a discount - if 
these bonds were originally 
issued at a discount, the 
ratable amojnt of original issue 
discount is trated as tax-exemt 
interest and not included in 
income. HOWEVER, ANY 
GAIN ATTRIBUTABLE TO 
"Market" discount is taxable 
ax capital gain upon disposition 
oi\edemption of the bonds. 

QVfly wife Is pregnant and 
as a result of this, had left work 
temporarily. The company 
continued to pay her during her 
absence. Does this amount 
qualify for a sick pay ex¬ 
clusion? 

A. No. Generally, payments 
your wife received for periods 
of absence solely because of 
pregnancy are not sick pay. 
For purposes of the exclusion, 
illness exists from the com¬ 
mencement of abor to the time 
your wife is no longer, in¬ 
capacitated as a result of 
childbirth or miscarriage, and 
is physically able to return to 
work, he waiting period starts 
with the commencement of 
labor. 

y. If I am self-employed and 
out sick, will my salary con¬ 


stitute sick pay? 

A. No. You may not claim a 
sick pay exclusion for any 
income from self-employment. 

y. 1 received sick pay while 
out from October, 1974 thru 
February, 1975. Am I subject to 
another waiting period even if 
it was one continuous Illness? 

A. No. When a period of 
absence extends from one year 
to the next, it is still considered 
as a single absence. If the 
waiting period was satisfied in 
1974, amounts that you receive 
in 1975 are not subject to an 
additional waiting period since 
it is the same period of ab¬ 
sence. 

y. I am covered under a 
group medical plan which I do 
not contribute to. Does this 
have to be treated as Income 
because my employer paid for 
It? 

A. No. If the employer pays 
all or part of the premiums for 
medical plans for his em¬ 
ployees, the employer’s portion 
of the premiums is not taxable 
to the employees, the em¬ 
ployer’s portion of the 
premiums is not taxable to the 
employees. This applies to both 
group and-or medical plans. 

Q. My employer im¬ 
plemented a medical plan 
whereby any person, who U out 
sick for an extended period of 
time will receive a flat rate of 
payment for medical bills. I 
was paid amounts in excess of 
my medical bills. Is this in¬ 
come to me? 

A. If the employer paid the 
entL*e cost of the plan, and if 

the benefits received from it 
are in excess of the exnenses. 


the excess amount must be 
included in the employee’s 
gross income. When the 
employer pays only a poi tion of 
the premum, an allocation in 
the same ratio as the premium 
payments must be made of the 
excess. 

y. I receive Social Security 
payments monthly. These 
checks are my only source of 
income. Are Social Security 
benefits taxable? 


A. No. Social Security 
benefits are not included in 
gross income regardless of 
whether they are received 
monthly or in a lump sum. It is 
immaterial whether the 
benefits are administered by 
the Federal GOVERNMENT 
OR BY A State under the 
Federal Social Security 
Program. 


y. My busgand and I opened 
a savings account for our 5 
year old son. It was only for a 
small amount and sub¬ 
sequently only earned a little 
bit of interest. Are we obligated 
to report the interest on our 
joint return? 


A. When parents open a 
savings acount in the name of a 
minor child, the interest in¬ 
come is taxable to the child if; 
(1) State law provides that the 
savings account belongs to the 
child, and (2) the parents ay 
not use any of the funds to 
support the child. This is true 
even if the parents are 
designated as trustees on the 
account.

Old Newbury 

Where Colonial Craft Lives On 


or centuries, the only way to make 
fine sterling silver place settings and 
serving pieces was by hand, with each 
piece hammered, shaped, finished, 
and polished by a craftsman. Today 
the skilled hands of The Old Newbury 
Crafters (O.N.C.) still bring about the subtle 
beauty of the handwrought piece, in a shop atop 
the site of a clipper shipyard in Newburyport, 
Mass. 

Their work carries on the skills and traditions 
of the Moulton family who had milversmithing 
shops in Newburyport from 1690 until the end of 
the 19th century. The Old Newbury Crafters 
started business under that name in 1915; in 1955 
controlling interest was purchased by Swift Barnes 
whose high sense of tradition and responsibility for 
perpetuating the craft is also found in the shop’s 
dozen artisans. 

According to Barnes, “There’s more than just 
beauty involved in a handcrafted piece. Just as in 
another time, the strength, balance,, hammered 
texture, and satin finish are the outstanding 
features of true handwrought silver. We’re proud 
of the fact that we are the only business in the 
country that still makes silverware by hand. Our 
technique of beating the metal by hand is the 
distinguishing feature people look for in our 
work.” 

Since the metal becomes extremely hard 
when it is beaten, it must be heated and reheated 
to remain workable. But the hammering results in 
a hardness far greater than that of the original 
silver. This hammering-forging process is empha¬ 
sized in the shaping of the neck of a spon— 
ordinarily the utensils weakest point. 

Light hammers are used to smooth out the 
heavy forging marks, and a family of hand files is 
used to work and fine-shape edges. Special care is 
taken in the polishing stage to preserve the texture 
achieved by the forging process and to acquire the 
soft satin finish that brings out the richness of 
sterling. 

O.N.C. also works in pewter and makes 
reproductions—in both metals—of several Paul 
Revere pices, including hi$ famous “Liberty 
Bowl.” Revere cast the bell that hangs in the 
Unitarian Church tower in Newburyport, but it’s 
likely that his only appearance in town came 
about because of his postwar West Indies shipping 
interests.

Transportation to Newbury port is offered by 
B&M rail service, with interstate trucking service 
over main arteries 95, 495, and 1. The city is 
located 17 minutes from Rte. 128 via Rte. 95 and 
is only 35 minutes from Boston.

pening the new year, the Yankee City 
Gallery on Market Square is featuring 
an artist, new to this area, who is cele¬ 
brating the 200th birthday of the 
nation with a series of bicentennial oil 
paintings. 

The artist, Rob Howard of this city, has 
recreated the mood and scenes of militia groups, 
historical settings and compositions relating to the 
history of the Newburyport area. Signing his work 
‘Howard Jr.’, the artist is under exclusive contract 
with the gallery to paint this bicentennial series, 
which will be shown throughout 1976. During 
Yankee Homecoming an exhibit honoring New¬ 
buryport will be presented. 

Howard’s talents are not limited to painting. 
He also does illustrating, carving and cartooning. 
He has worked extensively with photography and 
develops his own color prints. His concern with 
proper backgrounds and mood settings is evident 
when one considers that Howard, while working in 
Texas, once flew to Newburyport just to achieve 
the proper colonial setting for an assignment. 

Mrs. Webster calls Howard an “artist’s 
artist—meaning that his control of color, his 
handling of the canvas, his obvious discipline and 
ability, and his impeccable use of light are 
appreciated by the cntical eye of other artists. In 
fact, there is a true thrill and excitement in seeing 
first the prepared canvas and next the figures and 
the scene emerge —and suddenly, his final touch 
shifts the whole canvas into life.” 

The Yankee City (Left) Gallery is located 
across from the fire station on Market Square, and 
is open from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., Tuesday through 
Saturday. Sundays and Mondays are by appoint¬ 
ment only. 
































ou might refer to Middle Street as the 
Old Section of the New Newburyport. 
It was here on Middle Street that the 
musicians, artists, and craftsmen first 
gathered and settled, creating the 
magnet which attracted more shops 
and artists—and put life into history’s 
and artists—and put life into history’s buildings. 

First on Middle St. was the Grog Pub, with its 
“good grub, grog, gab, and gigs.” It is the 
gathering place for everyone—young and old, 
artist and businessman, Brahmins and tourists, 
politicans and professionals—the city’s melting 
pot—always busy, always interesting, and always 
open. 

The Grog opens daily at 11:30 a.m. for 
Lunch and serves throughout the day until 11:00 
p.m. on weekend evenings. The menu includes 
their own famous Grog Chowder (available to take 
out at Cheezakatessen around the comer), Chef 
Salad, fresh Seafood, Sandwiches, and unique 
Daily Specials such as Curried Goat. The prices 
are reasonable, the cocktails are generous, and the 
beer selection is the largest in this city—including 
Guiness on draft. 

ILie first Gallery for the city’s craftsmen and 
artists was the Handmade House (located next to 
the Grog) where macrame was introduced to 
Newburyport. Now the shop is the area’s largest 
bead and cord supplier. Do not miss the giant (3 
foot) colorful wooden butterflies, fine pottery, 
silver jewelry, and bright macrame hangings 
always on exhibit and for sale. Various artists 
exhibit throughout the year—with a permanent 
exhibit of Audrey Bechler’s superb and popular 
watercolors of this area. 

Over the Grog is the Upstairs Restaurant 
where elegance is understated but ever present. 
Ifie bar and lounge are an indoor oasis of palms, 
ferns, mirrors, and wicker furniture. It is the most 
comfortable place to just sit and drink in the city. 
The dining room features Prime Rib, Fresh 
Seafood, and Roast Duckling—and the Specials 
are exceptional. The Upstairs is open Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday from 5:30 p.m. Reservations 
are advisable. 

Being full of good food and drink, and still 
wishing to see more of the city, you may spend the 
night at the The Inn on Middle Street which is 
located over the Handmade House. These very 
comfortable and charming accomodations offer 
antique surroundings and furnishings in an 
informal atmosphere. The Inn is the only 
overnight lodging available in Newburyport so it is 
best to reserve a room ahead or early in the day. 
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“Neurotic” Symptoms 
Can Be Due To Allergy 

f evidence obtained by a Connecticut 
allergist continues to stand up to 
investigation, one of man’s most in¬ 
triguing forms of misery may be elimi¬ 
nated. Blaming allergic brain reac¬ 
tions for certain psychosomatic com¬ 
plaints, including many that could be termed 
psychotic, Dr. Marshall Mandell has helped more 
than 200 patients with psychic symptoms by 
eliminating allergens from their diet and environ¬ 
ment. 

Dr. Mandell, who is medical director of the 
New England Foundation for Allergic and En¬ 
vironmental Diseases in Norwalk and was until 
recently assistant professor of allergy at New York 
Medical College, believes his findings are particu¬ 
larly significant in view of the fact that allergic 
symptoms are often mistakenly diagnosed as an 
indication of psychiatric trouble. 

“Ecologic mental illness is an important facet 
of man’s total reaction to his natural and synthetic 
environment,” comments the allergist. And he 
believes the brain may be viewed as a complex 
allergic shock organ which, through its rich blood 
supply, is easily reached by inhaled and ingested 
excitants from the environment. 

He is particularly concerned about the 
clinical implications of his findings. ‘‘I wonder 
how many persons have had similar reactions and 
during them have committed a crime or been 
involved in an accident. And would it not be a 
shame if such persons were confined to mental 
institutions, some of them perhaps even in 
catatonic states being fed through stomach tubes 
with the very foods to which they are allergic.” 

‘‘The person who is constantly tired, de¬ 
pressed or restless and assumes it’s overwork or 
nerves or ‘nothing serious’ may actually be 
experiencing an allergic reaction to factors in his 
indoor or outdoor environment,” he explained. 
“The human digestive and breathing systems are 
tubes open to the environment. They draw 
substances from it and return substances to it. 
These systems are open and vulnerable. Man has 
no armor against his surroundings. Without 
knowing it, the thousands of different chemicals 
you’re exposed to every day could be ruining your 
health—and driving you crazy!” 

The house you live in is a sophisticated 
chemical environment, and the city outside your 
door, a much more complex environment. If you 
were to make a chemical inventory of your home, 
it would turn into quite a long list. 

The list would include chlorinated tap 


water—to which one in ten people is allergic—as 
well as fumes from the heating system and the 
garage. You would have to put down the hundreds 
of chemical additives in foods and pollution from 
smoking. You’d include the chemicals in the hair 
sprays, the paint on the walls, the polish on the 
furniture and the wax on the floor, plus the disin¬ 
fectants and cleaning materials in the kitchen 
cupboard. 

Any one of these can cause an allergic 
reaction. 

So, the allergist can begin treating his 
patient by cleaning house. The patient stops 
drinking tap water. He eats only organic, pure 
foods. The waxes, polishes and disinfectants are 
taken out of his house. Eventually, almost total 
control of the immediate environment can be 
achieved. And, with a little luck, the patient’s 
allergy can be determined. 

Sometimes it is the very food that makes you 
feel better that is causing the illness the food seems 
to relieve. 

Most of us unthinkingly tend to assume that a 
verson will avoid what is bad for him or her. We 
ike to believe we have instincts that .will steer us 
away from what is harmful and toward the 
beneficial. If we have a craving for a particular 
food, we assume there must be something in it 
that we need to maintain our health. A moment’s 
reflection, however, should convince us that it just 
isn’t so. 

Some of us who smoke may have a repeated 
craving for something that may cause future 
health problems. The alcoholic’s greatest desire is 
for frequent drinks of beverages that may be 
harmful to him. And a recent paper by Dr. 
Mandell tells us that in food and chemical 
allergies there is often a craving on the part of the 
patient for the very substance that is doing him 
damage. 

The addictive aspects of food allergy and 
chemical sensitivity were first pointed out by Drs. 
Herbert J. Rinkel and Theron G. Randolph. This 
trail-blazing work stimulated Dr. Mandeb's inter¬ 
est in human illness due to chronic addictive 
disorders, a new and very important branch of 
medicine. 

Now Dr. Mandell confirms the existence of 
an addictive quality in many food and chemical 
allergens suported by the fact that these sub¬ 
stances have the capacity to induce symptoms, 
which are quickly alleviated by taking more of the 
allergen. He points out that he has succeeded in 
relieving hangovers from the drinking of both beer 
and whiskey, not with alcohol but with aqueous 
(water) extracts of the major components (com, 
rye, wheat, brewer’s yeast, malt, etc.) that go into 










the manulacture ot these alcoholic beverages. 

“The symptoms of addictive withdrawl from 
‘alcohol,’” he explained, “are commonly known as 
hangovers and these morning-after miseries may 
be the withdrawal phase of food and yeast 
addiction which results from a chronic allergic 
state. The yeast and fermentable substances from 
which the yeast-food-alcohol mixture is derived 
are present in a rapidly absorbed alcoholic 
vehicle; no alcohol is required to relieve or 
neutralize a hangover and only watery extracts of 
yeast and food are given in relief-producing 
injections.” 

In reply to a recent inquiry by the editor, Dr. 
Mandell went on to say the following: 

“The major point I wish to communicate to 
your readers is the fact that unsuspected and 
unrecognized cerebral allergy to commonly en¬ 
countered environmental substances is an ex¬ 
tremely important factor in many forms of 
mental, emotional, behavioral and perceptual 
disorders. Nervous system allergy may be present 
in children and adults who may or may not be, or 
have been, allergic in a recognizable form in the 
recent or distant past. Allergic dysfunction of the 
brain may manifest itself in many ways with a very 
broad spectrum of clinical disorders that range 
from mild to extremely severe in degree. This 
includes many forms of mental illness which are 
generally assumed to be of psychic genesis. 

Allergic pseudo-retardation is the term I have 
designated to describe poor intellectual perfor¬ 
mance in a malfunctioning brain that is reacting 
to avoidable environmental incitants. The cuases 
of such dysfunction could be avoided or elimina¬ 
ted if they were suspected and identified. In a 
similar fashion, other cerebral functions may be 
impaired and subsequently cause serious difficul¬ 
ties whose true nature is misinterpreted and this 
naturally leads to inappropriate treatment. 

“I believe that a reversible disorder in any 
organ or system in the body (which show’s both 
normal and abnormal performance) indicates that 
the capacity for normal function is being 
interfered with by controllable external factors. I 
cannot accept the idea that a “damaged” brain 
will malfunction some times and perform normal¬ 
ly at other times. 

“I recently saw a hyperactive 11-year-old boy 
with emotional problems, learning disabilities and 
a long history of probable allergic nasal obstruc¬ 
tion. The hyperactivity has been fairly well 
controlled by the administration of ritalin twice a 
day. The magnitude of his learning problems 
varies in intensity. He may be unaware of errors in 
spelling, etc. at some times, but on other occasions 
he recognizes and corrects mistakes of this nature. 

“The above patient was given a series of 


illness-duplicating provocation tests for food and 
chemical allergies that might be localized in the 
central nervous system. There were a number of 
reassuring negative tests that served as controls by 
which it was possible to compare positive and 
negative reactions to different test substances. 

“His responses to wheat, egg, yeast, peanut, 
chocolate and beef were very significant. There 
were important changes in his reading and 
writing. He became very tired, irritable, restless, 
noisy, silly and unable to concentrate in response 
to these allergy-inducing tests. 

“His reaction to the allergenic extract 
prepared from beef was characteristic of “a bad 
day according to his parents. “It was as if he had 
not had any ritalin at all this morning.” His 
allergic response to beef extract was of such 
intensity that the provoked symptoms were able to 
break through the ritalin control of his nervous 
system disorder to this commonly eaten food. 
Foods can be responsible for chronic physical and 
mental illness if they are eaten as infrequently as 
every three or four days. Tests for sensitivity to 
biologically active chemical (and fumes) in water, 
foods, ana indoor and outdoor air have not yet 
been completed, and chemical susceptibility is 
frequently a major problem in such cases. 

“I am certain that a large number of children 
(and adults) with similar problems are reacting to 
unsuspected allergies and allergy-like sensitivities 
that might be greatly relieved or possibly 
eliminated completely if only the underlying 
causes of their various types of illness were 
recognized. This does not in any way minimize the 
importance of nutrition (vitamins and minerals), 
toxic substances and genetically determined en¬ 
zyme defects (inborn errors of metabolism) which 
undoubtedly are major factors in those dieseases 
that my colleagues and I refer to as advanced 
visceral and somatic allergies. This area of clinical 
investigation much be explored in great depth. 
We have already expenenced very gratifying 
success in an impressive series of patients; the 
future looks very bright in this most fertile area.”

customers in every state, as well as Canada and 
the Virgin Islands. Buyers range from small gift 
shops to large industries, ad agencies, banks, 
insurance companies and colleges.

favorite escape is to simply drive 
headlong out of the city but with the 
need to do your own thing to stretch 
the dollar, you’re wise to have a 
destination that has the promise of 
helping you to enormous savings on 
clothing, housewares, rugs and what might be 
needed for yourself or or gifts. With this objective, 
it is hard to surpass the mill outlets in great 
fluorescent factory lofts, next to working mills 
where you can buy things. 

For a generous taste of the bargains in 
Massachusetts factory stores, you need only a day 
trip out west of Boston and Sturbridge for such 
places as Ware in central Massachusetts, just 20 
minutes from Old Sturbridge Village. 

Before departing remember to take with you 
the size notes on every member of the family and 
friends having birthdays and anniversaries coming 
up, as well as room dimensions in your own house. 
Include shoes, boots, overshoes, skirts, pants, 
blouses, shirts, coats, underwear. And don’t forget 
the sizes for infants and toddlers in case you 
happen on a sleeper that might be practically 
given away. 

Ten miles north of Sturbridge at the junction 
of Routes 9 and 32 lies the town of Ware with at 
least six different mill or factory outlet stores to 
test the bargain hunter’s resistance. Slotted among 
textile mills and clothing manufacturers is the 
Ware Industries Yard. There you’ll find a mecca 
of mill outlets. 

Women go first to Ware Sportswear, a 
showroom that retails women’s clothing made in 
the adjoining Seven Sisters plant for such stores as 
Lord & Taylor, Bonwit Tellers, and Saks Fifth 
Avenue. In contrast to the unexceptional quality 
of what can be seen in the average outlet store, the 
garments at Ware Sportswear are of first rate 
design and workmanship required to meet the 
high standards of the department stores and 
women’s fashion centers you find described in 
Harper's and Vogue —and here, without label, the 
same items go at ridiculous prices—women’s 
separates or jacketed pants suits for $35 - $50, 
garments that go for around $100 to $139 in 
Boston on Newbury Street, or in Mall department 
stores. 

At another store Wedgemoor woolens, 
mountains of wool and wool blends sell by the 
yard and by the pound. They come in every color 















and are mostly used to make braided or hooked 

^Frederic’s mill store, whose supplying factory 
makes the wools and acrylics that go into knit 
garments, stocks also specialties from other mills 
in men’s, women’s and children’s knit goods. A 
machine washable turtleneck or crewneck sweater 
sells at $4.50 and a women’s tunic length cardigan 
selling for $20 in the stores can be had for $8.50 to 
$10.00. Children’s underwear and socks are at 
prices rarely seen anywhere. 

In the same huge factory yard, where parking 
is easy, is the Pioneer Valley Factory Shoes Outlet 
which offers for men work shoes, boots, dress 
shoes, the new sport shoes, loafers and slippers, all 
at tremendous savings. Bargains, especially for 
women, often are better than anything seen at 
clearance sales. 

Recently the store wanted to get rid of 
thousands of pairs of dress and sport shoes in small 
and regular sizes and priced them at $1.85 a pair. 
At Pioneer another special you’ll find is handbags. 
Because of the large number of shoppers at 
Pioneer, manufacturers of outer wear for men, 
women and children have their garments sold 
there also at ridiculous prices. 

In the center of the Ware Industries yard is a 
glass craft studio—the A. A. Caffrey glass tudio. 
Reflecting the bargains to be had elsewhere in 
Ware, you’ll find milk glass, colored glass, crystal, 
bowls, vases, stemware and glass steins all at less 
than retail prices. You can, on some days, actually 
watch the Caffreys blow glass. When witnessing 
the processes, including colors and techniques that 
haven’t changed in Hundreds of years, you’ll 
marvel at the way useful things evolve—and the 
ways in which glass gets its color and decorative 
effects.
